PRIVATE ACTS 


PASSED BY THE 


NINETY-SEVENTH LEGISLATURE, 


CHAPTER I. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An Act to incorporate 
the Burlington or Matiniconk Island Land Association,” 
approved January twenty-seventh, one thousand eight 
hundred and fifty-three. 


1. Be rr ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of acttove 
the State of New Jersey, That the act entitled, “An act to fore 
incorporate the Burlington or Matiniconk Island Land As- 
sociation,’ approved January, twenty-seventh, one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-three, be and the same is hereby 
continued in force for the term of thirty years from the pas- 
sage of this act. 

9. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect im- 
mediately. 

Approved January 23, 1875. 


CHAPTER II. 


An Act to change the name of Phibbs White Cullen to 
Walter Henry Cullen. 


1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of Xame 
the State of New Jersey, That the name of Phibbs White ©" 
Cullen, of the county of Camden, be and the same is hereby 
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changed to Walter Henry Cullen, and by that name he 


‘ shall possess and enjoy all the rights, powers and privileges 


which he would have possessed and enjoyed had he retained 
his original name of Phibbs White Cullen. 

2. And be tt enacted, That this act shall take effect im- 
mediately.

CHAPTER X, 
An Act to change the name of Thomas Frost Haskell. 


1, Be rt ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the name of Thomas Frost 
Haskell, of the township of West Orange, in the county of 
Essex, be and the same is hereby changed to Llewellyn 
Frost Haskell, and that by that name he shall be known in 
all courts, places, and proceedings, and shall possess all the 
rights, powers, and privileges which he would have pos- 
sessed under and by his original name; and that all gifts, 
grants, bequests, devises, contracts, agreements, and convey- 
ances of every kind and description whatsoever, heretofore 
made by or to him under and by the name of Llewellyn 
Frost Haskell, shall be, and the same are hereby declared 
to be as valid and effectual in law, to and for all intents and 
purposes whatsoever, as though the same had been made by 
or to him under and by his said original name. 

9. And be tt enacted, That this act shall take effect im- 
mediately.

CHAPTER XII. 


An Act to incorporate the Malaga Glass and Manufacturing 
Company. 


1. BEIT BNACTED by the Senate and General Assembly o 
the State of New Jersey, That Edward R. Wood, William 
B. Rosenbaum, Jerome E. Sharp, Randolph Wood, Walter 
Wood, David McClure, R. C. Souders and Henry ‘Seddon, 
or any four of them and other persons as may be hereafter 
associated with them, shall be, and are hereby constituted 
and ordained, a body politic and corporate, in fact and in 
law, under the name of “ The Malaga Glass and Manufac- 
turing Company,” and by.that name shall have continued 
succession, and be capable of buying and selling real estate, 
and of sueing and being sued in all courts whatsoever or 
wheresoever, and shall make a common seal, and have 
power to alter it at pleasure. 

2. And be tt enacted, That the capital stock of said com- 
pany shall be fifty thousand dollars, with power to increase 
to not more than three hundred thousand dollars, if at any 
time the stockholders shall desire so to increase the capital 
stock, which stock shall be divided into shares of fifty dol- 
lars each, and shall be deemed personal property, and be 
transferable only upon the books of said corporation, unless 
otherwise directed by the by-laws thereof. 

3. And be it enacted, ‘That the above named persons, or 
a majority of them, shall be commissioners to receive sub- 
scriptions to the stock of said corporation, and that, when- 
ever there shall have been fifty thousand dollars subscribed, 
and twenty per cent. of said amount actually paid in, the 


subscribers thereto shall notify the secretary of state of 


their acceptance of this charter, and shall proceed to the 
election of a board of not less than five nor more than 
eleven directors, one of whom shall be president. 

4, And be wt enacted, That the board of directors, chosen 
as aforesaid, shall fix a time and place for an annual meet- 
ing of the stockholders, and shall have power to alter the 
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same from year to year, according to their discretion, but 
subject to direction from the stockholders, and at each an- 
nual meeting a new board of directors as aforesaid shall be 
Proviso,  @lected for the year then ensuing; provided, that a number 
of stockholders owning a majority of the stock cf this cor. 
poration shall be present at such meeting, either in person 
or by proxy, and in case there shall be, from any cause, a 
failure to hold the annual meeting at the time fixed, or a 
failure to elect a new board of directors, the franchises of 
this corporation shall not be forfeited on these accounts, but 
the old board of directors shall continue in office for the en- 
suing year, unless otherwise thereafter determined at any 
meeting of the stockholders that may be called for the pur- 
pose of choosing a new board for the remainder of the year, 
by persons owning a majority of the stock of the corpora- 
tion. 
Objects of 5. And be it enacted, That the said corporation shall have 
tion“ nower to purchase and sell and hold lands and tenements at 
or near the village of Malaga, and in the adjoining counties 
of Gloncester, Cumberland and Salem, and to improve said 
real estate in any manner advantageous to the business. of 
the corporation, and to devote the same to the purpose of 
manufacturing glass, or such other manufactures as may be 
Proviso. Suitable to these localities; provided always, that the price 
: to be paid for such lands shall be determined by mutual 
agreement between the corporation and the owners thereof, 
except any of the said lands be purchased at public sale: 
and provided further, that in case the corporation shall at 
any time see fit to engage in any department of manufac- 
ture other than that of glass, it shall be competent for the 
directors, by and with the consent of the stockholders, to 
make, by suitable apportionment of stock, or otherwise, as 
may be deemed expedient, such arrangements as may be 
necessary to preserve the profit and loss of each department 
of manufacture separate and distinct from that of every 
other department as aforesaid, in which the corporation 
may be engaged. 
May iseu2 6. And be it enacted, That the corporation shall have 
tongs, power to mortgage its real estate to any amount not greater 
than one-half the full paid up cost thereof, with the im- 
provements made thereon, and, if so desired, to issue cou- 
pon or registered bonds, secured by such mortgage to any 
amount, in all not greater than the amount of the mortgage, 
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and divided into sums not less than five hundred dollars for 
each bond. 

7. And be itt enacted, That the corporation shall have By es 
power to adopt all such rules and by-laws as it may deem inves 
necessary for the regulation and proper conduct of its busi- 
ness; provided, that no rule or by-law shall limit the right Proviso, 
of each stockholder, at any meeting of stockholders, to one 
vote for every share of stock held by him, nor shall any rule 
or by-law contain anything inconsistent with the terms of 
this charter, or the laws of the state of New Jersey. 

8. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect imme- 
diately.

CHAPTER XIII. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An Act to incorporate 
the Englewood Horse Railway Company,” approved 
April sixth, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-six, 
and to change the name of said road. 


1, BhIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of Act awend- 
the State of New Jersey, That the seventh section of the 
“Act to incorporate the Englewood Horse Railway Com- 
pany,” approved April sixth, one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-six, be and the same is hereby amended so as to 
read as follows: “4nd be it enacted, That said company amendment 
be and hereby is authorized to enter on, survey, layeout, 
construct and operate a railroad to commence at some point 
in Bergen county, at the northerly boundary line of this 
state, east of the Northern Railroad of New Jersey, and 
running thence southerly and crossing Palisades avenue in 
Englewood, by any practicable route through Bergen and 
Hudson counties to the Hudson river, with the right to con- 
nect with or become consolidated in fact and in law, with 
any other railroad or railroad company in said counties of 
Bergen and Hudson, or either of them, in the manner pro- 
vided by the eighteenth section of said act, or with any 
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railroad or railroad company now organized or constructed, 
or which shall be organized or constructed in the state of 
New York, for the extension of this road north of the state 
line.” 

2. ind beit enacted, That the words “fourth day of July, 
one thousand eight hundred and seventy-three,” at the be- 
ginning of the twenty-fourth section of said act, ve altered 
and amended so as to read as follows: “fourth day of July, 
one thousand eight hundred and seventy-eight.” 

3. “ind be wt enacted, That the naine and title of the 
said Englewood Horse Railway Company, be and the same 
is hereby changed to the “Palisades Railroad Company,” 
and that this act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER XV. 


A Supplement to an act entitled,“ An Act to incorporate 
the Bergen County Gas Light Company,” approved March 
fourteenth, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-four. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the directors of the said cor- 
poration may from time to time convert so much of its earn- 
ings and profits as they shall deem advisable into capital, 
and may employ the same in extending and constructing its 
works, and in the purchase of necessary property for its use 
and for other objects of the said corporation, issuing to the 
stockholders as dividends the capital stock of the corpora- 
tion to the amount so converted, which stock shall not be 
subject to any calls or assessments. 

2. And be it enacted, That the time limited in the ninth 
section of the act to which this act is a supplement, be ex- 
tended twenty years. 

3. And be it enacted, That this act take effect imme- 
diately.

CHAPTER XVII. 


An Act to incorporate the Saint Patrick’s Hall and Library 
Association of Jersey city. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of Name Or 
the State of New Jersey, That John Hogan, Patrick Kiernan, 
John Wheelihan, Dennis Burns, John Rieley, James Baker, 
Michael G. Lennon, Patrick Lillis, Patrick Kinlan, Michael 
Shannon, ‘Thomas Waldron, Martin Logan, Reverend A. 
Venuta, ‘Arthur B. Cosgrove, Thomas F’. Stack, Thomas M. 
Norton, Thomas Noonan, Alexander McDonnell, Michael 
McDonnough, Cornelius J. Rooney, John J. Gaffney, Francis 
McDonald, James O’Brien, Andrew Scanlan, James R. 
Tate, James Coyle, Hugh McFadden, Henry J. Powell, 
James Matthews, IKugene Murphy, William B. Wallace, 
Kdward O’Conner, John Bourk, John O’Rourk, Patrick 
McGue, Martin Fury, Jeremiah Downey, Michael Mara, 
Charles McDonnell, George J. Bourk, Martin Hanly, Felix 
McKiernan, Peter F. Smith, Edward O’Donnell, John Hes- 
lin and Patrick Long, and such other persons as may here- 
after be associated with them, shall be and are hereby or- 
dained, constituted and declared to be a body corporate, 
the object whereof shall be to forward the moral, intel- 
lectual and physical advancement of its members and to 
disseminate useful knowledge. 

4. And be it enacted, That the location of said body cor- Corporate 
porate shall be in Jersey City, in the county of Hudson, in powers. 
this state, and that the corporate name of said corporation 
shall be “« The Saint Patrick’s Hall and Library Association 
of Jersey City,’’ and by that name they, their successors and 
assigns shall and may have continual succession, and shall 
and may sue and be sued, implead and be impleaded in all 
courts of justice, and shall have power to make and use a 
common seal, and they and their successors shall have 
power and authority to purchase or receive by gift, and to 
hold, enjoy or convey all such house, lands, tenements, 
hereditaments and goods and chattels in the county of Hud- 
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son in this state, as they or their successors may deem ex- 
pedient or necessary for the purposes contemplated by this 
act, and the same to demise, lease, grant, sell or convey 
under such rules and regulations as the said association may 
ordain and establish from time to time. 

3. And be it enacted, That the capital stock of said asso- 
ciation shall be fifty thousand dollars, with power to in- 
crease the same to sixty thousand dollars, to be divided into 
shares of ten dollars each, which shall be deemed personal 
property and transferable in snch manner as the said asso- 
ciation shall by their by-laws direct. 

4. And beit enacted, that the offices of the said associa- 
tion shall be managed and conducted by a board of eleven 
directors, seven of whom shall form a quorum and shall 
have power to transact business, and shall constitute a legal 
meeting of said board of directors. 

do. And be it enacted, That the first board of directors as 
provided for in the preceding section of this act, shall be 
elected by the persons named as incorporators in the first 
section of this act, from their own number, and for that pur- 
pose the first five of said persons named in the first section 
of this act shall, so soon as is deemed expedient after the 
passage of this act, give to each one of said persons named 
in the first section of this act at least tive days’ written no- 
tice of the time and place of meeting for the election of 
said first board of directors, which place shall be in Jersey 
City, and also publish the said notice for at least five days. 
in one of the daily newspapers printed, published and circu- 
lated in Jersey City, and such election shall be held at the 
time and place so appointed by such of the persons men- 
tioned in the first section of this act as may attend in per- 
son, and each person declared elected as such director shall 
recelve a majority of the votes of the persons so attending 
as aforesaid. 

6. And be tt enacted, That in case it shall happen that an 
election of directors shall not take place at the time so ap- 
pointed, or all of said directors shall not be elected at such 
time, the said association shall not for that cause be deemed 
to be dissolved, but such election shall be held at such other 
time or times as shall be appointed in like manner and upon 
like notice as aforesaid. 

7. Aind be it enacted, That the directors chosen at such 
meeting as aforesaid and at the annual election of said di- 
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rectors of said association, shall as soon as mav be after 
every such election, choose out of their own number, a 
president, who shall hold his office for one year, or for the 
unexpired term of one year, in case of vacancy in said office 
of president caused by death, removal, resignation or dis- 
qualification, or disability to act therein; and that the said 
board of directors shall also have power to appoint a vice 
president, a treasurer and secretary from their own number, 
and such other officers, either from the persons named in 
this act, or from the persons who may become stockholders 
in said corporation, as said board of directors may from 
time to time deem necessary to create and establish by their 
by-laws and reculations. 

8. Alnd be it enacted, That the said board of directors 
shall be and are hereby authorized to receive subscriptions 
to the capital stock of said association, and that as soon as 
fifteen thousand dollars of the capital stock shall be sub- 
scribed in good faith, then the said board of directors may 
issue certificates of stock to the persons entitled to them, 
which certificate of stock shall be in due form of law under 
the hand of the president and secretary and the common 
seal of the association, and the said board of directors shall 
have power to callin the capital stock of said association 
by such installments, and at such times as they may direct, 
and in case of non-payment of said installments or any of 
them, to forfeit the share or shares on which such default 
shall arise, to and for the use of the corporation, and also to 
make and prescribe such by-laws, rules and regulations as to 
them shall be needful and proper relating to the manage- 
ment of the stocks, property, estate and effects of said cor- 
poration. 

9. And te it enacted, That the said directors shall hold 
office for the term of one year and until their successors 
shall be elected in their place, and that the annual election 
for directors after the first election as provided for in thia 
act, shall be held aunually on the first Monday in April in 
each year, of which election public notice shall be given for 
at least five days in one of the daily newspapers printed, 
published and circulated in said Jersey City, in which said 
election shall be held at the time so appointed, by such of 
the stockholders of the said capital stock as may attend in 
person or by proxy, each share of said stock owned en- 
titling the owner thereof to one vote: at such election the 
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board of directors for the preceding year or such of them 
as may attend, shall act as the inspectors thereof, and shall 
certify under their hands the names of the persons who may 
be elected, who shall thereupon be declared to be the board 
of directors for the ensuing year. 

10. And be it enacted, That in case of the death, removal, 
resignation or disqualification of any director, the vacancy 
may be filled for the remainder of the year by the said 
board of directors. 

11. And be it enacted, That if any one or more of the 
directors shall absent himself from three consecutive stated 
meetings of the board of directors, then in that case the 
said board of directors at a stated meeting of said board, 
held for that purpose, of which at least five days’ notice 
shall be given to each director and to the defaulting direc- 
tor as aforesaid, may declare the office of said director 
vacant, and proceed to fill the vacancy for the remainder of 
the year. 

12. And be it enacted, That the said board of directors 
shall have the power to adopt a constitution and by-laws for 
the government of the association, and to define the duties 
of its officers, and for such other purposes as to them may 
deem necessary and advantageous to satd association. 

13. And be it enacted, That alPofficers of said association 
shall hold their office for the term of one year, and until 
their successors are elected as provided for in this act, and 
no longer. 

14. And be it enacted, That the treasurer of said associa- 
tion elected as hereinafter provided, shall take and receive 
all moneys belonging to said association; shall safely keep 
such moneys and render a just and true account thereof to 
said association; shall deposit the same in such bank or 
other moneyed institution as the said board of directors shall 
designate and in no other; he shall deposit the same in the 
corporate mame of said association, and in no other name;. 
he shall not draw therefrom any sum of money or sums of 
money unless by order of the board of directors; he shall 
not deliver any check, draft, order or other instrument on 
the same to any person or for any sum or sums of money, 
unless the same shall be first ordered delivered by a resolu- 
tion of the board of directors, and then only after the same 
is countersigned by the president of said board of directors;. 
he shall not use the same nor any part thereof for his own 
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private purposes, but shall deposit the same as aforesaid so 
soon as conveniently can be after it is received; he shall 
keep a just and true account of all moneys received by him, 
and disburse as aforesaid and render a monthly account to 
the said board of directors, and shall faithfully perform 
such other duties as may be imposed upon him from time to 
time by the by-iaws, rules and regulations of said association. 

15. And be it enacted, That the treasurer before he enters 
upon the duties of his office shall sign and execute and enter 
into bond to the said association by its corporate name in 
the penal sum of twenty thousand dollars, conditioned for 
the faithful performance of all the duties of his office, and 
the said bond shall be deposited in the hands of the presi- 
dent for safe keeping. 

16. snd be it enacted, That the said board of directors 
may upon the breach of the said conditions of said bond, 
order the same prosecuted in the corporate name of said 
association in any court having Jurisdiction. 

17. And be tt enacted, That no bond or bonds of the capi- 
tal stock of this association shall be issued by the manage- 
ment of said association to any person or persons for less 
than the par value of the same. 

18. And be at enacted, That this act shall be deemed and 
taken to be a public act, and take effect immediately.

An Act to change the name of the National Life Insurance 
Company of Elizabeth, New Jersey. 
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1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of Name 


the State of New Jersey, That the name of the National 
Life Insurance Company of Elizabeth, New Jersey, be and 
the same is hereby changed to that of the National Life In- 
surance Company of New Jersey. 

2. Ind be rt enacted, That this act shall take effect imme- 
diately.

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CHAPTER XXII. 


An Act to incorporate the Central Stock Yard and Transit 
Company. 


1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That Samuel W. Allerton, David 
1. Sherman, George W. Gregory, Ephraim Lambert, John 
R. McPherson and their associates, and all persons who are 
or may be holders of the stock hereafter mentioned, are 
constituted a body corporate by the name and style of « The 
Central Stock Yard and Transit Company,” and by that 
name and style may contract and be contracted with, sue 
and be sued, have a common seal, and may have and exer- 
cise all the rights, privileges and immunities which are or 
may be necessary to carry into effect the purposes of this 
act. 

2. /ind be it enacted, That said company shall have 
power to locate, construct and maintain, upon any land 
which they may purchase or lease for such purposes within 
the limits of the county of Hudson; provided said location 
be upon the tide waters of the Hudson or Hackensack riv- 
ers; and if said location be upon the Hudson river, it shall 
adjoin the pier line as established by the riparian commis- 
sioners, and if upon the Hackensack river, it shall be 
upon the westerly shore of said river, and shall not be dis- 
tant from said westerly shore more than three thousand 
feet; all the necessary yards, enclosures, buildings, struc- 
tures, aqueducts and railway tracks, switches and turnouts, 
for the reception, safe keeping, feeding, watering, market- 
ing, killing, packing and rendering, and for the ‘weighing, 
delivery and transport of cattle and live stock of every de- 
scription, and also dead and undressed animals that may be 
at or passing through the county of Hudson, and for the ac- 
commodation and transaction of the business of a general 
stock yard and market establishment for cattle and live 
stock, including the erection and establishment of one or 
more hotel buildings, and the right to use, keep, manage or 
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lease the same for the accommodation of the public doing 
business at the said yards and otherwise, and shall have 
power to relocate within the limits aforesaid, enlarge, sell 
or lease the said yards, structures and buildings, or any of 
them as shall become necessary or expedient from time to 
time, and shall have the right and power to purchase and 
sell, and make advances of money upon such cattle and live 
stock for freight and other purposes, and for the care, sub- 
sistence and handling, and for advances made upon stock: 
and for killing, packing and rendering the same the said 
company may require to be paid compensation therefor, and 
the said company shall have power to manipulate and dis- 
pose of the blood or offal or manufacture products there- 
from. : 

3. And be it enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for 
the said corporation to purchase or lease such real estate, 
and make thereon wharves, docks and slips, as provided by 
the laws of this state, and to build, charter, or purchase and 
equip such boats and vessels as may be necessary and 
proper for the transaction of their said business, in trans- 
porting live stock and dressed animals from place to place, 
in and about the harbor of New York and the Hudson 
river; provided, that nothing in this act shall interfere with 
the rights of the state to lands under water. 

4. And be zt enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for 
the said corporation to inake contracts with the several rail- 
road companies in, or lines running through the county of 
Hudson, for the transportation and delivery of live stock of 
every description at the yards of the said corporation, and 
shall have power to lay tracks and turnouts, to connect 
with the said lines or tracks of each or all of the different 
railroad companies, said tracks to be used in the delivery of 
live stock to and from the yards of said company, and shall 
cross all streets within the territorial limits of Jersey City 
in such manner as to grade as the common council of said 
city may direct, and shall in no case run parallel with and 
upon the line of said street or streets; provided, also, said 
tracks, switches and turnouts shall not extend beyond the 
limits of the county of Hudson; and if to carry into effect 
the purposes of this act it shall be deemed necessary to 
crosg the track or tracks of any railroad corporation runing 
in or through the county of Hudson, the written consent to 
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said crossing, by said railroad so crossed, shall first be ob- 
tained. 

5. ind be it enacted, That the said company shall have 
power and authority for carrying out the purposes of said 
incorporation ; to procure, hold and use such personal prop- 
erty; and also to purchase, lease, hold, sell and convey so 
much real estate as may be necessary for the proper trans- 
actions of their business. 

6. And be it enacted, That the capital stock of said com- 
pany shall be three hundred thousand dollars, with the 
privilege of increasing the same to five hundred thousand 
dollars, which stock shall be divided in shares of one hun- 
dred dollars each, which shall be deemed personal property, 
and transferable on the books of the said corporation ; and 
the said company may commence operations when fifty 
thousand dollars shall have been paid in in cash; the board 
of directors shall have power to require the payment for the 
stock’ subscribed in the manner, at the time, and in such 
sums as they may direct, and to declare dividends upon 
profits earned by the said company; on the refusal or neg- 
lect of any stockholder to make payment of installment, on 
the requisition of the board of directors, the share or shares 
of such delinquent, with all installments paid, may be for- 
feited, or may, after thirty days’ public notice in the news- 
papers of Hudson county, be sold at public auction, under 
such rules as the directors may adopt; or the said company 
may issue and use their stock as full paid, in the purchase 
of real estate or other property, or for other purposes, on 
such terms as the respective parties may agree upon. 

7. And be it enacted, That the corporate powers of said 
company shall be vested in and exercised by a board of 
directors to consist of seven in number, who shall be stock- 
holders holding not less than fifty shares of stock, and such 
other officers, agents and servants as they shall appoint; the 
first board of directors shall consist of Samuel W, Allerton, 
David H. Sherman, E. N. Tabor, John R. McPherson, George 
W. Gregory, Charles J. Baker and James KH. Bathgate, who 
shall hold their office until the first Tuesday of January, anno 
domini one thousand eight hundred and seventy-four, and 
until their successors are elected and qualified ; vacancies in

authorized and empowered to stake off the channel between 
said island and the bank of the Repaupo Meadows afore- 
said, for the purpose of making a pen or enclosure in which 
to confine and keep live sturgeon, the upper part of said 
enclosure to be below the white sluice and the lower part 
thereof not to be below the dwelling house owned by 
Thomas Gaskill, on the Repaupo Meadows opposite to said 
island, the bridge aforesaid to be erected at the lower end 
of said pen or enclosure; provided, however, that after the 
first day of October in each and every year, a sufficient 
number of stakes shall be removed from each end of said 
enclosure as will allow the passage of skiffs and other 
small boats under said bridge and through said channel,

at the time and place appointed, and to proceed to view 
and examine the said land or materials, and make a just and 
equitable estimate or appraisement of the value of the same 
and assessment of damages, as shall be paid by the company 
for such land and materials and damages as aforesaid, which 
report shall be made in writing under the hands and seals 
of said commissioners, or any two of them, and filed within 
ten days thereafter, together with the aforesaid description 
of the land or materials, in the clerk’s office of the county 
in which the land or materials are situated, to remain of 
record therein, which report or a copy thereof, certified by 
the clerk of said county, shall at all times be considered ple- 
nary evidence, of the right of said company to have, hold, 
use, occupy, possess and enjoy the said land or materials, or 
of the said owner or owners to receive the amount of the 
said valuation with interest and cost, in an action of debt in 
any court of competent jurisdiction in a suit to be instituted 
against the company, if they shall neglect or refuse to pay 
the same for twenty days after demand made of their treas- 
urer, and shall from time to time constitute a lien upon the 
property of the company in the nature of a mortgage; and 
the said justice of the supreme court, shall upon application 
of cither party, and upon reasonable notice to the other, tax 
and allow such cost, fees and expenses, to the justice of the 
supreme court, commissioners, clerks and other persons per- 
forming any of the duties prescribed in this section, as they 
or he shall think equitable and just, which shall be paid by 
the company; provided always, that should the said com- 
pany or the owner or owners of any of the land or mate.

further that the party or parties entitled to receive the 
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amount assessed by the commissioners may upon tender 
thereof being made, receive the same without being barred 
thereby from his, her or their appeal from the report of the 
commissioners.

to provide and keep in repair suitable and convenient wagon 
ways over or under said road. 

10, And be it enacted, That the said company may purchase, 
have and hold real estate at the commencement and termina- 
tion of their railroad and at any intermediate depot upon 
the line of the same, at each place as much as may he neces- 
sary for switching off at any village or town on the line of 
said railroad as the president and directors or a majority of 
them may think proper for their convenience and use, and 
may erect and build thereon houses, stables, machine shops 
and such other buildings and improvements as they may deem 
expedient for the safety of property, and the construction of 
carriages and other necessary appendages and take and 
receive the rents, profits and emoluments thereof and shall 
have the privilege and authority to erect, build and main- 
tain over such rivers, creeks and streams as the road may 
cross such piers, bridges and other facilities as they may

2. And be it enacted, That any railroad company or bther Endorse- 
corporation is hereby authorized to endorse or ruarantee bonds and 
the bonds, or to subscribe to the stock of the Red Bank and tions (0 
Rumson Neck Railroad Company, or to lease the said rail- oe 
road on such terms as the companies who are parties to such 
lease may agree upon. 

3. Jind be it enacted, That this act shall take effect im- 
mediately.

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CHAPTER CLII. 


A Supplement to an act entitled «« An Act toincorporate the 
Weehawken Transportation Company,” approved March 
twenty-seventh, one thousand eight hundred and seventy- 
one. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the name of the company or 
corporation incorporated by the act entitled “An act to 
incorporate The Weehawken Transportation Company,” 
approved March twenty-seveunth, one thousand eight hundred 
and seventy-one, is hereby changed to “The Midland 
Terminal and Ferry Company,’ and by that name shall 
hereafter be known, and shall be entitled to all the rights, 
powers and privileges of the act to which this is a supple- 
ment, and may purchase, hold, lease, use, occupy, mortgage 
and sell any real and personal estate in the county of Hud- 
son, for any of the purposes mentioned in this act, or the 
act to which this is a supplement, and may pay therefor as 
therein provided, and may by resolution of the directors, 
from time to time, increase its capital stock to an amount 
not exceeding the value of the property, rights and fran- 
chises owned, held or about to be acquired by said company 
at the time of said increase of its capital stock. 

2. And be it enacted, That said company may improve all 
lands, and lands under water, now owned or used by it, or 
that may hereafter be held, owned, used or occupied by it, 
by erecting buildings thereon, by grading, paving, curbing, 
guttering, or flagging the same, and by laying out the same 
in blocks, lots, squares, streets or other divisions ; and said 
company is authorized to fill up, raise, occupy, possess and 
enjoy as its own property, all lands covered with water, 
which it may now or hereafter hold, occupy or purchase, or 
which may be in front of lands, along any shore which said 
company may now or hereafter hold, occupy or purchase, 
and may build, enlarge, improve and erect on such lands, 
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any dock, wharf, pier, bulkhead, slip or other structure 
which it may deem necessary for commercial or other pur- 
poses, said improvements not to extend south of Weehawken 
township, and not in any way to Impair the rights of the 
state to any Jands under water. 

3. And be it enacted, That said company may improve 
all or any part of said lands, and lands under water, now or 
hereafter held, owned, leased, used or purchased by them, 
by constructing therefrom and thereon, and over the lands 
of others, a railroad or ratlroads to intersect with the rail- 
road or railroads now built belonging to the Montclair 
Railway Company, the Hudson Connecting Railway Com. 
pany, the New Jersey Mid]and Railway Company, and the 
Ridgefield Park Railroad Company, within the limits of the 
county of Hudson north of the railroads of the New Jersey 
Railroad and Transportation Company, east of Hackensack 
river, and west of Bergen Hill,so as to connect with any or 
all of the railroads above mentioned; and with any other 
railroad or railroads now built or which may be hereafter 
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the said companies be first had and obtained; and that the 
said company be and it is hereby authorized and invested 
with all the rights and powers necessary and expedient to 
survey, lay out and construct a railroad, or railroads, as 
aforesaid, and to locate and construct said railroad or rail- 
roads, not exceeding one hundred feet in width, except in 
such places where, from the depth of the excavation or the 
height of the embankment, it may be necessary to take more 
land for the slope and protection of the side banks of said 
railroad, in which so much land as may be necessary, and no 
more, shall be taken, with as many sets of tracks and rails 
as they may deem necessary; and it shall be lawful for the 
said president and directors, their agents, engineers, super- 
intendents, or others in their employ, to enter at all times 
upon lands and waters for the purpose of exploring, leveling, 
surveying and laying out the route of such railroad, and of 
locating the same, and to make and erect all necessary 
works, buildings and appendaves thereof, doing no unneces- 
sary damage to private property ; and when the route and 
location of said railroad shall have been determined upon 
and a survey thereof deposited in the office of the secretary 
of state, then it shall be lawful for said company, by its 
officers, agents, engineers, superintendents, contractors, 
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workmen and other persons in their employ, to enter upon, 
take possession of, hold, use, occupy and excavate any such 
lands, and to erect embankments, bridges and all other 
necessary works thereon, and to lay rails and do all other 
things which may be suitable and necessary for the comple- 
tion or repairs of the said railroad, and to carry into full 
effect the objects of this act, subject to such compensation, 
and upon such terms as are hereinafter provided for; and 
this company may also take, by lease, purchase, agreement, 
or proceedings to condemn, any of the lands, property, rights 
or franchises of the New Jersey Midland Railway Company, 
in the county of Hudson, except their railroad tracks, in the 
same way and manner as it is herein authorized to take, 
lease, purchase or condemn the land of an individual; this 
company may make, construct, maintain and use a tunnel 
under Bergen Hill, for said railroad or railroads, with as 
many openings of shafts for ventilation as it may deem 
necessary; this company may charge for transportation of 
freight and passengers on its roads and through its tunnel, 
the same tolls and charges as the New Jersey, Hudson and 
Delaware Railroad Company, one of the railroads forming 
the consolidated corporation of the New Jersey Midland 
Railway Company, is authorized by its charter and supple- 
ments to charge, except that the charge to be made by this 
company for freight may be a sum not exceeding twenty-five 
cents per ton for goods and merchandize passing through 
said tunnel; this company may construct, maintain and 
operate a railroad over the Bergen Hill, and may abandon 
the same after the completion of the said tunnel. 

4. And be it enacted, 'That it shall be the duty of the said 
company to construct and keep in repair good and sufficient 
bridges or passages, over or under the said railroad, where 
any public road, or other road or street, or highway, shall 
cross the same, so that the passage of carriages, horses and 
cattle on the.said road shall not be obstructed thereby ; and 
also to maintain suitable passage ways for the use of indi- 
vidual landowners, when the same shall become necessary ; 
and that this company shall, in crossing another railroad or 
railroads, except those hereinbefore named, cross the same 
either above or below the same, so that there shall remain 
between the road-beds of this or any other such road a space 
of at least eighteen feet. 

5. And be it enacted, That if the said company, or its 
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agent or agents, cannot agree with the owner or owners of Proceedings 


such required lands or materials for the use or purchase 
thereof, or if by reason of the legal incapacity or absence of 
such owner or owners no such agreement can be made, a 
particular description of the lands or materials so required 
for the use of said company in the construction of the said 
road shall be given in writing, under oath or affirmation, of 
some engineer or proper agent of said company, and also the 
name or names of the occupant or occupants, if any there be, 
and of the owner or owners, if known, and their residence, 
if the same can be ascertained, to one of the judges of the 
supreme court of this state, in which the lands are situate, 
who shall cause the said company to give notice thereof to 
the persons interested, if known and in this state, or if un- 
known, or out of this state, to make publication thereof as 
he shall direct, for any time not less than ten days, and to 
assign a particular time and place for the appointment of the 
commissioners hereinafter named, at which time, upon satis- 
factory evidence to him of the service or publication of such 
nolice as aforesaid, he shall appoint, under his hand and 
seal, three disinterested, impartial and judicious freeholders, 
residents of this state, commissioners to examine and ap- 
praise the said lands or materials, and assess the damages, 
upon such notice, not less than ten days, to be given to the 
person interested or otherwise, as shall be directed by the 
judge making the appointment of commissioners, and it shall 
be the duty of said commissioners (having first taken and 
subscribed an oath or affirmation before some person duly 
authorized to administer the same, faithfully and impartially 
to examine the matter in question, and make a true report 
according to the best of their skill and understanding) to 
meet at the time and place appointed, and to proceed to 
view and examine the said lands or materials, and to make 
a just and equitable appraisement of the value of the same, 
and an assessment of the damages to be paid by the said 
company, which report shall be made in writing, under the 
hands and seals of said commissioners, or any two of them, 
and filed within ten days thereafter, together with the afore- 
said description of the lands or materials, and the appoint- 
ment and oaths and affirmations aforesaid, in the clerk’s 
othce of said county, to remain of record therein; which re- 
port, or in case of an appeal, the verdict of the jury and 
the judgment of the court thereon, and a copy thereof, cer- 
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tified by the clerk of said county (the damages and costs 
assessed and adjudged being paid as hereinafter men- 
tioned), shall at all times be considered as plenary evidence 
of the right of said company to have, hold, use, occupy, pos- 
sees and enjoy the said land or materials, and the said judge 
of the said court shall, on application of either party, on 
reasonable notice to the other, tax and allow such costs, fees. 
and expenses to the judges of the said court, commissioners, 
clerk and other persons performing any of the duties pre- 
scribed in this section as he shall think equitable and just, 
and to order and direct to whom the same shall be paid. 

6. And be it enacted, That in case the said cempany, or 
owner or owners of the said land, shall be dissatished with 
the report made by the commissioners named in the preceding 
section of this act, the party so aggrieved may appeal to the cir- 
cuit court of the county in which the lands or materials |e, at. 
the first term after the filing of the said report, by proceed - 
ing in the form of petition to said court; which proceeding 
shall vest in said circuit court full right and power to direct 
a proper issue for the trial of the said controversy between 
the said parties, and order a jury to be empannelled and 
sworn, as in other cases, and a view of the premises to be 
hud, if either of the parties desire it, and the issue to be 
tried at the next term of said court to be holden in said 
county, upon like notice and in the same manner as other 
issues in said court are tried; and it shall be the duty of 
the jury to assess the value of the said land or materials, 
and the damages sustained, and if they shall find a greater 
sum than the commissioners have awarded, or the company 
have offered to the said owner or owners, then judgment 
thereon, with costs, shall be entered against the said com- 
pany, and execution awarded thereon ; and if the said ap- 
peal shall be applied for by the owner or owners, and the 
jury shall find the same or a less sum than the commission- 
ers awarded or the company offered, then the said costs 
shall be paid by the said applicant or applicants, and either 
out of the said sum found by the said jury, or execution 
awarded therefor, as the court shall direct ; but such appli- 
cation shall not prevent the company from taking the said 
land upon filing the aforesaid report; provided, that in no 
case whatever shall said company enter upon or take pos- 
session of the lands of any person or persons for the pur- 
pose of actually constructing said railroad, or of making 
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any erection or improvements whatever, or otherwise ap- 
propriating said lands to the use of said company, until 
they have paid to the party or parties entitled to receive the 
same, the amount assessed by the said commissioners as the 
value of such lands or damages, in case the report of the 
commissioners is not appealed from, or if the same is ap- 
pealed from, then the amount which shall be found by the 
jury by whom the issue shall be tried; but in case the party 
or parties entitled to receive the amount assessed by the 
commissioners, in case there shall be no appeal, or the 
amount found by jury, in case of appeal, shall refuse, upon 
tender thereof being made, to receive the same, or shall be 
out of this state, or under any legal disability, then payment 
of the amount assessed or found, as aforesaid, into the su- 
preme court, shall be deeined a valid and legal payment; 
and further, that the party or parties entitled to receive 
the amount assessed by the commissioners, upon tender 
thereof being made, receive the same without being barred 
thereby from his, her or their appeal from the report of the 
commissioners, 

7. And be it enacted, That for the purpose of improving 
its property and to enable it to raise money to carry into 
effect the objects of the act to which this is a supplement, 
and of this and every other supplement to said act of in- 
corporation the said company is authorized to issue its bonds 
for any sum not exceeding two and a half million dollars in 
such form and denominations, and to dispose of the same 
upon such terms as to the board of directors of said com- 
pany may seem for the best interests of the said company ; 
and to secure the payment thereof, said company shall have 
power, from time to time, to convey, or pledge by way of 
mortgage, trust or otherwise, the property, real and perso- 
nal, franchises and chartered rights of said company, and 
such conveyance, pledge, foreclosure or other lawful sale by 
virtue thereof, shall fully and completely transfer to and 
vest in the grantee or purchaser all the property, real and 
personal, franchises and chartered rights of said company 
free from all encumbrance and debts that were not liens on 
such property, prior to the recording or registry of said con- 
veyance or mortgage. 

8. And be it enacted, That this company be and hereby 
is authorized and empowered to demise and lease or make 
any agreement concerning the use of its: railroads, ferries, 
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property, chartered rights and franchises or any part or 
parts thereof, to or with any other corporation or person of 
this state, or the state of New York, upon such terms as 
may be agreed upon by the directors of said companies, 
subject to the approval of a majority in value of the stock 
of this company, and the said lessee, lessees or corporation 
with whom any such agreement is made, shall have a right 
to exercise all the powers, chartered rights and franchises 
of this company in reference to the railroads, ferries and 
property described in such lease or agreement; any other 
company in this state or the state of New York, may take 
and hold stock in this company upon such terms as may be 
agreed upon by the directors of this company. 

9. And be it enacted, That as soon as the said railroad 
mentioned in section three, or any part of it is in operation, 
the president of this company shall file, under oath or affir- 
mation, a statement of the amount of the costs of the said 
railroad, including equipments, appendages and all expenses 
thereof, in the office of the secretary of state, and annually 
thereafter on the first Monday in January, of each year, he 
shall, under oath or affirmation, make a statement to the 
secretary of state of the cost, equipments, appendages and 
expenses of said road, and after the said railroad or any 
part thereof, shall be in operation, this company shall pay 
to the treasurer of this state a tax of one-half of one per 
centum on the costs, equipments and appendages of said 
road, to be paid annually thereafter on the first Monday of 
January in each year, and such other taxes as may be as- 
sessed from time to time by a general law applicable to all 
railroads, over which the legislature shall have power for 
that purpose at the time of the passage of such law or 
laws; and the said corporation shall be regularly assessed 
and pay tax for the value of its real estate, including im- 
provements thereon, and personal property as now taxed in 
the city or cities, township or townships, wherein it lies, at 
the same time and rate and in the same manner, and for 
the same purpose, and by the same person or persons as 
other taxes are assessed in said city or cities, township or 
townships ; provided, that no other tax or impost shall be 
levied or assessed upon said company; and this act shall 
take effect immediately.

An Act to enable the Watchung Railway Company, the 
Montclair Railway Company, the Hudson Connecting 
Railway Company, and the New Jersey Midland Rail- 
way Company to consolidate their stock or connect with 
other companies. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That it shall and may be lawful 
for the Watchung Railway Company, the Montclair Rail- 
way Company, the Hudson Connecting Railway Company, 
and the New Jersey Midland Railway Company, by and 
with the consent of a majority in interest of the stockhold- 
ers of each company expressed in writing and filed in the 
office of the secretary of state, to consolidate their respec- 
tive capital stocks, and for this consolidated corporation to 
consolidate with any other railroads or companies in this 
state or in the state of New York, with which said consoll. 
dated corporation it may be identified in interest, or whose 
works shall form with their own, continuous or connected 
lines, or to make such other arrangements for connection or 
consolidation of business with any such company or compa- 
nies by agreement, contract, lease or otherwise, as to the 
directors of said consolidated corporation may seem expe- 
dient ; provided, that if any stockholder or stockholders, be- 
ing such at the time of making any such consolidation, 
agreement, contract, lease or other arrangement herein au- 
thorized, shall be dissatisfied with the same, the said corpo- 
ration in which said party or parties shall own stock, shall 
pay to such dissatisfied stockholder or stockholders, the full 
‘value of his, her or their stock immediately prior to the 
consolidation by this act authorized, the value thereof to ba 
assessed by three disinterested commissioners appointed for 
that purpose by the supreme court or court of chancery of 
this state, on the application of either party, made upon ten 
days’ notice; but the said companies shall not be compelled 
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to pay for stock of any of such dissatisfied stockholder or 
stockholders, unless he, she or they shall give written notice 
of such dissatisfaction to the president of the company, 
whose stock shall be held by him, her or them, within two 
months after such consolidation, agreement, contract, lease 
or other arrangement shall have been consented to by the 
requisite number of stockholders; provided further, that 
no such consolidation, agreement, contract, lease or other 
arrangement shall have the effect to be construed to release 
or discharge the said companies herein named or any or 
either of them or any other company or companies with 
which any consolidation, agreement, contract or lease may 
be made, from any taxes, liabilities, agreements, obligations 
or duties which they or either of them may be subject or 
liable, either to this state or to any person or persons on 
any account whatever. 

2. And be it enacted, That the said consent of stockhold- 
ers herein and hereby required to be filed in the office of 
the secretary of state, when filed together with the fact of 
the amount of stock held by each stockholder, the same be- 
ing authenticated by affidavit of a director or stockholder, 
shall be sufficiently proved in all courts and places where 
the same may come in question (unless the contrary be 
made to appear), by the original affidavit so filed or by a 
duly certified copy thereof made by the secretary of state. 

3. And be if enacted, That the consolidated corporation 
shall be known as “The New Jersey Midland Railway 
Company,” and shall by virtue of said consolidation, suc- 
ceed to all the property, rights, powers, privileges, fran- 
chises, obligations and liabilities of the companies so consol- 
idated, and shall assume, fulfill, perform and carry into 
effect all the contracts, liabilities, agreements and obtiga- 
tions, either legal or equitable, of the said companies herein 
named and hereby consolidated, any or either of them, and 
may issue stock in said consolidated corporate name in lieu 
and place of the stock of the several companies composing 
the same, to which shall attach all engagements, legal or 
equitable, which now apply to the stock in lieu of which 
the same shall be issued, and the directors of said consoli- 
dated company may by a majority vote increase the capital 
stock of the consolidated company one million dollars be- 
yond the aggregate amount of the capital stock of the sev- 
eral companies consolidated ; that said consolidated com- 
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pany shall be managed by a board of seventeen directors to 
be chosen annually as provided in the agreement of consoli- 
dation, and said consolidated company may acquire and 
hold the stock of other corporations and vote thereon. 

4. And be tt enacted, ‘That said consolidated corporation 
is empowered to lease or make any agreement concerning 
the use of all or any portion of its railroads, property, char- 
tered rights and franchises, or ary part or parts thereof, to 
or with any other corporation or person of this state, or the 
state of New York, upon such terms as a majority of the 
directors of this consolidated corporation shall deem proper, 
subject to the approval of a majority of the whole stock of 
said corporation, and the said lessee, lessees, corporation or 
person with whom any such agreement is made, shall have 
the right to exercise all the powers, chartered rights and 
franchises of said consolidated corporation in reference to 
the railroads and property described in such lease or agree- 
ment; said consolidated corporation is also authorized, in 
addition to the amount of bonds authorized to be issued by 
the charters of the companies consolidated, to issue a further 
amount of bonds, not exceeding a further sum of two million 
dollars, in such form and denominations, and to dispose of 
the same upon such terms as to the board of directors of 
said company may be deemed for the best interests of said 
company, and to secure the payment thereof shall have 
- power, from time to time, to convey or pledge by way of 
mortgage, trust or otherwise, the property, real and per- 
sonal, franchises and chartered rights of the consolidated 
corporation, and such conveyance, pledge or foreclosure, or 
other lawful sale by virtue thereof, shall fully and com- 
pletely transfer to and vest in the grantee or purchaser, all 
the property, real and personal, franchises and chartered 
rights of the consolidated corporation, free from all encum- 
brances and debts that were not liens thereon prior to the 
recording or registry of said conveyance or mortgage. 

Oo. Sind be it enacted, That the consolidated corporation 
may regulate, harmonize and change the grades of and sur- 
veys made by all or any of the companies hereby consoli- 
dated or authorized to be consolidated, and may make and 
file in the office of the secretary of state, new survey and 
maps, and purchase or take land by condemnation for the 
road or roads thereon on said new surveys and maps, as 
fully as could be done under the charters of any of the com- 
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panies hereby consolidated or authorized to be consolidated ; 
and said consolidated corporation may impose the same 
tolls, freights and charges for transportation of freight and 
passengers that the New Jersey Midland Railway Company 
are now authorized to charge. 

6. And be tt enacted, That as soon as the said consoli- 
dated railroad or any part of it is in operation, the presi- 
dent of the said company shall file, under oath or affirma- 
tion, a statement of the amount of the costs of the said rail- 
road, including equipments, appendages and all expenses, in 
the office of the secretary of state, and annually thereafter, 
on the first Monday in January of each year, he shall, under 
oath or affirmation, make a statement to the secretary of 
state, of the cost, equipments, appendages and expenses of 
said road, and after the said railroad or any part thereof 
shall be in operation, the said corporation shall pay to the 
treasurer of this state a tax of one-half of one per centum 
on the cost, equipments and appendages of said road, to be 
paid annually thereafter, on the first Monday in January of 
each year, and such other taxes as may be assessed from 
time to time by a general law, applicable to all railroads 
over which the legislature shall have power for that purpose 
at the time of the passage of such law or laws, and until the 
said railroad or any part thereof shall be in operation, the 
said corporation shall be regularly assessed, and pay tax for 
the value of its real estate, including improvements thereon 
and personal property, as now taxed in the city or cities, 
township or townships wherein it lies, at the same time and 
rate, and in the same manner, for the same purpose, and by 
the same person or persons as other taxes are assessed in 
said city or cities, township or townships; provided, that no 
other tax or impost shall be levied or assessed upon said 
consolidated corporation, or any companies embraced 
therein; and this act shall take effect immediately.

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1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of Revealer. 


the State of New Jersey, That the proviso in the second sec- 
tion of the act entitled a supplement to an act entitled ‘An 
act to incorporate the Ridgefield Park Railroad Company,” 
approved April fourth, one thousand eight hundred and six- 
ty-seven, which supplement was approved March tenth, one 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-nine, and the third section 
of the said act be and the same is hereby repealed ; and it 
shall be lawful for the said « The Ridgefield Park Railroad 
Company” to change the location of any part of said com- 
pany’s main railroad line not already constructed, and to 
locate and alter and re-locate any of its branches not already 
constructed, as the said company shall deem necessary or to 
its advantage ; provided, the same shall be confined to the 
counties of Bergen and Hudson; and the said company may, 
from time to time as the same shall be found necessary in 
the completion of said main line or in the construction of 
the said branches and in procuring rolling stock and other 
equipments, to borrow money and to issue bonds for the 
same, any portion of which bonds may be made convertible 
into the stock of the company or otherwise, and to dispose 
of the same upon such terms as to the board of directors 
may be deemed for the best interests of said company, and 
to secure any or all such bonds so to be issued by mortgage 
on the roads, branches, property and franchises of the said 
company. 

2. And be it enacted, That the said company may at any 
time during the continuance of its charter, make contracts, 
agreements and leases for letting and leasing the said rail- 
road and branches, or any or either of them, to any other 
corporation or to individuals, or for the hiring and leasing 
of any other railroad or railroads in this state, or otherwise, 
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running in connected or continuous line with the said Ridge- 
field Park Railroad or any of its branches, and to guarantee 
the bonds of any railroad company whose road may be so 
leased; and may acquire land for depot purposes at any 
suitable point on the Hudson river, and extend their said 
road or any single branch thereof to the same, and may make 
contracts with any other company or corporation for joining 
such other company or corporation, and join in the building 
and construction at their joint costs of a suitable cut or tun- 
nel through Bergen hill, or purchase and hold stock in, or a 
share or part interest, as tenant in common in fee with any 
other company or companies in any such cut; provided, 
where streets cross said cut the said railroad company shall 
provide a safe and proper bridge for the accommodation of 
the public travel. or tunnel to be built, and use the same in 
the operation of such raiJroad; provided also, the said 
Ridgefield Park Railroad Company shall pay local taxes 
upon all their property in the county of Hudson.

1. Be rr ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, ‘That it shalland may be lawful for 
the Ridgefield Park Railroad Company, a corporation of 
the state of New Jersey, and the Rockland Central Rail- 
road Company, a corporation of the state of New York, by 
and with the consent of a majority in interest of the stock- 
holders of each company expressed in writing and filed in 
the office of the secretary of state, to consolidate their 
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respective capital stocks, and for this consolidated corpora- 
tion to consolidate with any other railroads or companies 
in this state or in the state of New York, with which said

An Act to enable the owners of all that tract of meadow 
and salt marsh, lying within the bounds of the Hope and 
Alloways Creek Meadow Company, the Foggs Ditch 
Meadow Company, Reedy Cove Meadow Company and 
marsh lying to the westward of the Reedy Cove Meadow 
Company, and between Alloways and Hope Creeks, in 
the Township of Lower Alloways Creek, in the County 
of Salem, and State of New Jersey, the more effectually 
to maintain a road or roads, in and through and to their 
said meadows and marshes. 


1. Beit ENacten by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That in case any of the owners of 
the aforesaid body or tract of meadow and salt marsh, 
where roads to the fast land have been or hereafter may be 
laid out by law, or have been and hereafter may be estab- 
lished by contract or by the consent of the proprietors who 
would have to use any of said roads in going to and return- 
ing from their said meadows and marshes, cannot agree to 
support and keep the same in good and sufficient repair, it 
shall and may be lawful for three-fifths of the owners in 
value thereof so using said roads, after giving three weeks’ 
previous notice of their intentions and the time and place 
of meeting by advertisements set up in three of the most 
public places in the neighvorhood, to meet, and by a 
plurality of the votes of those so met to choose such person 
or persons as they may think proper for inanager or 
managers, treasurer and clerk for the ensuing year, or until 
their next annual meeting; they shall likewise at said first 
meeting appoint three judicious and disinterested persons 
as commissioners to value said marsh or meadow belonging 


_ to each individual using said road, having regard not only 


to the value of said marsh or meadow, but also to the com- 
parative benefit that may be derived to the owner, from the 
road so contemplated to be improved. 
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2. And be it enacted, That the commissioners when 
appointed as aforesaid shall as soon as may he, procure 
draughts or plots of all the lots or parcels of marsh belong- 
ing to each owner, either by adopting surveys already 
made, deeds, or causing the same to be carefully measured, 
showing the quantity held by each owner, and the valuation 
made thereon, and place the same in the hands of the 
manager or managers, who shall thereupon make an esti- 
mate of the sum or sums of money which will be necessary 
to defray the expenses of the different services required by 
this law ; and also of making and keeping the aforesaid road 
sufficiently good for hauling hay over, and shall assess the 
‘same ratably on said marsh, and shall state the said assess- 
ment in a regular duplicate containing the names of the 
owners or possessors, the number of acres and parts of 
acres held by each, the sums assessed on them severally and 
the time or times of payment, which duplicate shall be 
delivered by him or them to the treasurer appointed as 
aforesaid; and it shall be the duty of the manager or 
managers to keep in repair the said road from time to time 
as he or they shall think necessary; and the said manager 
or managers shall be accountable for any moneys remaining 
in his or their hands at the end of every year, or at the 
annual meeting ; and if the said manager or managers shall 
refuse to pay such balance remaining in his or their hands, 
to his successors in office, then such successor or successors 
shall sue for and recover the same, in an action of debt, 
with costs of suits. 

3. And be it enacted, That the treasurer, on receipt of 
said duplicate, shall in person, or by notice in writing left 
at the usual place of abode of each owner or possessor, or 
by advertisement in a public newspaper of the county, when 
any owner cannot be found, demand of and from such 
owner or possessor, twenty days before the time of payment, 
the sums assessed as aforesaid; and if any of the said 
owners or possessors shall neglect or refuse to pay the sum 
assessed as aforesaid fur the space of twenty days after the 
time fixed for the payment thereof, it shall and may be law- 
ful to and for the said treasurer to seize and rent out by 
public vendue, to the higest bidder, for so long a time, and 
no longer, as will be requisite, so much of the said marsh 
belonging to or in the possession of said delinquent owner 
or possessor as may suifice to discharge such assessment, and 
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all expenses attending the recovery thereof, having first 
advertised the same for the space of three weeks in three 
of the most public places in the neighborhood where the 
said marsh lies. 

4. And be it enacted, That the owners and possessors of 
said marsh shall meet annually, after their first meeting, on 
the first Monday in April, unless by a majority of those met 
some other time for the annual meeting shall be fixed upon, 
and at such place as they shall, also, by a majority of those 
met, appoint. 

5. And be it enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for 
the said manager or managers, and he or they are hereby 
authorized and empowered, from time to time, to dig and 
take, for the purposes aforesaid, any earth, mud or sod, in 
any part of the said marsh most convenient and least detri- 
mental to the owners thereof, and to have free ingress and 
egress for himself or themselves, his or their team or teams. 
and workmen, through any part of said marsh, whenever he 
or they may deem it necessary; and whenever any owner 
thinks himself aggrieved, by any manager digging upon his 
marsh or meadow, and taking therefrom any mud, earth or 
sod, for the making and maintaining said roads, and demands. 
damages therefor, if the said manager or managers cannot 
agree with such owner or owners as to the amount of dama- 
ges sustained, the said manager or managers shall choose one 
disinterested freeholder resident in the township in which 
the damage was sustained, and the owner or owners of the 
soil shall choose another disinterested freeholder, resident 
as aforesaid, which two parties shall choose a third disinter- 
ested freeholder, resident as aforesaid, and the three persons 
so chosen shall view the premises and assess the damages 
sustained as aforesaid, and their decision or a decision of a 
majority of them, put in writing under their hands shall be 
binding and conclusive on the parties.

10, ind be tt enacted, That the company may purchase, 
have and hold real estate, at or near the commencement and 
termination of said road, or at any other points on the line 
of said road where the directors may think proper to estab- 
lish depots, not exceeding ten acres at each place, and may

of stone and iron, with a pivot draw, with openings similar 
in character and dimensions to said bridge (of the New 
Jersey Railroad and Transportation Company), and also 
may build and maintain over such other rivers and streams 
as the road may cross, such piles and bridges as they may 
deem expedient; provided, that suitable and sufficient draws 
shall be made over any navigable streams, so as not to ob- 
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struct the navigation thereof; provzded, that no part of the 
railroad authorized by this act shall be used for the trans- 
portation of freight or passengers until the said bridge over 
the Raritan shall have been completed in a substantial man- 
ner, as herein provided for. 

11. nd be it enacted, That the president and directors 
of said company shall have power to have constructed, or to 
purchase with the funds of the company all machinery, en- 
gines, Wagons, carriages or cars, for transportation of per- 
sons, or any species of property on said railroad, or any 
railroad connected with it, as they may think reasonable,

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CHAPTER CXCVIIL. 


An Act to incorporate ‘ The Essex Fire Insurance Company 
of New Jersey.” 


1. Brit ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That all such persons as shall 
become stockholders to the capital stock hereinafter men- 
‘tioned, their successors and assigns are hereby constituted 
and made a body politic and corporate, by the name of 
‘The Essex Fire Insurance Company, of New Jersey,” and 
by that name shall be known in law, and have power to sue 
and be sued, and to defend and be defended in all courts of 
law or equity, and by that name may have, purchase, 
possess and enjoy to them and their successors, lands, tene- 
ments and hereditaments, goods, chattels and effects of what 
nature and kind soever necessary for the purpose of this 
corporation, and the same to grant, demise, alien and dispose 
of at pleasure for the benefit of the said company, and may 
also have a common seal and alter and renew the same at 
their pleasure. 

2, And be it enacted, That the capital stock of the said

‘company shall be one hundred thousand dollars, to be- 


divided into shares of one hundred dollars each, with the 
privilege of increasing the same to three hundred thousand 
dollars, at any time during the continuance of this charter. 

3. Jind be tt enacted, That the capital stock may be 
increased at any time by the directors to such amounts as 
they may determine, not exceeding the amount provided for 
in the second section ; and they shall open books of subscrip- 
tion for said increased stock, after giving twenty days’ pre- 
vious notice in two newspapers published in the city of 
Newark, and the persons who shall then own the stock of 
said company shall have the privilege for five days of sub. 
scribing pro rata for said increased stock, and after that 
time, tf not subscribed for by said stockholders, it may be 
subscribed for by others: and the terms of said subscription

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4, And be it enacted, That the stock, property, affairs and 
concerns of said company shall be managed and conducted 
by twenty-one directors, ten of whom shall constitute a 
quorum to transact business, and said ‘directors shall at all 
times during their continuance in office, be stockholders in 
the said company in their own right, and _ the said dircctors 
shall hereafter be elected on the second Monday in January, 
in each and every year, at such hour of the day, and at such 
place in the city of Newark, as the board of directors for 
the time being shall appoint, of which election public notice 
shall be given in two newspapers published in the city of 
Newark, at least ten days previous to such elections, and 
every such election shall be by ballot, and by a plurality of 
the votes, each stockholder being entitled to one vote for 
each share of stock standing in his or her own name on the 
books of the company. 

d. Jind be it enacted, That when the said capital stock of 
one hundred thousand dollars shall be subscribed and twen- 
ty-five per centum of the same shall be paid in, that then the 
subscribers to said capital stock, upon ten days’ previous 
notice in a newspaper published in the city of Newark, 
given by the commissioners hereinafter named, shall pro- 
ceed to the election of the board of directors, and said 
directors so chosen shall then divide themselves into three 
classes of seven members each, one class of which shall serve 
as directors for one year, one class for two years and one 
class for three years; and at each annual election thereafter 
there shall he elected by the members seven directors, 
whose term of service shall be three years and until others 
are chosen; and the said board of directors shall then pro- 
ceed to the election of a president, who shall be chosen from 
said board of directors, and to the appointment of a secre-. 
tary and treasurer and the appointment of such other officers 
as may he necessary to manage the business of the company, 
and to allow them, respectively, such compensation for their 
services asin their judgment may be reasonable; and the 
office of secretary and treasurer may be filled by the same 
person; and the said president so elected shall preside until 
the next annual election thereafter; and any vacancy in the 
office of president or director may be filled by a majority of 
the directors at a meeting to be called as the by-laws may 
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provide, and in the absence of the president the directors 
may appoint a president pro tempore, who shall exercise 
such powers and duties as the by-laws shall prescribe. 

6. And be tt enacted, That Daniel W. Baker, James E. 
Bathgate, junior, Linus M. Price, William A. Ripley, Fred- 
erick Ahrens, Timothy W. Lord, Spencer Scott, William 
Stainsby, Albert C. Westervelt, Joseph C. Young, James C. 
Barnet, William H. Murphy, William M. Force, Samuel 
Morrow, junior, Joseph Hensler, Andrew Vansicle and Rob- 
ert M. Hening, be and the same are hereby appointed com- 
missioners to open the books for subscriptions to the capital 
stock of said company, and that ten days’ previous notice of 
the time and place of the opening of said books shall be 
given by the said commissioners or a majority of them, and 
that said books of subscription may be kept open as long as 
it shall seem best by said commissioners or a majority of 
them so to do. 

T. And be it enacted, That the regular annual election of 
the directors of said company, shall take place on the second 
Monday in January in each and every year, in accordance 
with the provisions of the fourth section of this act. 

8. And be it enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for 
the said company to insure houses and other buildings, and 
personal property of all kinds, against loss or damage by 
fire, upon such rates and conditions as shall be contained 
and stated in the policy of insurance; and may also insure 
steam boilers against loss by explosion, upon such rates and 
conditions as shall be contained and stated in the policy of 
insurance. 

Y. And be tt enacted, ‘That all policies or contracts found- 
ed thereon which shall be made or entered into by the said 
company, may be made either under or without the seal 
thereof, and shall be subscribed by the president, or by 
such other officers as may be designated for that purpose by 
the by-laws of said company, and attested by the secretary, 
and when so subscribed and attested, the same shall be bind- 
ing upon the company according to the tenor, intent and 
meaning of this act and of such policies and contracts; and all 
such policies and contracts may be made, subscribed, attested 
and executed, and the business of said company may be other- 
wise conducted and carried on without the presence of a 
board of directors, by committee or otherwise, and the same 
shall be binding and obligatory on said company. 
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10. And be tt enacted, That the stock of said company 
shall be deemed personal property, and as such assigned 
and transferred on the books of the company. 

1]. And be it enacted, That it shall and may be lawful 
for said company to purchase and hold such and so much 
real estate as shall and may be necessary for their conven- 
ient accommodation in the transaction of their business, and 
also to take and hold any real estate or securities, mort- 
gaged or pledged to the said company, or to secure the pay- 
ment of any debts which may be contracted with said com. 
pany, and to redeem the moneys so pledged or secured, 
either at law or in equity; and also to purchase on sales 
made under judgment at Jaw or done in equity, or any 
other legal proceedings or otherwise, to receive and take 
any real estate in payment or toward satisfaction of any 
debts previously contracted and due to the said company, 
and to hold the same until they can conveniently sell or 
convert the same into money or other personal estate; and 
for the purpose of investing any part of their capital stock, 
funds or money, may purchase and hold any public stocks 
created by the incorporated cities and of the townships and 
counties of this state and of the United States, or of the 
states of New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Massachusetts, 
Delaware or Connecticut, as also of the stocks or securities 
created by said states, or the United States, or in bonds se. 
cured by mortgage on unencumbered real estate within this 
state, worth double the amount of money invested or loaned. 

12. And be tt enacted, That it shall be lawful for the direc- 
tors of said company to make dividends of so much of the 
profits of said company as shall be deemed advisable, and the 
said dividends shall be paid to the stockholders or to their 
legal representatives. 

13. And be it enacted, That all persons who shall insure 
with said corporation may participate in its profits, during 
the period they remain insured by the same, upon such terms 
and conditions as the directors by their by-laws may fix and 
determine, and the power conferred in this section shall not 
prevent the said company from issuing policies of insurance 
without the parties participating in the profits of the com- 
pany, if desired by the insured. 

14. And be it enacted, That this act shall be and remain 
in force for the term of twenty years, and shall take effect 
immediately.

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CHAPTER CXCIX. 


A Further Supplement to an act entitled “ An Act to incor- 
porate the Manchester Land Company,” approved March 
sixth, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-six. 


WHEREAS, jn and by the act incorporating the Manchester Preamble. 
Land Company, the said company is authorized and em- 
powered to purchase, have, hold, and convey lands, and 
enjoy the privileges of the said act in regard to the same; 
and whereas, it was manifestly intended that the exercise 
by the said company of its rights, privileges and {ranchises 
was not to be restricted or limited to the county of Ocean ; 
but doubts have been suggested whether the language of 
the act is not susceptible of that construction; and whereas, 
the said company in the course of its business finds it 
necessary, in the sale or exchange of lands and property, 
to be enabled to become possessed of lands and property 
situate in other states, and to have additional powers ; 
therefore, 

1, Be IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of bowers and 
the State of New Jersey, That the said Manchester Land 
Company be and it hereby is invested with, and it shall and 
may be lawful for the said company to exercise all and every 
the rights, powers, privileges and franchises mentioned and 
contained in the said act, and the supplements thereto, here- 
tofore or which hereafter may be enacted over any and all 
lands, tenements and hereditaments which it has acquired, 
or shall or may hereafter acquire, whether within or without 
the limits of this state. 

2. And be it enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for May make 
the said company, and it is hereby authorized and em- Sithindivid- 
powered to make, enter into, assume, execute and perform Paves. 
any contract or contracts with individuals or incorporated 
companies, in aid of or for the building, construction or 
completion of water powers, manufacturing establishments, 
erections, superstructures, works or improvements of any 


and every kind, and to do, perform, and execute any and all 
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kinds and descriptions of work, and to furnish materials, 
engines, machinery, and all things necessary for the full and 
successful construction, completion and operation of any 
such works, and to take in payment therefor properties or 
obligations, whether secured by mortgage or not, including 
the stock and bonds, or both, of any incorporated company 
or companies, 

3. And be zt enacted, That all parts of the act and of the 
supplements thereto, to which this is a supplement, incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this act, be and the same are 
hereby repealed. 

4, And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect imme- 
diately.

CHAPTER CC. 


An Act to authorize and empower the Consistory of « The 
Reformed Church of Freehold, in the County of Mon- 
mouth, and State of New Jersey,” to assess the pews of 
the said church. 


]. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the consistory of the Second 
Reformed Church of Freehold, be and they are hereby 
authorized and empowered to make assessments on the pews 
of said church, from time to time, for the purpose of raising 
the salary of the minister, the current expenses of the 
church and the support of the gospel, with power to collect 
the same; provided, the assessment shall not exceed the sum 
of one thousand dollars a year above the specified salary of 


.the minister. 


2. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect im- 
mediately.

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CHAPTER CCI. 


An Act to incorporate the New Jersey Fire, Marine and 
Inland Insurance Company of Camden. 


1. BE 1T ENACTED by the Senate and -General Assembly of Names of 
the State of New Jersey, That Coleman F, Leaming, Andrew 
fk. Hay, Maurice Browning, Daniel ‘Tl’. Gage, Genge Brown- 
ing, John F. Starrand Peter L. Voorhees and their associates, 
successors and assigns, be and they are hereby created a 
body corporate and politic in law under the name and 
style of “The New Jersey Fire, Marine and Inland Insur- Corporate 
ance Company of Camden,” and by that name shall have powers. 
and enjoy all the rights, privileges and immunities of a cor- 
poration, and which shall be necessary to accomplish the 
purpose of this act; provided, that if the corporation hereby Proviso. 
created shall not organize within two years from the passage 
of this act, then this act shall become void. 

2. And be it enacted, That the capital stock of the said Capital stock 
corporation shall be five hundred thousand dollars, and 
shall be divided into shares of twenty-five dollars each, 
which shares shall be personal property,and shall be assigned 
and transferred only on the books of said corporation, in 
such manner and under such terms as the directors of said 
corporation by their by-laws may require. 

3. Jind be it enacted, That the said persons above named Commis-

electing three or more directors of said corporation to serve 

for one year, or until others shall be elected in their stead, 

and when said directors so elected, shall have organized by 
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electing one of their number president and by appointing a 
secretary and treasurer, the said commissioners shall deliver 
and pay over to said directors all papers and moneys 
received or held by them, first deducting their reasonable 
costs and expenses. 

4. And be it enacted, That the business and affairs of the 
said corporation shall be managed by three or more directors 
who shall be stockholders of said corporation, who shall 
after the first year, be elected annually, and shall hold their 
offices until others shall be chosen to supply their place; 
said elections to be by ballot, each share of stock entitling 
the holder thereof to one vote either in person or by proxy ; 
said directors shall have power to call in the payments on 
the capital stock subscribed in such installments and at such 
times as they may direct, and may enact all such regulations 
and by-laws for the management of the business of the cor- 
poration, as they may deem proper; provided, the same be 
not repugnant to the laws or the constitution of this state or 
the United States, and fill any vacancy that may be caused 
in the board of directors by death, resignation or otherwise. 

d. And be it enacted, That the principal office of the said 
corporation shall be in the city of Camden, and the business 
of the said corporation shall be carried on in the city of 
Camden and elsewhere by agencies, as the directors of said 
corporation may direct. 

6. And be it enacted, That the said corporation shall have 
full power and authority to take risks and make insurance 
upon buildings and their contents, and generally upon all 
kinds of goods, and to make all kinds of marine insurance, 
and all kinds of insurance upon inland transportation of 
goods, wares and merchandise by water, railroad or other- 
wise, and to do all other acts and things necessary and inci- 
dent to the transaction of a fire, marine and inland insurance 
bnsiness, and to loan all their surplus or unemployed cap- 
ital or money on personal, real or other securities, and to 
purchase, hold and convey such real estate, and erect such 
buildings as may be necessary and convenient for the trans- 
action of the business of the said corporation, or upon which 
the said corporation may have any liens by mortgage, de- 
cree, judgment or otherwise. 

7. And be it enacted, That this act shall be a public act, 
shall be construed liberally for the purposes thereof, and 
shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER CCII. 


An Act to incorporate the Coytesville Park Association. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 


the State of New Jersey, That the three commissioners and 
and their successors, to be elected in the manner hereinafter 
prescribed, shall be and they are hereby constituted a body 
politic and corporate to be known as the “ Coytesville Park 
Association,” and by that name shall have power to sue and 
be sued, plead and be impleaded in all courts of law and 
equity. 

2. And be it enacted, That the said commissioners shall 
have full power and authority to take charge of, improve, 
regulate and control, for the public use and advantage, and 
at an annual expense not to exceed three hundred dollars, 
all that tract of land and premises situate at Coytesville in 
the township of Ridgefield in the county of Bergen and 
state of New Jersey which on a map entitled “ map of the 
property of Joseph Coyte, near Fort Lee, in the township 
of Hackensack, in the county of Bergen, and state of New 
Jersey, known as Coytesville,” and filed in the office of the 
clerk of Bergen county, July thirteenth, anno domini one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty-one, is laid down and dedi- 
cated as a ‘public square’ and is bounded easterly by the 
Palisades or edge of the steep rocks, westerly by the Pali- 
sade road, northerly by lot number six hundred and sixty- 
nine, and southerly by lot number six hundred and seventy, 
as the said boundaries are laid down on the said map; and 
the said commissioners shall have full power and authority 
to adopt a corporate seal and to make constitution, by-laws, 
rules and regulations for their organization and for the man- 
agement of said square or park; provided, that said consti- 
tution, by-laws, rules and regulations, shall not be repug- 
nant to the constitutions or laws of the state or of the 
United States. 

3. And be it enacted, That when the said commissioners 
shall have determined the amount to be expended for the 
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purpose named in the last section, they shall assess the same 
on all the lands and real estate situated in the said township 
of Ridgefield in the following described limits: beginning at 
a point in the edge of the steep rnck or Palisades, where the 
north line of land of Michael Vreeland strikes the same ; 
thence running northerly along the said edge to the point 
where the south line of lands of Henry DeMott strikes said 
edge; thence westerly along said DeMott’s line to Hammett 
avenue, and thence southerly along said avenue and the ex- 
tension thereof known as the Coytesville road to said Vree- 
land’s line, and they shall make the said assessment on the 
said lands and real estate in proportion to the benefit in 
their judgment received by the owner or owners of said 
lands and real estate. 

4. And be it enacted, That when the said commissioners 
shall have completed the said assessment, they shall hand a 
duplicate list to the collector of the township in which the 
lands assessed shall be, and the said collector shall proceed 
to collect the said assessment at the same time and in the 
same manner, and be entitled to the same fees and be sub- 
ject to the same penalties as in the collection of the general 
taxes, and the owner or owners of lands and real estate so 
assessed, shall have the same right of appeal to the commis- 
sioners of appeal that the general taxpayers have, and the 
said assessment shall be lien on said lands and real estate 
in all respects, the same and enforceable the same as in the 
case of general taxes in the township of Ridgefield, and said 
assessment when collected shall be paid over to the said 
commissioners. 

5. And be it enacted, That the three commissioners above 
referred to shall be elected in the manner following: the 
first election shall be held in the building known as “ Burns’ 
Hall,” at Coytesville, aforesaid, on the first Monday of April 
next; the polls shall open at four o’clock in the afternoon, 
and close at seven o’clock in the evening ; every legal voter 
owning land in the above described limits shall have the 
right to vote; at the hour of opening the polls all the voters 
that may be present shall, by a majority vote elect a presiding 
officer, who shall conduct said election, and a clerk who shall 
keep a record thereof; the voting for commissioners shall be 
by ballot or otherwise, as the majority of the voters present 
shall determine, and a majority of votes shall decide the 
election; and notice of said election shall be given at least 
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six days previous thereto, by the clerk of the township of 
Ridgefield, by posting in five public places in said limits, 
and publication in one newspaper circulating therein; the 
said commissioners shall hold their offices for one year, and 
all subseqent elections shall be held annually on the first 
Monday of April, at the same hours, and shall be conducted 
in like manner, but the commissioners whose term shall be 
about to expire shall determine at what place the next elec- 
tion shall be held. . 

6. And be it enacted, That before the said commissioners 
shall enter upon their office they shall take and subscribe 
before a justice of the peace an oath or affirmation for the 
faithful performance of their duties, which they shall file in 
the office of the clerk of the county of Bergen, and the clerk 
of election shall, within six days after said election, file in 
said office, a certificate of the election of said commissioners. 

7. Aind be it enacted, That the said commissioners shall be 
entitled for each day of actual service under this act, to the 
sum of two dollars, and in case of the death or removal of 
any commissioner, or the disability, or the refusal of any com- 
missioner to act, the remaining ones shall have full power 
and authority to perform the duties prescribed by this act. 

8. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect imme- 
diately.

CHAPTER CCIV. 


A Further Supplement to an act entitled ««An Act to incor- 
porate the Widows’ Home,” approved February twenty. 
second, one thousand eight hundred and seventy.

CHAPTER COXXXI1. 
An Act to incorporate the ‘ Ocean Beach Association.” 


1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That William 8S. Yard, William M. 
Force, John 8. James, Joseph B. Yard, Thomas Kennedy, 
James G. Barnett, W. L. Piper, James 8. Yard and Abra- 
ham Bitner, junior, and all such persons as may be hereaf- 
ter associated with them, their successors and assigns, shall 
be, and they are hereby constituted a body corporate and 
politic, in fact and in name, by the name of the “ Ocean 
Beach Association,” and by that name shall be capable in 
law of purchasing, using, holding, letting, improving, sell- 
ing and disposing of such real and personal estate in the 
county of Monmouth, as may be necessary or expedient to 
the objects of this incorporation, and may receive and make 
all deeds, transfers, covenants, conveyances, grants, con- 
tracts, agreements and bargains whatsoever necessary or 
useful for the purposes aforesaid. 

2. And be it enacted, That the stock, property, and con- 
cerns of the said corporation shall be managed and con- 
ducted by not less than five nor more than fifteen direc- 
tors, a majority of whom shall be residents of this state, all 
of whom shall be stockholders, and one of whom shall be 
president, who shall hold their offices respectively for one 
year, and until others are elected; and that the said direc- 
tors shall be chosen at such time and place as shall be pro- 
vided for by the by-laws of said corporation, by such of the 
stockholders as shall attend for that purpose, either in per-

son or by proxy: and notice of the time and place of such 
election shall be published not less than two weeks previous 
thereto in a newspaper published in the county of Mon- 
mouth, and each stockholder shall be entitled to one vote 
for each share he or she may hold in said corporation; and 
the persons having the greatest number of votes shall be 
directors, and the said directors may appoint such agents, 
officers and superintendents, and make such compensation 
and assign such duties to said agents, officers and superin- 
tendents as they shall think fit; and if at any time it shall 
happen that any vacancy or vacancies occur, from any cause 
whatever, among the directors of said company, such va- 
cancy or vacancies shall be filled by such person or persons 
as the remainder of the directors for the time being, or a 
majority of them, shall appoint. 

Capitalstock 93. nd be it enacted, That the capital stock of said cor- 
poration shall be thirty thousand dollars, with the privilege 
of increasing it to any sum not exceeding two hundred

F. Archer, George B. Carse and Charles Watson, and such 
other persons as may be hereafter associated with them, shall 
be, and they are hereby ordained, constituted and declared 
a body politic and corporate, in fact and in law, by the name 
of “The Delaware River and Cooper’s Creek Horse Rail- 
road Company,” and shall be capable of purchasing, holding 
and conveying any lands, tenements, goods and chattels 
necessary or proper for the object of the said corporation.

CHAPTER CCXLVI. 


An Act to incorporate The South Mountain and Boston 
Railroad Company. 


Names of 1. Be IT ENACTED by the Senate dnd General Assembly of 
corpore’™ the State of New Jersey, That Joseph Coult, John §, Cour- 
sen, William M. Perrine, Francis M. Ward, Charles V. 
Moore, John Grove, Isaac Wildrick, John McCarter, Wil- 
liam H. Bell, William Armstrong, Aaron Ll. Barton, John 
Bonnell, Richard E. Edsall, Joseph B. Cornish, William 
Owens, and William H. Edsall Grenill Burt and such other 
persons as shall be associated with them, shall be and are here- 
by constituted a body politic and corporate by the name of 

Corporate ‘ The South Mountain and Boston Railroad Company,” and 

powers by that name they and their successors shall be known in 
law, and have power to sue and be sued, to defend and be 
defended, in all courts whether in law or equity and by that 
name shall be capable of purchasing or otherwise receiving 
and becoming possessed of and holding or conveying any 
real or personal estate, shall have perpetual succession, and 
may also have a common seal and alter or renew the same 
at pleasure, and shall have, enjoy and exercise all the rights, 
powers and privileges, pertaining to corporate bodies and 
necessary for the purposes of this act.

1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of Ramee tt. 
the State of New Jersey, That Mark Devine, Alexander 
Whilldin, Alexander G. Cattell, Dr. J. H. Smaltz, Downs 
Edmunds, Doctor V. M. D. Marcy, Franklin Hand and 
Thomas Beesley, and such other persons as may subscribe 
to the stock, hereby authorized, and their successors, shall 
be and they are hereby created a body politic and corpo- 
rate, in fact and in law, by the name of The Cape May 
Boulevard Turnpike Company. 

2. And be rt enacted, 'That the said persons named in the Corporate 
first section of this act, be appointed the first directors of “"" 
the said company, and commissioners to receive subscrip- Commis. 
tions to the capital stock of said company, and who are here- sare ane 
by authorized to receive subscriptions to che said capital capital stock 
stock at such times and at such places within the county of 
Cape May, as they or a majority of them direct, giving at 
least twenty days’ notice thereof, in writing, set up in five or 
more public places in said county. 

3. And be it enacted, That the capital stock of said com- Capitalstock 
pany shall be fifty thousand dollars, with the privilege of 
increasing the same from time to time to any sum not ex- 
ceeding one hundred thousand dollars, divided into shares 
of one hundred dollars each, which shall be deemed per- 
sonal property, transferable only on the books of the com-

company shall and may raise by subscription, by opening 
books therefor or otherwise, a capital stock of forty thou- capitalstock 
sand dollars,.to be divided into shares of one hundred dol- 

lars each, with the privilege of increasing the same, from 

time to time, with the consent of a majority in interest of 

the stockholders to any amount not exceeding one hundred 
thousand dollars; and it shall be lawful for said company 

to issue certificates of stock in whole or in part payment 

for any lands or real estate or personal property purchased, 
owned or leased by said company for the purposes of said 
business. 

2. And be it enacted, That said corporation may pur- 
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chase, use, possess, hold and enjoy such real estate as may 
be necessary or expedient for the purposes of said corpora- 
tion, and inay sell, mortgage, lease, or otherwise dispose of 
the same at pleasure, and may borrow money and issue 
bonds therefor, not to exceed at any time one-half of their 
paid up capital, and may sue and be sued in all courts of 
law and equity, and may have and use a common seal and 
may alter the same at pleasure, and may make such by-laws 
for their regulations and government as they may deem 
proper; provided, the same are not inconsistent with the 
laws of the United States or the laws of this state. 

3. And be it enacted, That the affairs and business of the 
corporation shall be controlled and managed by a board 
consisting of not less than five or more than nine directors, 
being stockholders of said company, who shall elect one of 
their number president, and said directors shall be stock- 
holders in said corporation, and shall hold their office for 
one year and until others are chosen to fill their places; said

An Act to incorporate the New Egypt and Whitings Rail- 
road Company. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of Nana 
the State of New Jersey, That George D. Horner, John L. 
Hulme, Andrew J. Allen, Thomas B. Jobes and John 8. 
Mallary, of the county of Ocean, and such other persons as 
may be hereafter associated with them, shall be and are 
‘ hereby ordained, constituted and declared to be a body cor- 
porate and politic, in fact and in law, by the name of the 
«“ New Eeypt and Whiting Railroad Company,” and shall be Corporate 
capable of purchasing, holding and conveying any lands, 
tenements, goods and chattels whatsoever, uecessary or ex- 
pedient for the objects of this incorporation. 

2. Alnd be it enacted, That the capital stock of the said Caritalstock 
company shall be one hundred thousand dcllars, with liberty 
to increase the same to two hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars, which shall be divided into shares of one hundred dol- 
lars each, which shall be deemed persoaal property, and 
transferable in such manner as the said corporation shall by 
their by-laws direct. 

3. And be it enacted, That the above named persons, or a Commis. 
majority of them, shall be commissioners to open books to open books 
receive subscriptions to the capital stock of the said corpora- subscrip- 
tion, at such time or times and place or placas as they or a ma- tal stock. 
jority of them may think proper, giving at least twenty days’ 
notice of the same in one newspaper, published in the county

effects of the said corporation; and also to appoint such 
officers, clerks and servants as to them shall seem meet, and 
to establish and affix such salaries to them, and also to the 
president, as to the said directors shall appear proper. 

6. And be it enacted, That the president and directors of 
the said company be, and are hereby authorized and 
invested with all the rights and powers necessary and expe- 
dient to survey, lay out, and construct a railroad from a 
point at or near New Egypt, in the county of Ocean, toa 
point at or near Whitings, in the county of Ocean, the said 
railroad not tc exceed one hundred feet in width, with as 
many sets of tracks and rails as they may deem necessary ; 
and it shall be lawful for the said president and directors, 
their agents, superintendents, engineers and others in their 
employ, to enter at all times upon all land or water, for the 
purpose of exploring, surveying, leveling, or laying out, the 
route of such railroad, and of locating the same, and to do 
and erect all necessary work, buildings, and appendages 
thereof, doing no unnecessary injury to private or other pro- 
perty ; and when the route of such road shall have been 
determined upon, and a survey of such route deposited in 
the office of the secretary of state, then it shall be lawful 
for said company, by its officers, agents, engineers, superin- 
tendents, contractors, workmen, and other persons in their 
employ, to enter upon and take possession of, hold, have, use, 
occupy and excavate any such lands, and to erect embank- 
ments, bridges, piers, wharves, ferries, and all other works, 
necessary to lay rails, and to do all other things which shall 
be suitable or necessary for the construction, completion or 
repair of the said road, subject to such compensation as is 
hereinafter provided ; provided always, that the payment, or 
tender of the payment of all damages for ihe occupation of 
land through which the said railroad may be laid out, be 
made; and if said owner of such land shall not see fit to 
receive such award the amount of such award shall be paid 
into the circuit court of the county where the damages 
occur, before the said company, or any person under their 
direction, or in their employ, shall enter upon or break 
ground in the premises, except for the purpose of surveying 
or laying said road, unless the consent of the owner or 
owners of such lands be first had and obtained. 

7. And be wz enacted, That if the said company, or its 
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land or ma Qwher or owners, no such agreement can be made, a parti- 
quired. cular description of the land or materials so required for 
the use of the said company in the construction of said road, 
shall be given in writing, under the oath or affirmation of 
some engineer or proper agent of the said company, and 
also the name or names of the occupant or occupants, if any 
there be, and of the owner or owners, if known, and their 
residence, if the same can be ascertained, to one of the 
justices of the supreme court of this state, who shall cause 
the said corporation to give notice thereof to the persons 
interested, if known and in this state, or if unknown or out 
of this state, to make publication thereof, as he shal! direct, 
for any term not less than ten days, and to assign a parti. 
cular time and place for the appointment of the commis- 
sioners hereinafter named, at which time, upon satisfactory 
evidence to him of the service or publication of such 
notice aforesaid, he shall appoint, under his hand and seal, 
three disinterested and judicious freeholders, resident in 
the county in waich the lands or materials in controversy 
lie, commissioners to examine and appraise the said lands 
or materials, and to assess the damages, upon notice not less. 
than ten days, to be given to the persons interested, as shall 
be directed by the justice making such appointment; and it 
shall be the duty of the said commissioners (having first. 
taken an oath or affirmation before some person duly au- 
thorized to administer the same, faithfully and impartially 
to examine the matter in question, they shall take into con- 
sideration and make allowance in favor of said company, 
for all advantages which said land owner or owners will de- 
rive to his or her said land or lands, by reason of the con- 
struction of such railroad across the same, make a true re- 
port, according to the best of their skill and understanding) 
to meet at the time and place appointed, and proceed to 
view and examine the said lands or materials, and to make 
a just and equitable estimate, or appraisement, of the value 
of the same, and assessment of damages which shall be paid 
by the company for such lands and materials, and damages 
aforesaid ; the said commissioners are also directed and re- 
quired to assess the damages which any individual or indi- 
viduals may sustain by the said road, arising from the re- 
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moval of the fencing on the line of the route of said road 
through any improved lands over which the same may run, 
which report shall be made in writing, under the hands and 
seals of the said commissioners, or any two of them, and filed 
within ten days thereafter, together with the aforesaid de- 
scription of the land, and the appointment and oaths and 
affirmations aforesaid, in the clerk’s office of the supreme 
court, to remain on record therein, which report, or a copy 
thereof, certified by the clerk of the said ccurt, shall at all 
times be considered as plenary evidence of the right of said 
company to have, hold, use, occupy, possess and enjoy the 
said land or materials, or of the said owner or owners to re- 
cover the amount of said valuation, with int3rest and costs, 
in an action of debt in any court of competent jurisdiction, 
in a suit to be instituted against the compaay, if they shall 
neglect or refuse to pay the same for twenty days after de- 
mand made of their treasurer, ana shall from time to time 
constitute a lien upon tae property of the said corporation, 
in the nature of a mortgage; and the said justice of the said 
court shall, on application of either party, and on reason- 
able notice to the others, tax and allow suck. costs, fees and 
expenses, to the said justice, commissioners, clerks and other 
persons performing any of the duties prescribed in this sec- 
tion of the act, as he shall think equitable and right, and 
direct to whom the same shall be paid by the said corpora- 
tian. 

8. And be it enacted, That in case the said corporation, 
or owner or owners of the said land or materials, shall be 
dissatisfied with the report of the commissioners named in 
the preceding section, the party so aggrieved may appeal to 
the circuit court of the county wherein the lands or mate- 
rials in controversy lie, at the first or second term after the 
filing of the said report, by proceeding in form of petition 
to the said court, which proceeding shall vest in the said 
circuit court full right and power to hear and adjudge the 
same, and to direct a proper issue for the trial of the contro- 
versy to be formed between the said parties, and to order a 
jury to be struck, and a view of the premises or materials 
to be had, and the said issue to be tried at the next term of 
said court, to he holden in said county upon like notice, and 
in the same manner as other issues in the said court are 
tried; and it shall be the duty of the said jury to assess the 
value of the said land or materials, and damages sustained,

and if they shall find a greater sum than the said commis- 
sioners have awarded in favor of said owner or owners, then

said jury shall be applied for by the owner or owners, and 
shall find the same or a less sum than the company ‘shall 
have offered, or the said commissioners awarded, then said 
costs shall be paid by the said applicant or applicants, and 
either deducted out of the said sum found by the said jury, 
or execution awarded therefor, as the said court shall di- 
rect; but such application shall not prevent the company 
from taking the said lands, or materials, upon the filing of 
the aforesaid report, the value or damages being first paid, 

or upon a refusal to receive the same, upon a tender thereof,

9, vind be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the said 
corporation to construct and keep in repair good and suff- 
cient bridges or passages over or under the said railroad, 
where any public or other road now or hereafter to be laid 
shall cross the same, so that passage of carriages, horses and 
cattle, on the said road shall not be impeded thereby; and 
also when the said road shall intersect any farm, or lands, of 
any individual to provide and keep in repair suitable and 
convenient wagon ways over or under said railroad, and 
shall also construct and maintain suitable and proper cattle 
cuards at all road crossings. 

10. And bert enacted, That the president and directors of 
said corporation shall have power to have constructed, or to 
purchase with the funds of the corporation, and to place on 
the said railroad, engines, cars or vehicles, for transporta- 
tion of persons or property, and also suitable and safe boats 
at the several terminating points of the said road; and they 
are hereby authorized to demand and receive such sum or 
sums of money for the transportation of persons and prop- 
erty thereon, as they, from time to time shall think reason- 
able and proper; provided, that they shall not charge more 
than at the rate of four cents per mile, for carrying each 
passenger, but no charge shall be required to be less in the 
aggregate than ten cents; nor shall said corporation charge 
more than eight cents per ton per mile for the transporta- 
tion of any description of property, nor shall more than oue- 
half of the above rate be charged for carrying any fertilizing 
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material; and the said railroad, with the appendages, and 
the lands over which the same shall pass, ani all the works 
and improvements, and all other property whatsoever, 
belonging to the corporation, are hereby vested in the said 
corporation and their successors, for and during the continu- 
ance of their charter. 

11. .4nd be it enacted, That the president and directors 
shall declare and make such dividend of the net profits 
thereof, as they may deem prudent and proper from time to 
time. 

12. And be wt enacted, That if the said railroad shall not 
be commenced within five years, and completed and in use 
within ten years from the fourth day of July next ensuing, 
then and in that case this act shall be void. 

13. And be tt enacted, That the president and directors of 
the said corporation shall have power to bcrrow, from time 
to time, such sum or sums of money as may be necessary for 
the construction of said road, and for furnishing the neces- 
sary engines, cars, machinery, boats and buildings for the 
use and objects of the said corporation, and to secure the 
repayment thereof, with interest, by executing bonds and 
mortgages or otherwise on the said road lands, personal 
property, privileges, franchises and appu:tenances of or 
belonging to said corporation at an interest not exceeding 
seven per centum per annum; and it shall not be lawful for 
the said corporation to plead any statute or statutes of this 
state against usury in any suit in law or equity instituted to 
enforce the payment of any bond or mortgage executed 
under this section. 

14. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the 
president and directors of the said New Egypt and Whitings 
Railroad Company to connect at any point on their road 
with any railroad now built or that may hereafter be built, 
or to consolidate with or lease their railroad to any railroad 
company in the state that is now or may hereafter be built, 
or to lease any connecting road in the state that is now or 
may hereafter be built; said consolidation or leases to be 
made by the consent of the stockholders owning or represent- 
ing a majority of the stock of said railroads. 

15. And be it enacted, That the said company may pur- 
chase, have and hold real estate at or near tke commencement 
and termination of the said road or at any other point on 
the line of said road where the directors may think proper 
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to establish a depot, not exceeding six acres at each place, 
and may also erect and build thereon houses, warehouses, 
workshops and such other buildings and improvements as 
they may deem expedient for the “safety of their property 
and for other necessary use appertaining to their business, 
and receive the rents and emoluments thereof; and may 
build and maintain over such rivers and streams as the road 
may cross such piers or bridges as they may deem expedient; 
provided, that suitable and sufficient draws shall be made 
over any navigable streams so as not to obstruct the naviga- 
tion thereof. 

16, And be it enacted, That if any person or persons shall 
willfully or maliciously injure the said road or any building, 
bridges, wharves, carriages, machinery or any other works 
or property of said corporation, such person or persons 
shall forfeit and pay therefor to the said corporation three 
times the amount of damages sustained by the means of 
such injury, to be recovered in the name of such corpora- 
tion, with costs of suit, in any court having cognizance 
thereof. 

17. And be it enacted, That as soon as the said road or 
any part of it is in operation, the president of the said com- 
pany shall file, under oath or affirmation, a statement of the 
amount of the costs of the said railroad, including equip- 
ments, appendages and all expenses, in the office of the sec- 
retary of state, and annually thereafter, on the first Monday 
in January in each year, he shall, under oath or affirmation, 
make a statement to the secretary of state of the cost, equip- 
ments, appendages and expenses of said road; and after the 
said railroad or any part thereof shall be in operation, the 
said corporation shall pay to the treasurer of this state a 
tax of one-half of one per centum on the cost, equipments 
and appendages of said road, to be paid annually thereafter 
on the first Monday in January of each year, and such other 
taxes a8 may be assessed, from time to time, by a general 
law, applicable to all railroads, over which the legislature 
shall have power for that purpose at the time of the passage 
of such law or laws; and until the said railroad or any part 
thereof shall be in operation, the said corporation shall be 
regularly assessed and pay tax for the value of its real es- 
tate, including improvements thereon, and personal property 
as now taxed in the city or cities, township or townships 
wherein it lies, at the same time and rate and in the same 
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manner, for the same purpose and by the same person or 
persons as other taxes are assessed in said city or cities, 
township or townships; provided, that no other tax or im- 
post shall be levied or assessed upon said company. 

18. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the 
said corporation, at any time during the ccntinuance of its 
charter, to make contracts and engagements with any other 
corporation or with individuals for transporting or carrying 
any kind of goods, produce, merchandise, freight or passen- 
gers, and to enforce the fulfillment of each contract. 

19. And be it enacted, That when any portion of said 
railroad shall be completed the said company may commence 
running cars for the transportation of passengers and 
freight, enjoying all the privileges and stbject to the re- 
strictions created by this act. 

20. And be it enacted, That any corporation or corpora- 
tions under the laws of this state be and they are hereby 
authorized and empowered to, endorse ancl to subscribe to 
and purchase any of the bonds of the said New Egypt and 
Whitings Railroad Company. 

21. And be it enacted, That the governor, chancellor, vice 
chancellor, judges of the supreme court, secretary of state, 
state treasurer, clerk in chancery, clerk of the supreme 
court, adjutant general, quartermaster general, state libra- 
rian and superintendent of public schools and members and 
officers of the legislature shall have free passage on said 
road during the time for which they may be appointed or 
hold office. 

22. And be it enacted, That this act shal] be deemed and 
taken as a public act, and shall at all times be recognized as 
such in all courts and places whatsoever, and shall take 
effect immediately.

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CHAPTER CCLYV. 


An Act to incorporate the Philadelphia and Red Bank 
Terry Company. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That Samuel Hopkins, Charles B. 
Leonard, John G. Whitall, Samuel W. Stokes, Caleb C. 
Pancoast, John O’Grady, John F. Cassedy, ‘'homas Cocke- 
rill, David Smyth and William H. Snyder, or any six of 
them, are hereby appointed commissioners to receive sub- 
scriptions to the capital stock of the company hereby incor- 
porated to be known by the name of the Philadelphia and 
Red Bank Ferry Company; and by that name shall have, 
hold, enjoy and exercise all the rights, powersand privileges 
appertaining to corporate bodies, and necessary to carryithe 
objects of this act into effect. 

2, And be it enacted, That the charter of the said Phila- 
delphia and Red Bank Ferry Company shall extend to the 
period of fifty years from the passage of this act; that the 
stock of the said company shall consist of ten thousand 
dollars, with the privilege to increase the same to two hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars in shares of fifty dollars. 
each.

pany to determine where such dams, raceways, and other 
works of said company can be located and constructed to 
the best advantage, It shail be lawful for the said company 
by its agents, engineers, officers or other persons in their 
employ, to enter upon all lands lying along said river in the 
townships through which said river runs , whether the same 
may be covered with water or not, for the. purpose of explor- 
ing, surveying and locating said dams, locks, raceways and 
other i improvements, doing no unnecessary damage to private 
property, and when the location of said dams, locks, and 
raceways, and other improvements shall be determined, and 
a survey of the same deposited in the office of the clerk of 
the county in which said lands may be located, it shall be 
lawful for the said company by any of its officers, agents, 
superintendents, engineers , contractors, workmen and other 
persons in their employ to enter upon, take possession of, 
have, hold, use and occupy any such lands, and to make ex- 
cavations and embankments, and all the necessary works and 
structures which may be deemed expedient to carry into 
effect the purposes contemplated by this act; provided, that 
where such lands are not purchased by or given to said com- 
pany, payment or tender of payment of all damages of the 
occupancy of said lands, to be determined as hereinafter 
provided, shall be made before the said company shall enter 
upon or occupy said Jands, except for the purpose of survey - 
ing the same as hereinbefore mentioned ; provided further, 
that nothing herein contained shall give any right to lessen 
the regular daily flow of the Maurice river, nor any right to 
enter upon or take possession of the lands or water privi- 
leges of any other improvement or manufacturing company 
already located upon that stream. 

2. And be vt enacted, That in all cases where it shall be 
necessary to have commissioners appointed as provided in 
said act to appraise the value of said lands and water rights 
and the damages which may be sustained by the owner or 
owners thereof, by the taking of the same by the said com- 
pany, that all papers and proceedings of said appointment 
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and appraisement shall he filed in the otfice of the clerk of 
the county in which said lands are situate, and if either 
party shall feel aggrieved by the said appraisement and 
award of the said commissioners, the party so aggrieved 
may appeal to the circuit court of the said county “wherein 
said lands are situate, at the next term after the said appraise- 
ment and award shall be returned filed as aforesaid. 

3. ind be it enacted, That all acts and parts of acts incon- Repeater. 
sistent with the provisions of this act are hereby repealed, 
and that this act shall be deemed and taken to be a public 
act, and shall take effect immediately.

An Act to incorporate the Tuckerton and Long Beach 
Building, Land and Improvement Association. 


1, Be rT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That Archs R. Pharo, Rutherford 
Stuyvesant, Charles T. Perry, Samuel Ashhurst, Jesse C. 
Ridgway, T. T. Price, Joseph J. Pharo, Barclay Haines, 
Albert W. Markley, and all such persons as may be here- 
after associated with them, their successors and assigns, 
shall be and they are hereby constituted a body corporate 
and politic, in fact and in name, by the name of « Tuckerton 
and Long beach Building, Land and Improvement Associa- 
tion,” of Burlington and Ocean counties; and by that name 
said association and their successors shall have perpetual 
succession, and enjoy all the privileges and franchises inci- 
dent to a corporation; to make and use a common seal, to.

and both to and from their own property, and to maintain 
and keep in order the same, by such rules and regulations 
as may be necessary in order so to do, and to use the same 
for agricultural purposes, or in any other lawful way that 
the said association may deem necessary and advisable ; and 
to purchase, make up, manufacture, sell, and dispose of all 
materials pertaining to the erection of buildings, or for 
other purposes, and to use the same for the erection of 
buildings, or for other purposes, and upon selling the real 
estate or any part thereof, to take mortgages upon all or any 
part of said real estate, to secure part of the purchase

sald association ; provided, the same are not contrary to the 
constitution of the United States or of this state. 

T. And bet enacted, That in case it shall at any time hap- 
pen that an election for directors shall not be made on the 
day when, pursuant to this act it ought to have been made, 
the said association shall not for that cause be deemed to be 
dissolved, but it shall and may be lawful to hold such election 
on such other day as the directors of the said corporation 
shall direct.

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CHAPTER CCLXXI. 


An Act to authorize Benjamin Fish and George 8. Green to 
construct a Railroad in the City of Trenton. 


WHEREAS, the common council of the city of Trenton, by 
an ordinance duly passed on the twelfth day of March, 
one thousand eight hundred and seventy-two, did authorize 
and empower Benjamin Fish and George S. Green to 
construct and operate a railroad track for the passage of 
logs and other lumber across West State street in said 
city, from the feeder of the Delaware and Raritan Canal 
Company to the lands of the said Fish and Green, on the 
southerly side of said street, adjacent to the waste wier ; 

_ and whereas, doubts have arisen whether such power and 
authority can be given by an ordinance of said common 
council, and it has become necessary for the business of 
said Fish and Green that such track should be constructed ; 
therefore, 

1. Beit ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the powers and privileges 
granted and conferred in said ordinance, or intended to be 
granted and conferred, be and they are hereby granted and 
conferred to them, the said Benjamin Fish and George 8. 
Green, their heirs and assigns, subject to the conditions and 
restrictions of said ordinance, and they are hereby authorized, 
empowered and invested with all necessary authority to con- 
struct and operate,in accordance with the terms, restrictions 
and conditions of said ordinance, a railroad track across 
said West State street, in said city of Trenton, for the 
passage of logs and other lumber from the feeder of the 
Delaware and Raritan canal to their own lands on the south- 
erly side of said State street, adjacent to the waste weir. 

2. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect imme- 
diately.

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An Act to legalize the Consolidation of the “ New Jersey 
Tube Transportation Company” with “The Continental 
Railway Company,” for the purpose of constructing and 
operating a Railroad across the State of New Jersey, as 
part of a Continuous Line of Railway from Council Bluffs, 
on the Missouri River, to the waters of the Hudson River, 
opposite New York, or New York Harbor, in New Jersey. 


1. Be mr ENacTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the agreement for the con- 
solidation of the corporate franchises, property, rights, priv- 
ileges and capital stock of the New Jersey Tube Transpor- 
tation Company and the Continental Railway Company, 
under certain articles executed by each of said companies, 
bearing date the seventeenth day of January, one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-three, and the duplicate of which 
articles was filed in the office of the secretary of state of the 
state of New Jersey, on the twenty-third day of January, 
one thousand eight hundred and seventy-three, is hereby 
ratified and declared legal and valid ; and such consolidated 
company is declared to be a body corporate, in law and in 
fact, under the name and style of «The Continental Railway 
Company,” with power to construct, operate and maintain a 
continuous line of railway for the transportation of passen- 
gers and freight from Council Bluffs, on the Missouri river, 
to the waters of the Hudson river, opposite the city or harbor 
of New York, in the state of New Jersey; and it shall be 
lawful for the said ‘ The Continental Railway Company” to 
construct, operate and maintain a railroad for the transpor- 
tation of passengers and freight, with one or more tracks, 
across the state of New Jersey, beginning at some convenient 
point on the easterly boundary of New Jersey, on the waters 
aforesaid, and running thence westerly across the state of 
New Jersey, on a line as nearly straight as the engineers 
may deem practicable and expedient, to or across the Dela- 
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ware river; provided, said crossing be made north of the 
town of Phillipsburg, and not less than six miles from said 
town, there connecting with that part of the railroad ling of 
the company running across the state of Pennsylvania, which 
constitutes, or shall constitute, its easterly terminus in that 
state, if not in conflict with the laws of the commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania; provided, that nothing in this act shall 
interfere with the rights of the state to lands under water. 

2. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for said com- 
pany to enter upon and survey, with a view to location of its 
route, and to acquire and take title to any and all lands 
which may be requisite or necessary for the construction of 
said railroad, with all necessary side-tracks, turnouts, de- 
pots, station houses, machine-shops, warehouses, water-tanks, 
and other appurtenances necessary and requisite for such 
railroad and its business, such location may be made, and 
such title may be acquired, either by purchase, cr in like 
manner and under like forms and proceedings as provided 
in the charter of the New Jersey Tube Transportation Com- 
pany for the condemnation and acquisition of its lands. 

3. Jind be it enacted, That the tracks of said railroad 
shall be laid with steel or steel-capped rails, weighing not 
less than sixty-eight pounds to the yard; and at all crossings 
of highways, or of other railroads, the company is authorized 
and required to lay its own track and rails above or below 
all such crossings, as shall be deemed most practicable ; and 
it may lay and use tubes of like character as those men- 
tioned in the charter of said New Jersey Tube Transporta- 
tion Company, whenever the company may deem it neces- 
sary or convenient so to do in the construction of its rail- 
road, and shall be subject to the provisions, liabilities and 
restrictions contained in section thirteen of the act entitled 
“An act to incorporate the New Jersey Tube Transporta- 
tion Company,” approved April sixth, one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-one. 

4, And be it enacted, That this act shall be deemed a 
public act, and be liberally construed in all courts and 
places ; provided, that nothing herein contained shall exempt 
this act from the state assessment required to be paid by an 
act entitled “An act to increase the revenues of the state of 
New Jersey,” approved March sixth, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and fifty-eight; and provided further, that the said com- 
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pany shall pay municipal and county taxes on all property 
they may own and acquire within the limits of the county of 
Hudson.

borough on the West Jersey Railroad, Whitehorse on the 
Camden and Atlantic, Mount Holly, Bordentown and 
Princeton, to some point in the county of Somerset; but 
said railroad shall not exceed one hundred feet in width, 
unless more land shall be required for the slopes of cuts and 
embankments, with as many sets of tracks and rails as said 
company may deem necessary; and it shall be lawful for 
the said president and directors, their agents, engineers, 
superintendents, or others in their employ, to enter at all 
times upon all lands or waters for the purpose of exploring, 
surveying, leveling and laying out the route or routes of 
such railroad, and of locating the same; and to locate and 
erect all necessary works, buildings, conveniences, appur- 
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tenances and appendages thereof, doing no unnecessary 
injury to private or other property ; and when the route or 
routes of such railroad, and the location or locations of other 
works, buildings, conveniences, appurtenances and append- 
ages thereof shall have been determined upon, and a survey 
of such route or routes, location or locations, deposited in 
the office of the secretary of state, then it shall be lawful 
for the said company, by its officers, agents, engineers, 
superintendents, workmen, and other persons in their 
employ, to enter upon, take possession of, hold, have, use, 
occupy and excavate any such lands, and to erect embank- 
ments, bridges, and all other necessary works, lay rails, and 
do all other things which may be suitable or necessary for 
the completion, repairs or management of said railroad ; 
provided, always, that the payment or tender of the payment 
of all damages for the occupancy of lands through or upon 
which the said railroad and its conveniences, appurtenances 
and appendages, may be laid out or located, be made before 
the said company, or any person under their direction or 
employ, shall enter upon or break ground in the premises, 
except for the purpose of surveying and laying out said rail- 
road and its conveniences, appurtenances and appendages, 
and for locating the same, unless the consent of the owner 
or owners of such lands be first had and obtained ; provided, 
that no part of the said railroad authorized by this act shall 
be constructed north of the northerly line of Burlington 
county until the said railroad shall have been constructed 
and in operation from Salem to Bordentown; also further 
provided, that where said railroad crosses the line of any 
other railroad now built it shall be above or below the grade 
of the same. 

7. And be it enacted, That if the owner of the land on

11. And bert enacted, That the president and directors 
shall, within one year after the said railroad shall have been 
completed, declare and make such dividends as they may 
think prudent and proper, of the net profits thereof, and 
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shall in like manner, semi-annually thereafter, declare such 
dividends, and pay the same to the stockholders of the said 
company, in proportion to the amount of shares held by 
them respectively, as they may deem prudent and proper. 

12. And be it enacted, That if any person shall willfully 
impair, injure, destroy or obstruct the use of the railroad 
constructed under the provisions of this act by the said com- 
pany or any of its bridges, carriages, machines or appendages, 
such person or persons so offending shall forfeit and pay to 
the said company the sum of fifty dollars, to be by it re- 
covered in any court having competent jurisdiction, in an 
action of debt, with costs; and further, shall be liable for 
all damages. 

13. And be it enacted, That the said company may have 
and hold real estate at the commencement and termination 
of said railroad, and its several stations on the lines of the 
said railroad, to a sufficient extent to provide accommoda- 
tions and conveniences for the business of said railroad, 
and may erect and build thereon houses, warehouses and 
machine shops, and such other buildings and improvements 
as it may deem expedient for the safety of property and 
construction of carriages and other necessary uses, and take 
and receive the rents, profits and emoluments thereof; and 
shall have the privilege and authority to erect, build, and 
maintain such bridges over any rivers or streams of water, 
on the line of its railroad, as it may find expedient and 
necessary for the full enjoyment of all the benefits conferred 
by this act. 

14. And be it enacted, That as soon as the said railroad, 
or any part of it, is in operation, the president of said com- 
pany shall file, under oath or affirmation, a statement of the 
amount of the cost of the said railroad, including equip- 
ments, appendages and all expenses, in the office of the sec- 
retary of state; and annually thereafter, on the first Mon- 
day in January of each year, he shall under oath or affirma- 
tion, make a statement to the secretary of state of the cost, 
equipments, appendages and expenses of said road; and 
atter the said railroad, or any part thereof, shall be in oper- 
ation, the said corporation shall pay to the treasurer of this 
state a tax of one-half of one per centum on the cost, equip- 
ments and appendages of said road, to be paid annually

CHAPTER CCLXAXIV. 


An Act to incorporate “Scudder and Cook Lumber Com- 
pany.” 


1. Be rr ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That William C. Scudder, Robert 
C. Cook, John Hood, Samuel H. Grey, Isaiah Woolston, 
their associates and successors, be and they are hereby 
created and declared to be a body politic and corporate in 
law, by the name of «Scudder and Cook Lumber Company,” 
and as such shall have perpetual succession, and all the privi- 
leges and franchises belonging or incident to a corporation. 

2. And be it enacted, That the capital stock of said com- 
pany shall be one hundred and fifty thousand dollars, divided 
into shares of one hundred dollars each, with the privilege 
of increasing said capital stock as hereinafter provided, 
which capital stock shall be personal property, and be trans- 
ferable on the books of the company. 

3d. And be tt enacted, ‘That the above named corporators, 
or a majority of them, shall be commissioners to receive sub- 
scriptions to the‘tapital stock of said company, at such time 
and place, and upon such notice as they may direct, and at 
the time of subscribing for said stock, such amount on each 
share subscribed for shall be paid, satisfied, or satisfactorily 
secured to said commissioners as they or a majority of them 
shall direct, and the residue of the subscription shall be 
paid, satisfied or secured, as the directors of said company,

when elected, may determine, in such installments, at such 
times and places, on such notice, and in such manner as said 
directors shall from time to time direct, and upon the failure 
of any person or persons to pay, satisfy or secure the pay- 
ment of such installment or installments, or any of them as 
aforesaid, the directors shall be empowered to forfeit the 
share or shares of each and every person so failing, or any 
of them, to and for the use and benefit of said company; and 
any share or shares of stock forfeited as aforesaid, may be 
held by the said company or any person or persons for its 
benefit, and may at any time be sold or disposed of for the 
benefit of the company, as said directors may determine, or 
may be divided proportionately among the remaining stock- 
holders, to be by them held and enjoyed, or sold and trans- 
ferred with all the rights and benefits incident thereto, the 
same in all respects as if they were original shares by them 
subscribed. 

4. And be zt enacted, That whenever one hundred thou- 
sand dollars of the capital stock aforesaid shall have been 
subscribed, said commissioners, or a majority of them, shall 
as soon as they deem expedient, give notice in such manner 
as they may determine, of a meeting of the stockholders, at 
such time and place in the state of New Jersey as said com- 
missioners may designate, to choose not less than two nor 
more than three directors, who shall hold their ofhces for 
one year, and until others are duly elected, and at such 
meeting of stockholders convened as aforesaid, said stock- 
holders shall prescribe the time and place for holding the 
annual elections, and the number of directors of said com- 
pany, which time, place, and number of directors may be 
changed at any time at the option of the stockholders, or a 
majority of them, and the directors chosen by the stockhold- 
ers of said company sha]! as soon as may be after their elec- 
tion, choose from their number a president of said company, 
who shall hold his office for one year, and until his successor 
is duly appointed, and in case of the death, resignation, or 
other incapacity of the president or any director, the 
vacancy thereby created in the board of directors may be 
filled by the stockholders, at a meeting properly convened, 
for the remainder of the then current year. 

o. nd be it enacted, That at all elections by stockholders 
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stockholder shall cast one vote for each and every share of 
stock then standing upon the books of said company in his 
or her name, which vote may be cast either by said stock- 
holder in person or by proxy. 

6. And be it enacted, That the board of directors of said 
company shall have power to make and adopt a common 
seal for said corporation, to appoint a treasurer, secretary, 
and such other officers, agents, clerks, servants, and em- 
ployees of said company as they may deem necessary, and 
to prescribe and regulate their duties, salaries and compen- 
sation, to prescribe the form of, and to issue or authorize to 
be issued, such promissory notes, bills of exchange, and busi- 
ness paper of said company, as they may determine; to 
borrow such sum or sums of money, from time to time, as 
they may deem advisable for the purpose of said company, 
and to pledge the property and credit of said company for 
the payment thereof, or to issue the promissory notes or 
bonds of said company therefor, and to secure the payment 
of said promissory notes or bonds, either by mortgage or 
mortgages on the real or personal property of said company 
wheresoever situate, or in such other way as said directors 
may see fit; to make such by-laws, rules, and regulations, 
for the issuing and transfer of the stock, and for the govern- 
ment of said company, its officers, clerks, agents, servants 
and employees, as said directors may determine, and gener- 
ally to direct, conduct, control and manage the business and 
affairs of said company, in such manner, consistently with 
the provisions of this act, as they may think proper. 

T. Jind be it enacted, That the principal place of busi- 
iness and chief manufacturing establishments of said com- 
pany, shall be located in the city or county of Camden, and 
that said company shall be, and they are hereby authorized 
to engage in the manufacture and sale of lumber, and of all 
articles, goods, wares, and merchandise, of which lumber 
forms a component or constituent part, and in the purchase 
and sale of hardware and building materials, and to pur- 
chase, sell, mortgage, hold, use, lease, occupy, possess and 
enjoy such real or personal property, tools, engines, ma- 
chinery, fixtures, and materials in this or any other state or 
territory, as may be necessary or needful for the proper 
Inanagement and conduct of said business; and said com- 
pany are hereby empowered, whenever in the opinion of 
the directors thereof it may be for the interest of said com- 
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pary to do so, to subscribe, or to accept and receive as part 
payment for any work done, or any goods, wares or mer- 
chandise, sold or furnished by said company, the whole or 
any part of the capital stock of any incorporated company, 
or any real or personal property of any natural or artificial 
person in this or any other state, and to purchase, hire, build 
or construct such and so many ships, vessels, boats or bar- 
ges, as may be necessary or useful in carrying on the busi- 
ness of said company; and to erect and build such houses, 
buildings, structures, workshops, engines and machinery, as 
said company may require for the transaction of its busi- 
ness; and said company shall be assessed and taxed upon the 
full and actual value of all their real and personal property 
only, and not upon the amount of the capital stock paid in; 
and said corporation shall be entitled to all deductions for 
and in respect to debts owing by them, in the same way 
and to the same extent, as natural persons now are or here- 
after may be under the laws of this state; provided, that 
said company shall not be assessed and taxed in this state 
for, or by reasons of, or of any interest in any real or per- 
sonal estate, situate in any other state or territory, and 
taxed therein. 

8. Aind be it enacted, That said corporation may, by a 
vote of the stockholders holding a majority of all the shares 
of stock, from time to time, increase its capital stock to any 
sum not exceeding the sum of five hundred thousand dol- 
lars, and it shall be lawful for the directors of said corpora- 
tion to issue certificates for such increased capital stock, to 
each of the original stockholders, in proportion to the stock 
held by them respectively, or, at their option, to receive 
subscriptions for such increased capital stock, in the same 
manner as said commissioners are hereinbefore authorized 
to receive subscriptions for original stock, and to require 
payment of such subscriptions therefor, in such installments, 
and at such times and places, and in such manner as they 
may elect; and in the event of the non-payment of such in- 
stallments, or any of them, at the time or place or in the 
manner prescribed by said directors, the said stock may be 
forfeited and disposed of in the same manner provided by 
the third section o7 this act, in reference to the original cap- 
ital stock of said company; and upon every increase of the 
capital stock of said company an affidavit made by the pres- 
ident and by one or more of the directors of said company, 
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specifying the amount paid in under such increase of capital 
stock, shall be filed in the office of the secretary of state. 

9. And be it enacted, That the directors of said company 
shall submit to the stockholders thereof, at their annual 
meeting, a statement in writing of the condition and affairs 
of said company, and said directors shall divide the net 
profits of the business of said company, or so much thereof 
as said directors may sce fit, among the stockholders in pro- 
portion to the amount of stock held by them respectively, at 
such times and in such manner as said directors shall de- 
termine. 

10. And be zt enacted, That any real or personal property, 
or any materials, engines, or machinery, which may be re- 
ceived in payment for subscriptions for the stock of said 
company, shall be taken at a valuation, approved by the per- 
sons holding a majority of all the shares of the stock of said 
company. 

11. And be zt enacted, That the corporation hereby cre- 
ated shall possess the general powers, and be subject to the 
restrictions and liabilities set forth in an act entitled An 
act concerning corporations,” approved February four- 
teenth, one thousand eight hundred and forty-six, and the 
several supplements thereto, so far as the same are 
applicable. 

12. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect imme- 
diately.

An Act to incorporate the “ Dime Savings Bank,” of the 
town of Washington, Middlesex County, State of New 
Jersey. 


1. Beit ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That Harry F. Worthington, Garret 
J. Snedeker, Frederick W. Birsett, Charles H. Connett, 
Isaac G. Snedeker, Abraham C. Price, Charles Whitehead, 
Daniel Morgan, Abraham Sperling, Ezekiel Letts, John C. 
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Thompson, Nicholas Booraem, Elijah Sheddon, Ezekiel 
Wade, Frederick Stultz, Josiah C. Voorhees, Benjamin JB. 
Walker, Freeland Van Deventer, Richard Serviss and 
Henry Gordon, and their successors, shall be and are hereby 
constituted a body corporate and politic, by the name of 
«The Dime Savings Bank,” of the town of Washington, and 
by that name shall be capable of purchasing, taking, holding 
and enjoying, to them and their successors, any real estate, 
in fee simple or otherwise, and any goods and chattels, or 
personal estate which shall be necessary for the purposes 
herein mentioned, and of selling, leasing or otherwise dis- 
posing of the said real and personal estate, or any part, at 
their will and pleasure; provided always, that the clear an- 
nual value of such real and personal estate, exclusive of the 
profits that may arise from any investments in which the 
deposits may be made, shall not exceed the sum of twenty- 
five thousand dollars. 

2. And be it enacted, That the said institution shall be 
conducted by seven managers, elected by ballot from among 
the number of the above named incorporators, four of whom 
shall be a quorum to transact business, and at least three 
shall be residents of the town of Washington, and the seat 
of any manager who shall have neglected to attend for four 
consecutive meetings may be vacated by the board ; the man- 
agers shall meet annually, on the first Monday in April, and 
choose one of their number as president; they shall have 
power to appoint a secretary, treasurer and such other offi- 
cers as to them shall appear necessary for conducting the 
business of the institution, which officers so chosen and ap- 
pointed, shall continue in office one year, or until others are 
chosen ; and all officers so chosen shall be under oath for the 
faithful performance of the duties of their offices respect- 
ivelv, and shall give security, if required, for the faithful 
execution of the duties of their office, in such sum or sums, 
and such securities as may be directed by the board of 
managers, 

3. And be it enacted, That the board of managers shall, 
from time to time, have power to make, ordain and establish 
such by-laws and regulations as they shall judge proper for 
the election of their officers, for prescribing their respective 
duties, for regulating the times and places of meetings of the 
officers and managers, and for the transacting, managing and 
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directing the affairs of the institution: provided, that such 
by-laws and regulations shall not be repugnant to the con- 
stitution and laws of this state, and of the United States of 
America; and such by-laws and regulations shall be put up 
in some public and conspicuous place i in the room where the 
business of said institution shall be conducted, and shall not 
be altered, so as to affect, injuriously, any one who may have 
been a depositor previous to the alteration. 

4. And be wt enacted, That the said institution may receive 
as deposits all sums of money which may be offered for the 
purpose of being invested, in such amounts and at such times, 
and on such terms, as the by-laws shall prescribe, which 
shall be invested accordingly, and shall be repaid to the de- 
positors at such times, and with such interest, and under 
such regulations as the board of managers shall from time to 
time prescribe; and the said institution may accept and exe- 
cute all such trusts, of every description, as may be com- 
mitted to them by any person or persons whatever, by will 
or otherwise, or transferred to them by the order of any 
court. 

5. find be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
managers to regulate the rate of interest to be allowed to 
the depositors, so that they shall receive a ratable propor- 
tion, as near as may be, of the profits, after deducting there- 
from all necessary expenses and a reasonable surplus or 
contingent fund; provided, that said rates of interest may, 
at the discretion of the managers, be so regulated as that 
the interest allowed to depositors having over one thousand 
dollars deposited shall be at least at the rate of one per 
centum per annum less than the interest allowed to other 
depositors. 

6. And be it enacted, ‘That no emolument whatever shall, 
directly or indirectly. be received by the managers, or either 
of them, for their services, except the president, secretary 
and treasurer, and the committee of examination of property 
offered as security for loans, who shall receive such compen- 
sation as may from time to time be established by a majority 
of the whole number of the managers of said corporation ; 
nor shall the said institution issue any notes or bills; nor 
shall any officer or agent of the institution be allowed, 
directly or indirectly, to borrow any money from said insti- 
tution, or to use the same, except to pay necessary expenses ; 
nor shall the institution take or hold any bonds, mortgages, 
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or other securities, for the payment of money drawn or 
endorsed by or existing against any officer or agent of the 
institution as security for money loaned by it, unless the 
same shall have been received in payment of debts due from 
other parties. 

7. Ind be it enacted, That the said corporation may invest 
the money left with them on deposit, in no other public 
stocks or bonds, other than such as are created and issued 
by the United States, and by the several states of the Union, 
or by the several counties, cities or towns in this state, or 
hy the cities of New York and Jrooklyn, of the state of 
New York, under the laws thereof, nor on bond and mort- 
gage, except on unencumbered real estate worth at least 
double the amount invested ; provwzded, said corporation may 
make temporary loans upon personal securities, with the 
pledge of collateral securities, at least double the amount 
loaned; provided, said loan shall at no time exceed twenty 
per centum of the whole amount of assets. 

8. And be it enacted, That all certificates of evidence of 

deposit, made under the hand of the proper officers of the 
institution, shall be as binding as if the same were made 
under their common seal. 
— Y. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said 
institution, at their discretion, to pay to any depositor being 
a minor, such sum as may be due to such depositor, not 
exceeding one thousand dollars, in cases where no guardian 
shall have been appointed for such depositor, and that the 
receipt and acquittance of such minor shall be as valid as if 
the same were executed by a guardian of such minor duly 
appointed ; provided, such deposit shall have been made 
personally by such minor, and not by any other person for 
his or her benefit; married women may deposit money in 
their own names, and receive their interest and dividends 
thereon, and receive and draw the same, and such deposits 
shall not be subject to the control of the husband, nor liable 
for his debts; nor shall money deposited by single women 
be subject, in case of marriage, to the use or control, nor 
liable for the debts of the future husband. 

10. And be it enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for 
the said « Dime Savings Bank,” and the borrowers or lend- 
ers of any money secured by mortgage or other security 
upon personal or real estate, to enter into a contract or 
agreement whereby the borrower shall pay any part, or all 
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of national, state, county or township taxes, which may be 
assessed upon the money so lent or to be loaned, and the 
securities for the payment thereof; and all such contracts 
and agreements are hereby made and declared to be valid 
and effectual in law, and no such mortgage or other security 
shall be held, deemed or taken in any court of this state to 
be usurious or invalidated by reason of any such contracts 
or agreements, anything in any existing law of this state to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 

Ll. And be at enacted, That a book shall be kept at the 
office of the institution, in which any depositor shall be at 
liberty to appoint a person or persons to whom, in the event 
of his or her death, the money shall be paid, if not other- 
wise disposed of by will; and all payments made to the per- 
son or persons so appointed shall be a full discharge to the 
said institution. 

12. And be it enacted, That the said institution shall not 
be required to receive on deposit a less sum than ten cents, 
nor to allow interest on a deposit until it amounts to one 
dollar, nor to allow any interest on the fractional part of one 
dollar; nor shall the institution be required to allow inter- 
est on the fractional part of a month. 

13. And be it enacted, That all deposits and payments 
shall be regularly entered in the books of the institution, 
and every person depositing money shall be furnished with 
a duplicate of his or her account, in which every deposit or 
payment shall be regularly entered as soon as made. 

14. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the said 
institution to make an annual report to the legislature of this 
state, under the oath or affirmation of the treasurer, and a 
committee appointed for that purpose by the managers, or 
three or more of their number, of the state of its fands; and 
such statement shall be published by putting up at least four 
notices in the most public places in the town of Washington. 

15. And be it enacted, That the managers shall have the 
power to fill up by ballot, at a regular meeting, after notice 
of one month, any vacancy which may occurin their body 
or officers, by a vote of a majority of the managers present. 

16. And be it enacted, That the office or place of business 
of the said institution, shall be in the town of Washington, and 
the books of the institution shall be open at all times to the 
inspection and examination of such person or persons as the 
legislature may from time to time appoint for that purpose. 
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. And be it enacted, That this act shall be and is here- Ati) be, 
by nee to bea public act, and the same shall be con- trues. 
strued in all courts favorably and benignly for every benefi- 
cial purpose therein included, and that no misnomer of the 
said institution in any deed, grant, devise or other instru- 
ment of contract or conveyance, shall vitiate or defeat the 
same; provided, the institution shall be sufficiently described Proviso. 
so as to ascertain the intention of the parties ; and provided Proviso. 
also, that the legislature may at any time hereafter amend, 
modify or repeal this act. 

18. And be it enacted, That this act shall continue in force rimitation. 
twenty years, and shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER CCLXXVI. 


An Act to,incorporate the Deer Spung Park and Cranberry 
Company. 


1, BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of Names of 
the State of New Jersey, That W. H. 5. Thomas, Charles A a 
Higgins, A. H. Nichols, William C. Stockes, Abraham Van- 
sciver, Jacob Perkins, and William Stevenson, and all such 
persons as may hereafter be associated with them, their suc- 
cessors and assigns, be and they are hereby constituted a 
body politic and corporate, in fact and in law, by the name 
of “« The Deer Spung Park and Cranberry Company,” for the Corporate 
purpose of purchasing the Deer Spung Park, situate in the Purpo. 
township of Shamong, in the county of Burlington, and 
state of New Jersey, and buying or leasing such other lands 
as may be necessary for the successful oneration and carry- 
ing on of said company, or to secure a debt or debts due 
them at any time, holding, cultivating, and improving said 
lands, and raising and selling cranberries, fruits, and other 
products of said lands, and carrying on the business con- 
nected therewith, and erecting such buildings, and holding 
such personal property as may be necessary therefor; and 
that they and their successors by the same name, may sell, 
let, lease, grant, alien, convey and dispose of the same, or 
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any part thereof, and may borrow inoney from time to time, 

and may secure the same by bond and mortgage, or other- 
wise, and may from time ‘to time sell and “dispose of the 
cranberries, fruits, products, goods and chattels, or any part 
thereof, and may lay, open, make and maintain dikes, slui- 
ces, raceways, ditches, drains, and embankments through 
their own and adjoining and contiguous lands, doing no un- 

necessary damage thereto, as they may deem for the benefit 
of their said lands; and for such purposes the said company 
may raise by subscription by opening the books therefor, or 
otherwise, a capital stock of twenty-five thousand dollars, 
with liberty to increase the same from time to time, to two 
hundred thousand dollars, which shall be divided into shares 
of one hundred dollars each ; and the directors may fix the 
amount of the installments, and the times for paying the 
same, and may fix fines and forfeitures for nonpayment of 
installments, and may accept payments therefor in land or 
other necessary property, and issue stock therefor. 

2. Alnd beit enacted, That the affairs of said corporation 
shall be managed by a board of not less than three directors, 
nor more than seven, one of whom shall be president, and a 
majority of whom shall have all the powers of the board, 
and they shall hold their office for one year, and until others 
are elected in their stead, and shall have power to make 
by-laws for the government and management of said corpo- 
ration; provided, that the same are not contrary to the laws 
of this state or of the United States, and shall hold their 
meetings at such times and places in this state or elsewhere, 
as the by-laws may provide; and that until an election for 
directors shall be held, the persons named in the first sec- 
tion of this act shall be directors; and in case a vacancy 
shall occur in the board of directors by death, resignation, 
or a failure of the stockholders to elect the full number au- 
thorized by this act, the remaining directors for the time 
being, or a majority of them, shall have power to fill such 
vacancy by the appointment of any stockholder. 

3, And be it enacted, That the stock of said corporation 
shall be deemed personal estate, and shall be transferable in 
such manner as the by-laws may prescribe, but no dividends 
shall be made to the stockholders except trom the net profits 
of the corporation; and that regular books of accounts of 
the corporation shall be kept, to which every stockholder 
shall have free access at reasonable times for the purpose of 
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inspection, and that their principal office shall be in the city 
of Beverly in this state. 

4, And be it enacted, That the said company may be dis- 
solved by a general meeting of the stockholders specially 
called for that purpose; provided, that at least three-fourths 
in value of the stockholders shall concur therein ; and upon 
such dissolution the directors for the time being, and the 
survivor or survivors of them, or such persons as the said 
stockholders shall appoint, shall he trustees for settling all 
the affairs of the company, collecting and disposing of its 
property and assets, paying its debts and dividing the sur- 
plus among the stockholders, in proportion to their respec- 
tive interests in the stock. 

dD. And be it enacted, That the directors shall call an 
annual meeting for the election of directors and the transac- 
tion of other business, but if they fail to do so this corpo- 
ration shall not be deemed to be dissolved, or its rights and 
powers be thereby in any way impaired, but they may call 
a meeting for the purpose of electing directors, and trans- 
acting any other business at such subsequent times as they

Hutt, Victor Thibou, Joseph Milner, senior, James H. Woot- 
ton, Nathanie! A. Myers, James G. Simms, Thomas Byard, 
Thomas Hammonds, Sammuel Hammonds, John Maxfield 
and Richard 8. James, and such others as shall become 
associated with them, shall be and are hereby created. 
declared and constituted a body corporate and politic by 
Corporate the name of the Greenwood Cemetery Association of Boon- 

ton, New Jersey, with the general powers and privileges of 

a corporation. 

Ragin 2. Alnd be zt enacted, 'That the said association shall have 
chase, hold, power to purchase, to take and hold in fee, a tract or tracts 
foraceme- of land situate at or near Boonton, in the county of Morris, 
in the state of New Jersey, not to exceed one hundred acres, 

for the use and purpose of a cemetery, and erect thereon 
such buildings and other improvements as the directors may 
deem suitable and necessary for the objects of the said cor- 
poration, and may sell or otherwise dispose of the sub-lots 
or plats in the said cemetery to the several purchasers or 
owners theréof, by a good and sufficient deed or deeds of 
conveyance, under the corporate seal of said association, 
signed by the president and secretary thereof, to be used 
only as a cemetery, for the burial of deceased persons, with 
the use and privilege of the several avenues, passages and 
walks, and other accommodation therein and thereunto be- 
longing, subject however, to such rules, regulations and 
restrictions as may be established in relation thereto, by 
any by-law or ordinance of the said association; transfers 
of sub-lots or rights thereunto, may be made by the owner 
or owners thereof, by simple assignment annexed to said 
deed, but shall not be valid until the assignment is recorded 
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on the books of said association; provided, that all parts of Proviso. 


land not required for cemetery purposes shall be sold within 
one year after the purchase of the same. 

3, And be it enacted, That if any part of the lands pur- 
chased by the said corporation for the purpose aforesaid, 
shall be unsuited for the purpose of a cemetery, or if the 
title made to such corporation shall contain any restriction, 
_ prohibiting them from using such land for such purposes, 
then it shall be lawful for said corporation to sell and dis- 
pose of such parts thereof as are unsuited for, or which they 
are prohibited from using for said purposes. 

4, And be it enacted, That the business and concerns of 
the said corporation shal! be conducted and managed by a 


board of directors consisting of twelve persons, a majority of 


whom shall be residents of this state, and who shall be 
elected annually, at such time and place as the by-laws may 
direct, upon notice given at least ten days previous thereto 
by advertisements in two newspapers published or circula- 
ted in the county where said cemetery is now or shall here- 
after be located ; at which election each share of stock shall 
entitle the holder thereof to one vote; and the said directors 
shall elect one of their number president, and shall appoint 
such other officers and agents as they inay deem expedient, 
and fix the compensation to be paid them; they shall have 
power to fill all vacancies in their own number until the 
annual meeting next ensuing; and the said board of direc- 
tors shall have power to make aud establish all needful 
rules, regulations, ordinances and by-laws, and affix from 
time to time to the several plats and lots such prices as they 
shall deem reasonable and proper, and shall have the sole 
charge, control and superintendence of said cemetery. 

d. And be it enacted, That until the first election of direc- 
tors the persons named in the first section of this act shall 
be the directors, and may act as such until others are chosen 
in their stead; and in case it should happen that an election 
of directors should not be made during the day fixed by the 
by-laws, the said corporation shall not for that cause be 
deemed to be dissolved, but such election may be held at 
any other time upon due notice being given by the direc- 
tors; and the directors for the time being shall continue to 
hold their office until others are chosen. 

6. And be it enacted, That the sum or consideration 
which the said corporation may agree to pay for the tract 
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or tracts of Jands hereinbefore mentioned, and the sums 
which shall be expended in embellishing, improving, beauti- 
fying, erecting fences, buildings and other necessary accom- 
modations, shall be the capital stock of the said association, 
and shall be divided into shares of one hundred dollars 
each.

divided among the stockholders according to their several 
interests, and whatever sum shall be founded as aforesaid, 
the same shall be free from all taxes, and no taxes or assess- 
ments shall be imposed on the lot owners thereof. 

8, ind be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the direc. 
tors, or a majority of them, to call in the subscriptions to 
the capital stock, at such times and in such sums, and upon 
such notice as they may deem reasonable, and a failure to 
comply with such notice on the part of any stockholder 
shall, at the option of the directors, or a majority of them, 
be cause of forfeiture of all moneys paid thereon, all rights 
by virtue of his or her subscription to such stock shall 
be vitiated. 

Q. And be it enacted, That the said corporation shall 
have, use and exercise all the rights and privileges incident 
to a corporation herein stated, and shall be exempt from all 
taxes, assessments and charges upon their capital stock and

CHAPTER CCLXXVITI. 


An Act relative to the New Jersey Southern Railroad Com- 
pany. 


1. Beit ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of Comrans 
the State of New Jersey, That the said New Jersey Southern tract or lecse 
Railroad Company may enter into any contract or lease railroad eum 
with any other company whose railroad or branches now” 
connect or may hereafter connect with the railroad or 
branches of the said New Jersey Southern Railroad Com- 
pany, on such terms as the directors of the companies that 
are parties to any such lease may agree upon. 
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2, And be it enacted, That the said New Jersey Southern 
Railroad Company may from time to time, consolidate with 
its capital stock that of any other railroad company in the 
states of New Jersey, Delaware, and Maryland, or cither 
of them, whose railroad or branches now join or connect, 
or may hereafter join or connect with the railroad or 
branches or leased railroads of the said New Jersey South- 
ern Railroad Company, or which shall form connecting or 
continuous lines with the railroad or branches or leased 
railroads of the said New Jersey Southern Railroad Com- 
pany, by bridge, intervening roads, ferry or otherwise ; pro- 
vided, that nothing in this act contained shall in any way 
impair or interfere with section one of ‘a supplement to an 
act entitled an act to incorporate the Long Branch and Sea 
Shore Railroad Company,” approved February sixteenth, 
eighteen hundred and seventy, of which the following is a 
copy: Be it enacted by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the said Long Branch and 
sea Shore Railroad Company, and New Jersey Southern 
Railroad Company, by and with the consent of two-thirds 
of the stockholders of said railroads respectively, may con- 
solidate the capital stock of the said companies; subject 
always to the provisions, reservations and conditions in the 
acts incorporating the said companies and the supplements 
thereto; and that the stock of the said companies subscribed 
and authorized to be subscribed under the said acts shall be 
deemed and considered, and is hereby declared to be joint 
stock, and the profits arising from the railroads of the said 
companies shall be divided among all the stockholders of 
the two companies aforesaid, share and share alike, and that 
the number of directors of the said consolidated companies 
shall, after the said consolidation, be thirteen; provided, 
always, that before this act shall take effect, the assent of 
the stockholders holding two-thirds of all the stock of the 
said Long Branch and Sea Shore Railroad Company, and of 
said New Jersey Southern Railroad Company, to the provi- 
sions of this act, shall be certified to the satisfaction of the 
governor of this state, and the same shall be filed in the’ 
office of the secretary of this state; and provided further, 
that if any stockholder or stockholders shall refuse his, her, 
or their assent; or if by reason of absence or legal disability 
such assent cannot be obtained, application may be made by 
such stockholder or stockholders, within three months from 
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the time that the purchase or consolidation shall take eftect, 
to one of the justices of the supreme court of this state, for 
the appointment of three disinterested and impartial per- 
sons, well acquainted with the value of railroad property, 
as commissioners to appraise the value of the shares held 
by said stockholder or stockholders ; whereupon such pro- 
ceedings shall be had as are provided in section seven and 
eight of the act of incorporation, for appraising and taking 
lands so far as the same is applicable. 

3. And be it enacted, That before any such consolidation 
or lease shall take effect, the consent, in writing, of the 
stockholders owning or representing two-thirds of the stock 
of the said companies shall have been obtained and filed in 
the office of the secretary of this state; and provided further, 
that if any stockholder or stockholders shall refuse his, her, 
or their assent, or if by reason of absence or legal disability, 
such assent cannot be obtained, application may be made by 
such stockholder or stockholders within three months from 
the time that the lease or consolidation shall take effect, to 
one of the justices of the supreme court of this state, for the 
appointment of three disinterested and impartial persons, 
well acquainted with the value of railroad property, as com- 
missioners to appraise the value of the shares held by said 
stockholder or stockholders, whereupon such proceedings 
shall be had as are provided in section seven of the act ap- 
proved March third, one thousand eight hundred and fifty- 
four, entitled «An Act to incorporate the Raritan and 
Delaware Bay Railroad Company,” so far as the same are 
applicable thereto; said seventh section reading as follows: 
Jind be tt enacted, That if the said company, or its agents, 
cannot agree with the owner or owners of such required 
lands or materials for the use or purchase thereof; or if, by 
reason of the legal incapacity or absence of such owner or 
owners, no such agreement can be made, a particular de-

in the county in which the lands or materials in controversy 
lie, commissioners to examine and appraise the said lands 
or materials, and to assess the damages, upon notice, not 
less than ten days, to be given to the persons interested, as 
shall be directed by the justice making such appointment; 
and it shall be the duty of the said commissioners (having 
first taken an oath or affirmation before some person duly 
authorized to administer the same, faithfully and impartially 
to examine the matter in question, and make a true report,

An Act to authorize the construction of a Pier and Railways 
at Keyport. 


Wuereas, Byron Osborn and Francis Cuttrell, of the town 
of Keyport, in the county of Monmouth and state of New 
Jersey, have represented that they are the owners of cer- 
tain lands situate in said town, adjoining the waters of 
the Raritan bay, and prayed that a law may be passed 
authorizing them to build, maintain and keep in repair a 
pier and one or more set or sets of railways, to be used in 
building, repairing and overhauling vessels, 

1. Be It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That it shall and may be lawful for 
the said Byron Osborn and Francis Cuttrell, and their 
assigns, to build, maintain and keep in repair a pier, and 
one or more set or sets of railways, to be used in building, 
repairing and overhauling vessels, and such uses as they 
may deem expedient, upon and in front of the lands of said 
Byron Osborn and Francis Cuttrell, in said town of Key- 
port, the said pier and railways extending a sufficient dis- 
tance into said Raritan bay for the necessities of said busi- 
ness of building, repairing and overhauling vessels, and to 
drive piles, wherever it may be needful for the prosecution 
of said business, in front of the lands of said Byron Osborn 
and Francis Cuttrell; provided, the said pier, railways and 
piles shall not obstruct the navigation of said bay ; and pro- 
vided, that this act shall not affect the legal rights of any 
person whatever. 

2. And be it enacted, That if any person or persons shall 
willfully destroy, or by carelessness, want of skill or negli- 
gence, in any way injure or damage the said pier, railways 
or piles, such person or persons so destroying or injuring 
said pier, railways or piles, shall be responsible for all such 
damage, to be recovered in an action of trespass or trespass 
on the case, before any court having competent jurisdiction 
of the same.

2. And be it enacted, That the capital stock of the said 
company shall be fifty thousand dollars, with power to 
increase the same to one hundred thousand dollars, divided 
into shares of fifty dollars each, and said company may com- 
mence business when twenty thousand dollars shall have 
been paid into the capital stock.

An Act to incorporate the Lincoln Library of Jersey City. 


1. BE rr ENACTED by the Senate nnd General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That P. H. Laverty, Dennis Rear- 
don, F. H. Snyder, Richard Miller, Henry L. Bonsall, T. J. 
Hannan, G. C. Brown and Herman Otersen, their successors 
and such persons as are now or hereafter may be associated 
with them, shall be and hereby are ordained, constituted 
and declared a body politic and corporate in fact and in law 
hy the name, style and title of «Che Lincoln Library of 
Jersey City,” and by such corporate name are hereby given 
all the rights, privileges and powers of bodies corporate for 
the uses and purposes herein set forth. 

2. And be it enacted, That the said corporators may 
acquire and hold by gift, purchase, loan, or otherwise, the 
books, pamphlets, periodicals and papers to be used as a 
public library, and may acquire and hold in fee simple or 
otherwise the necessary grounds and buildings in which to 
keep and preserve and use its library ; and may make such 
rules, regulations and by-laws for the acquisition, safe keep- 
ing, use and enjoyment of its library as may be deemed 
necessary ; proveded, they are not in conflict with this act. 

3. And be it enacted, That the library, property,and affairs 
of said corporation shall be under the control and manage- 
ment of not less than five directors, chosen by the stock. 
holders once in every two years; the directors named in 
this act shall be the directors for two years next succeeding 
the passage of this act, and until their successors are chosen ; 
a vacancy in the board of directors caused by resignation, 
death or otherwise, shall be filled by other directors, or a 
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majority of them, in such manner as they may determine; 
two directors shall constitute a majority of the board and 
‘quorum for the transaction of business ; the biennial choosing 
of directors by the stockholders shall be upon notice pub- 
lished in one or more of the papers published in Jersey 
City, for at least ten days next preceding the meeting of 
the stockholders for that purpose; the meeting of the stock- 
holders to choose directors shall be in the building in which 
the library is kept, and at such a meeting the directors 
selected by a majority of the stockholders present shall 
serve for the ensuing two years and until their successors 
are chosen. 

4. And be wt enacted, That the directors shall select a 
president, vice president, secretary, treasurer, and librarian, 
and such assistants as may be deemed necessary ; the trea. 
surer, librarian and assistant librarians shall hold office at 
the will of the directors, and may be required to give such 
security as may be deemed necessary for the faithful per- 
formance of their duties; the librarian and assistant libra- 
rians shall receive such pay for their services as may be 
‘fixed by the directors, but the directors as such shall receive 
no compensation for their own services; the treasurer shall 
keep safely all money belonging to the corporation, and no 
money shall be withdrawn except upon the order of the 
librarian, countersigned by the secretary and endorsed by 
the president. 

5. And be it enacted, That “ The Lincoln Library of 
Jersey City ” shall be located in the city of Jersey City ; 
its capital stock shall be one hundred thousand dollars, 
divided into shares of ten dollars each; the stock shall be 
evidenced by such stock book, certificates of issue and 
transfers, as the directors may determine by the by-laws ; 
when one hundred shares are subscribed for, the directors 
or a majority of them may organize and begin operations ; 
either ot the persons named in this act may receive sub- 
scriptions of stock until the corporation is organized under 
this charter, and after organization the trustees, or a 
majority of them, may make such arrangements as they may 
deem fit for additional subscriptions. 

6. And be it enacted, That should said corporation at any 
time receive, by gift, grant, bequest or otherwise, any con- 
siderable amount of money or property, for which its trus- 
tees are not required to issue stock, the directors shall in- 
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vest the same in permanent stocks or improved real estate 
in the city of Jersey City, from which an annual incoms 
may be drawn for the enlargement, snpport and expense of 
the library; and should it at any time be deemed nevessar y 
and advisable to encumber this corporation with a debt to 
be liquidated in the future for the purpose of securing books, 
pamphlets, periodicals, and papers, and especially. for the 
securing in fee simple of suitable grounds and buildings, in 
which to keep the library of said corporation, the directors, 
ora majority of them, are hereby authorized and empowered 
to issue and sell or dispose of the coupon bonds of the corpo- 
ration, to an amount not exceeding one-half of its capital 
stock, and to fall due in not less than twenty years; said 
bonds, if so issued, shall be of the denomination of not ex- 
ceeding one thousand dollars each, shall bear interest at 
the rate of seven per centum per annum, payable scini-an- 
nually at the office of the treasurer, and shall be secured by 
mortgage upon the property of the corporation; no such 
bonds, however, shall be issued until the payment of the 
semi-annual interest is duly provided for by voluntary sub. 
scription or otherwise ; the trustees are also hereby empow- 
ered to purchase upon credit suitable grounds and buildings 
in which to keep the library of the corporation, with a re- 
served lien to the seller upon the property conveyed, or 
they may execute a mortgage upon the same for the pur- 
chase money, after taking a conveyance in fee simple of the 
same." 

7. And be it enacted, That to obtain books, periodicals, 
pamphlets, papers, and such property as said corporation 
may hold, and to keep up the brary and meet the current 
expenses ‘of the same, the directors, or a majority of, them, 
are hereby authorized and empowered to issue stovk for 
books, pamphlets, periodicals, and papers to be used in the 
library, the same as if such stock were first sold, and the 
proceeds thereof vested in such things; also to accept pres- 
ents, donations, and gifts of books, pamphlets, periodicals, 
papers and property, without issuing stock thereof, also to 
accept loans of hooks, pamphlets, periodicals, papers and 
property, to be used in the library for the care of them, also 
to publish a paper or periodical journal for the benefit of 
the library, and appropriate the profits arising therefrom to 
the library, also to give public literary or musical entertain- 
ments at which they may distribute by lot to patrons of the 
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entertainments a portion of the proceeds arising from the 
sale of tickets of admission, but no person is ever to be made 
to pay for the use and enjoyment of the books, pamphlets, 
periodicals, or papers of the corporation, and the library of 
the same is to be ever free to the gratuitous use and enjoy- 
ment of every citizen of the state of New Jersey, and of all 
good citizens of every state in the Union who shall conform 
to the rules and regulations that may from time to time be 
made and adopted by the directors for the care, preserva- 
tion and safety to the books and property of the corpora- 
tion ; the library, moreover, is to be kept open to the nse 
and enjoyment of the public during such hours of the day 
and night as may be deemed proper by the board of direc- 
tors. 

8. And be it enacted, That the directors, or a majority of 
them, are hereby authorized to employ such agents, assist- 
ants, and additional directors as they may deem necessary 
to collect books, pamphlets, periodicals and papers, to secure 
subscriptions and donations, and to give and conduct lite- 
rary and musical entertainments for the benefit of the 
library, but in such appointments and employments they are 
not to involve the corporation in debt, nor incur for it any 
liabilities beyond its ready means of meeting them. 

9. And be it enacted, That should the corporation hereby 
created at any time cease to keep a library for the public 
use as contemplated by this act, then the books, pamphlets, 
_ periodicals, and papers, and property which may have been 
given or loaned to the library, shall be restored to those 
who gave or loaned them, and the books, pamphlets, peri- 
odicals, and papers, and property which may have heen ac- 
quired otherwise than by gift or loan, shall be equitably di- 
vided, or sold and the proceeds thereof be equitably and 
equally divided among the stockholders according to the 
shares of stock held by each one. 

— 10. And be tt enacted, That this act be deemed a public 
act, and shall take effect immediately.

is desirous of an act of incorporation, that its purposes 

may be more effectually subserved ; therefore, 

1, BEIT ENACTED dy the Senate and General Assembly of Names or. 
the State of New Jersey, That Thomas B. Peddie, Edgar 
Farmer, Noah F. Blanchard, Leopold Graf, William John- 
son, James M. Durand, Horace Alling, David Campbell, 
Martin R. Dennis, Nicholas J. Demarest, Joseph J. Meeker, 
Walter M. Conger, John M. Philips, Philetus W. Vail, Fer- 
dinand Kuehnhold, John T. Leverich, Eli H. Reynolds, 
Christopher Nugent, David M. Meeker, Albert M. Holbrook, 
Phineas Jones, George Peters, William D. Russell, Charles

CHAPTER CCCXXYVI. 


An Act to authorize The Thomas [ron Company to construct 
a Railroad from their Iron Mines, in the County of Sussex, 
to the Ogden Mine Railroad. 


1. Be rr enwacten by the Senate and General Assembly of May lay out, 
the State of New Jersey, That it shall be lawful for The ana gene 
Thomas Iron Company, a body incorporated under a law of "™* 
the state of Pennsylvania, and the directors thereof, are 
hereby invested with full power to lay out, construct, use 
and maintain a railroad with one or more tracks, in the 
county of Sussex, to run from their iron mines in the Wa Wa Route of 
Yonda Valley to the northerly terminus of the Ugden Mine © 
Railroad, with the privilege of connecting with any other 
railroad between the points above named, and to run engines 
and cars on said road for the transportation of iron ores 
and other materials, and to contract with any other company | 
for operating the same, the consent of said railroad com- 
panies to connect therewith, being first had and obtained, 
the land to be taken for said railroad not to exceed one 
hundred feet in width, and when the same shall cross any 
public highway, a crossing shall be made and maintained in 
good repair so as not unnecessarily to impede the travel or 
interfere with the public convenience; provided, that a 
majority of the directors of the said company shall be resi- 
dents of the state of New Jersey. 

2. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said 
company, its agents, engineers, and any other person or per- 
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sons in their employ, to enter from time to time upon all 
lands and premises necessary for the purpose of exploring, 
surveying, and locating the said road, doing thereunto no 
unnecessary damage, and when said road shall be located, 
to acquire the right of way for such road by purchase or 
agreement from or with the owner or owners of the lands 
over which the same may be laid out; and any deed or agree- 
ment made between said company and the landholder or 
landholders, shall be valid and effectual in law, and said 
company and its lessees shall and may hold and use said 
railroad and its appurtenances, when constructed, as a part 
of their property. 

3. And be it enacted, That when the said company or its 
agents cannot agree with the owner or owners of such 
required lands or materials, for the use or purchase thereof, 
or when by the legal incapacity or absence of such owner or 
owners no such agreement can be made, a particular descrip- 
tion of the land or materials, so required for the use of said 
company in the construction of said road, shall be given in 
writing, under the oath or affirmation of some engineer or 
proper agent of the company, and also the name or names 
of the occupant or occupants, if any there be, and of the 
owner or owners if known, and their residence, if the same 
can be ascertained, to one of the justices of the supreme 
court of this state, who shall cause the said company to give 
notice thereof to the persons interested, if known and in 
this state, or if unknown and out of this state, to make pub- 
lication thereof, as he shall direct, for any time not less than 
ten days, and to assign a particular time and place for the 
appointment of the commissioners hereinafter named, at 
which time upon satisfactory evidence to him of the service 
or publication of such notice aforesaid, he shall appoint 
under his hand and seal, three disinterested, impartial and 
judicious freeholders, residents in the county in which the 
land or materials in controversy lie or the owners reside, 
commissioners to examine and appraise the said land or 
materials, and to assess the damages upon such notice to be 
given to the persons interested, as shall be directed by the 
justice making such appointment, to be expressed therein, not 
less than ten days; and it shall be the duty of said commis- 
sioners, (having first taken and subscribed an oath or 
affirmation before some person duly authorized to administer 
an oath, faithfully and impartially to examine the matter 
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in question and to make a true report according to the best 
of their skill and understanding) to meet at the time and 
place appointed, and to proceed to view and examine the 
said land or materials, and to make a just and equitable 
estimate or appraisement of the value of the same, and 
assessment of damages as shall be paid by the company for 
such lands or materials and damages aforesaid, which report 
shall be made in writing, under the hands and seals of the 
said commissioners, or any two of them, and filed within 
ten days thereafter, together with the aforesaid description 
of the land or materials, and the appointment and oaths or 
affirmations aforesaid in the clerk’s office of the county in 
which the land or materials are situate, to remain of 
record therein, which report or a copy thereof certified by 
the clerk of said county, shall at all times be considered as 
plenary evidence of the right of said company to have, 
hold, use, occupy, possess and enjoy the said land or mate- 
rials, or of the said owner or owners to recover the amount 
of said valuation with interest and cost in an action of debt, 
in any court of competent jurisdiction, in a suit to be insti- 
tuted against the company, if they shall neglect or refuse to 
pay the same for twenty days after demand made of their 
treasurer, and shall from time to time constitute a lien upon 
the property of the company in the nature of a mortgage ; 
and the said justice of the supreme court shall upon appli- 
cation of either party, and on reasonable notice to the others, 
tax and allow such costs, fees and expenses to the justice 
of the supreme court, commissioners, clerks and other per- 
sons performing any of the duties prescribed in this section, 
as they or he shall think equitable and right, which shall be 
paid by the company; provided always, that if the said 
company or the owner or owners of any of the land or 
materials, feel himself, herself or themselves aggrieved by 
the decision of the commissioners aforesaid, he, she or they 
may appeal to the next circuit court in the county wherein 
the said land or materials may lie. 

4. And be it enacted, That every appeal from the decision 
of the commissioners appointed under the preceding section 
shall be made in writing, and in the form of a petition to 
said court, and filed with the clerk of the said circuit court, 
of the county wherein the lands or materials appraised by 
the said commissioners shall lie, and notice in writing of 
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such appeal shall be given to the opposite party within ten 
days alter the filing thereof, which proceeding shall vest in 
the circuit court full right to hear and adjudge the same, 
and to direct a proper issue for the trial of said controversy 
to be formed between the said parties, and to order a jury 
to be struck and a view of the premises to be had, and the 
said issue to be tried at the next term of said court to be 
holden in the said county, upon the like notice and in the 
same manner as other issues in the said court are tried; 
and it shall be the duty of the said jury to assess the value 
of the said land or materials and damages sustained, and if 
they shall find a greater sum than the said commissioners 
shall have awarded in favor of the said owner or owners, 
then judgment thereon, with costs, shall be entered against 
the said company and execution awarded therefor; but if 
the said jury shall be applied for by the owner or owners, 
and shall find a less sum than the company shall have offered 
or the said commissioners shal] have awarded, then the said 
costs to be paid by said applicant or applicants, and either 
deducted out of the said sum found by the said jury or 
execution awarded therefor, as the said court shall direct; 
but such application shall not prevent the company from 
taking the said land upon filing the aforesaid report; pro- 
vided, that in no case whatever shall said company enter 
upon or take possession of any land of any person or per- 
sons for the purpose of actually constructing said railroad, 
or of making any erection or improvements whatever, or 
otherwise appropriating said lands to the use of said com- 
pany until they have paid to the party or parties entitled 
to receive the same the amount assessed by the commissioners 
as the value of such land or damages, in case the report of 
commissioners is not appealed from, or if the same is 
appealed from then the amount which shall be found by the . 
jury by whom the issue shall be tried; but in case the party 
or parties entitled to receive the amount assessed by the 
commissioners in case there shall be no appeal found by the 
jury, and in case of appeal shall refuse, upon tender thereof 
being made, to receive the same, or shall be out of the state, 
or under legal disability, then the payment of the amount 
assessed or found as aforesaid into the circuit court of the 
county wherein the said land lies shall be deemed a valid 
and legal payment; and further, that the party or parties 


entitled to receive the amount assessed by the commissioners 
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may, vpon tender thereof being made, receive the same 
without being barred thereby from his, her or their appeal 
from the report of the commissioners. 

5. And be it enacted, That as soon as the said railroad or 
any part thereof is in operation, the president of the said 
company shall file under oath or affirmation a statement of 
the amount of the cost of the said railroad, including equip- 
ment, appendages and all expenses, in the office of the sec- 
retary of state, and annually thereafter, on the first Monday 
of January of each year, he shall under oath or affirmation, 
make a statement to the secretary of state of the cost of said 
road and of equipment, appendages and expenses of said 
road; and after the said railroad or any part thereof shall 
be in operation, the said corporation shall pay to the treas- 
urer of this state, a tax of one-half of one per centum on the 
cost of equipment and appendages of said road, to be paid 
annually thereafter on the first Monday of January of each 
year, aud such other taxes as may be assessed from time to 
time by a general law, applicable to all railroads over which 
the legialature shall have power for that purpose at the time 
of the passage of such law or laws, and until the said rail- 
road or any part thereof shall be in operation, the said cor- 
poration shall be recularly assessed and pay tax for the value 
of its real estate, including improvements thereon, and per- 
sonal property as now taxed in the city or cities, township 
or townships wherein it lies, at the same time and rate and 
in the same manner for the same purposes, and by the same 
person or persons as the other taxes assessed in said city or 
cities, township or townships ; provided, that no other tax or 
taxes shall be levied or assessed upon said corporation for 
said property. 

6. And be wz enacted, That if any person shall willfully 
impair, injure, destroy or obstruct the use of the railroad 
enjoyed under the provisions of this act, or of any of their 
necessary works, wharves, bridges, carriages or machines, 
such person or persons so offending, shall forfeit and pay to 
said company the sum of fifty dollars, to be by them recov- 
ered in any court having competent jurisdiction, in an action 
of debt, and further, shall be liable for all damages sustained. 

T. Alnd be it enacted, That this act shall take effect im- 
mediately.

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CHAPTER CCCXKXVIL. 
An Act to incorporate the Highland Railroad Company. 


Names of 1. Be IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
corporators: the State of New Jersey, That Richard A. Leonard, Andrew 
Mount, John H. Patterson, William 8S. Mount, Edward M. 
Hartshorne, John Hopping and Joseph G. Mount, and such 
other persons as may hereafter be associated with them, 
shall be and are hereby ordained, constituted and declared 
to be a body corporate and politic, in fact and in law, by 

Corporate the name of * The Highland Railroad Company,” and by 

powers, that name they and their successors shall and may have con- 
tinual succession, and shall be persons in law capable of 
suing and being sued, pleading and being impleaded, an- 
swering and being answered unto, defending and being de- 
fended in all courts and places whatsoever; and shall have 
power to make and use a common seal, and the same at 
pleasure to alter; and they and their successors, by the 
name and style shall be capable of purchasing, holding and 
conveying any lands, tenements, goods and chattels whatso- 
ever necessary or expedient to the objects of this incorpora- 
tion. 

Capital stock 2. And be it enacted, That the capital stock of said com- 
pany shall consist of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars, 
with liberty to increase the same to three hundred thousand 
dollars, and shall be divided into shares of one hundred dol- 
Jars each, which shall be deemed personal property, and 
shall be transferable in such manner as the by-laws of the 
said corporation shall direct. 

Election of 3. Jind be tt enacted, That the above named persons may 

directors. gpen books to receive subscriptions to the capital stock of 
said corporation at such time or times, and at such place or 
places, as they or a majority of them may think proper; and 
at the time of subscribing for said stock ten per centum on 
each share subscribed shall be paid to said commissioners ; 
that whenever there shall be five hundred shares of said 
stock subscribed, the said commissioners may give notice 
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for a meeting of the stockholders to choose seven directors, 
a majority of whom shall be residents of this state; and 
such election shall be nade at the time and place appointed 
for that purpose, either in person or by Jawful proxy, each 
share of the capital stock entitling the holder thereof to one 
vote; and the said above named persons or any three of 
them, shall be inspectors of the first election of directors of 
the said incorporation, and shall certify under their hands

as many sets of tracks and rails as they may deem necessary; 
and it shall be lawful for the said president and directors, 
their agents, superintendents, engineers or others in their 
employ, to enter at all times upon all lands or water, for 
the purpose of exploring, surveying, leveling or laying out 
the route of such railroad, and of locating the same, and to 
do and erect all necessary works, buildings and appendages 
thereof, doing no unnecessary injury to private or other 
property; and when the route of such road shall have been 
determined upon, and a survey of such route deposited in 
the office of the secretary of state, then it shall be lawful for 
the said company, by its officers, agents, engineers, superin- 
tendents, contractors, workmen, and other persons in their 
employ, to enter upon, take possession of, hold, have, use, 
occupy and excavate any such lands, and to erect embank- 
ments, bridges and all other works necessary, to lay rails, 
and to do all other things which shall be suitable or neces- 
sary for the completion or repair of the said road, first 
making such compensation as is hereinafter provided. 

7. And be it enacted, That if the owners of the land upon 
which such railroad shall be made, shall not be willing to 
give the same for such purpose, and the said company and 
the owner cannot agree as to the price of the same, it shall 
be the duty of any judge of the court of common pleas of the 
county in which the said disputed lands shall lie, who is 
disinterested in the premises, upon the application of either 
party, and after ten days’ notice, in writing, to the other 
party of such application, and after hearing the parties, to

amount of any award or report so made in behalf of any 
such person, such specification, under oath, of the land re- 
quired, and nétice or publication thereof having been made 
and given, as said judge shall have directed, into the court 
of chancery, to the clerk thereof, subject to the order of said 
court, for the use of said owner or owners; all of which said 
proceedings, as well under this as the preceding section of 
this act, shall be at the proper cost and charge of the said 
corporation, except in cases of appeal above provided for ;

9. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the said 
company to construct and keep in repair good and sufficient 
bridges and passages over or under the said railroad where 
any public or other roads shall cross the same, so that the 
passage of carriages, horses and cattle on the said road shall 
not be impeded thereby; and also where the said road shall 
intersect any farm or lands of any individual, to provide and 
Keep in repair suitable wagon ways over or under said road, 
so that he may pass the same. 

10, And be it enacted, That the president and directors of 
the said company shall have power to construct or purchase 
with the funds of the company, and to place and run on said 
railroad all machinery, engines, cars, wagons, carriages or 
vehicles for the transportation of persons or any species of 
property thereon as they may think expedient, right or 
reasonable; and they are hereby authorized to demand and 
receive such sum or sums of money for the transportation

11. And be it enacted, That the said company may pur- 
chase, have, hold and occupy such real estate at or near the 
commencement and termination of said road, and at such 
points along the line of said road as may be necessary for 
the convenient transaction of business, and may erect and 
build thereon warehouses and such other buildings and 
improvements as they may deem expedient for the safety of 
their property and other uses appertaining to their business, 
and take and receive the rents, profits and emoluments 
thereof. 

12. And be it enacted, That if any person shall willfully 
injure, impair, destroy or obstruct the use of the railroad 
constructed under the provisions of this act by the said com- 
pany, or any of their necessary works, wharves, bridges, 
carriages or machines, such person or persons shall forfeit 
and pay to the said company the sum of fifty dollars, to be 
by them recovered in any court having competent jurisdic- 
tion in an action of debt, and further shall be liable for all 
damages. 

13. And be zt enacted, That as soon as said railroad or any 
part of it is in operation, the president of the said company 
shall file, under oath or affirmation, a statement of the cost 
of said railroad, including equipments, appendages and all 
expenses, in the office of the secretary of state, and annually 
thereafter on the first Monday in January of each year he 
shall, under oath or affirmation, make a statement to the 
secretary of state of the cost, equipment, appendages and 
expenses of said road; and after the said railroad or any

5. And be it enacted, That four directors of said corpora- 
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tion shall he competent to transact all business of said cor- 
poration, and shall have power to call in the capital stock 
of said corporation, to be paid by such installments, and at 
such times as they may direct ; and in case of the non-pay- 
ment of such installments, or any of them, to forfeit the 
share or shares upon which such default shall arise, or at 
their option to sue for and recover the installments due and 
unpaid, to make such by-laws, rules and regulations as shall 
appear proper concerning the business of said corporation, 
and to appoint such officers, clerks and servants, and fix for 
them such salaries and wages as to them shall seem proper. 

6. And be it enacted, That said corporation shall have 
power and authority to lay down and construct a railroad, 
with necessary turnouts and switches from some point at or 
near the present depot (located between Milton avenue and 
Cherry street) of the New York division of the Penusylva- 
nia Central Railroad Company in the city of Rahway, 
thence along any street or streets already opened or which 
may hereafter be opened; to the eastern boundary of said 
city, also from some starting point, connecting if necessary 
with the route hereinbefore mentioned, through any street 
or streets, already opened or to be opened in said city; to 
any point either at or near the western or northern city 
boundary, or the points in the townships of Linden, Clark 
and Woodbridge, or any of them; provided, that the right 
to construct said railroad through any of the streets or roads 
within the city of Rahway shall not vest in the said cor- 
poration until consent shall be first had and obtained of the 
common council of said city, or through the roads of any of 
said townships without the consent of the township commit- 
tee of such townships. 

1. And be tt enacted, That if it is deemed necessary in 
laying the route of any part of said road for the said com- 
pany, to locate the same through private property they are 
authorized to take the lands required for such purpose, not 
exceeding thirty feet in width; and it shall be lawful for the 
said company, their officers, agents, engineers, superintend- 
ents and others in their employ to enter at all times upon all 
lands, bridges and waters for the purpose of exploring, 
leveling, surveying and laying out the route of said railroad, 
and of locating, and of subsequently altering the location 
thereof, doing no unnecessary damage to private property, 
and when any part of the route and location of such road, 
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or the alteration or location shall have been determined 
upon, then it shall be lawful for the said company, its officers, 
engineers, agents, superintendents, contractors, workmen 
and other persons in their employ, to enter upon, take 
possession of, hold, have, use, occupy and excavate any such 
lands, and to erect embankments, bridges and all other 
works necessary to lay rails and to do all other things which 
shall be suitable or necessary for the completion or repairs 
of said road, subject to such compensation as is hereinafter 
provided ; provided always, that the payment or tender of 
payment of all damages for the occupancy of private lands 
through which the said railroad may be laid out, be made 
before said company or any person under their direction or 
employ, shall enter upon or break ground in the premises, 
except for the purpose of surveying and laying out the said: 
road unless the consent of the owner or owners of such land 
be had and obtained. 

8. And be it enacted, That when the said company or its: 
agents cannot agree with the owner or owners of such 
required lands or materials for the use or purchase thereof, 
or when by reason of the legal incapacity or absence of such 
owner or owners no such agreement can be made, a particu- 
lar description of the lands or materials so required for the 
use of said company, in the construction of said road, shall 
be given in writing, under the oath or affirmation of some 
engineer or proper agent of the company; and also the 
name or names of the occupant or occupants, if any there 
be, and of the owner or owners, if known, and their resi- 
dence, if the same can be ascertained, to one of the justices 
of the supreme court of this state, who shall cause the said 
company to give notice thereof to the persons interested, if 
known and in this state, or if unknown or out of this state. 
to make publication thereof as he shall direct, for any time 
not less than ten days, and to assign a particular time and 
place for the appointment of the commissioners hereinafter 
named, at which time, upon satisfactory evidence to him of 
the service or publication of such notice aforesaid, he shall 
appoint, under his hand and seal, three disinterested, impar- 
tial and judicious freeholders, residents of this. state, 
commissioners to examine and appraise the land or mate- 
rials, and to assess the damages, upon such notice to be 
given to the person interested, as shall be directed by the 
justice making such appointment to be expressed therein, 
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not less than ten days; and it shall be the duty of the said 
commissioners (haviug first taken and subscribed an oath or 
affirmation before some person duly authorized to administer 
an oath, faithfully and impartially to examine the matter in 
question, and to make a true report, according to the best 
of their skill and understanding) to meet at the time and 
place appointed, and proceed to view and examine the said 
lands or materials, and to make a just and equitable esti- 
inate or appraisement of the value of the same, and assess- 
ment of damages as shall be paid by the said company for 
such lands or materials and damages aforesaid, which re- 
port shall be made in writing, under the hands and seals of 
the said commissioners, or any two of them, and filed within 
ten days thereafter, together with the aforesaid description 
of the land or materials, and the appointment and oaths or 
- affirmations aforesaid, in the clerk’s office of the county in 
which the lands or materials are situated, to remain on re- 
cord therein ; which report, or a copy thereof, certified by 
the clerk of the said county, shall at all times be considered 
as plenary evidence of the right of the said company to have, 
hold, use, occupy, possess and enjoy the said land or mate- 
rials, or of the said owner or owners to recover the amount 
of said valuation, with interest and costs, in an action of 
debt in any court of competent jurisdiction, in a suit to be 
instituted against the company, if they shall neglect or re- 
fuse to pay the same for twenty days after the demand of 
their treasurer, and shall from time to time constitute a lien 
upon the property of the company in the nature of a mort. 
gage; and the said justice of the supreme court shall, on ap- 
plication of either party, and on reasonable notice to the 
other, tax and allow such costs, fees and expenses to the 
justice of the supreme court, commissioners, clerks, and 
other persons performing any of the duties prescribed in 
this section ag they or he shall think equitable and right, 
which shall be paid by said company. 

J. And be it enacted, That in case the said company or 
the owner or owners of the said land or materials shall be 
dissatisfied with the report of the commissioners named in 
the preceding section, and shall apply to the justice of the 
supreme court at the next term after the filing of the said 
report, the court shall have the power, upon good cause 
shown, to set the same aside, and thereupon to direct a 
proper issne for the trial of the said controversy to be 
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formed between the said parties, and to order a jury to be 
struck and a view of the premises or materials to be had, 
and the said issue to be tried at the next circuit court to be 
holden in the said county, upon the like notice and in the 
same manner as Other issues in the said court are tried ; 
and it shall be the duty of the said jury to assess the value 
of the said land or material and damages sustained, and if 
they shall find a greater sum than the commissioners shall 
have awarded in favor of the said owner or owners, then 
judgment thereon with costs shall be entered against the 
said company, and execution awarded therefor: but if the 
said jury shall be applied for by the said owner or owners, 
and shall find the same ora less sum than the company shall 
have offered or the said commissioners awarded, then the 
said costs to be paid hy said applicant or applicants, and 
either deducted out of the said sum found by the said jury 
or execution awarded therefor, as the court shall direct ; but 
such application shall not prevent the company from taking 
the land or materials upon filing the aforesaid report, the 
value and damages being first paid, or upon a refusal to re- 
ceive the same upon a tender thereof, or the owners thereof 
being under any legal disability, the same being first paid 
into the court of chancery. 

10. And be it enacted, That the track laid by said corpo- 
ration shall be of the same width as the wagon track, now 
established by law, and the same shall be Jaid in all the 
streets within the limits of said city level with the surface 
of said streets, and in conformity with the grades thereof, 
which now are or hereafter nay be established by the muni- 
cipal authority of said city, and in all cases the rails of such 
track shall be so laid as to present no unnecessary obstruc- 
tions to, or in any way interfere with the wagons or other 
vehicles turning or crossing said streets or roads through or 
over which said road or its turnouts or switches may be 
jaid. 

11, And be it enacted, That the said corporation may pur- 
chase, have and hold real estate at each terminus of said 
road, and at such other places, not exceeding threc, along 
the line of said road as they may desire, not however, 
exceeding three acres at each place, or fifteen acres in the 
ageregate, and may erect and build thereon houses, depots, 
wareliouses, stables, machine shops and such other buildings 
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and improvements as may be necessary for carrying out the 
objects of said corporation. 

12. nd be it enacted, That the president and directors 
of said corporation shall declare and make such dividends 
as they may deem prudent and proper from time to time, 
out of the net profits of the said railroad. 

13. And be it enacted, That the president and directors 
of.said corporation shall have power to purchase or to have 
constructed, with the fands of said corporation all such 
inachinery, cars, wagons, carriages or other vehicles, for 
the transportation of persons or property on their railroad, 
as they may think fit, expedient or right, and also to pur- 
chase such horses or mules as they shall deem fit for the 
purpose of said corporation ; provided, however, that no steam 
power shall be used as a motive power upon said railroad; 
and that they are hereby authorized to demand and receive 
such sum or sums of money for the transfer of persons or 
property upon said railroad as they shall think reasonable 
and proper; provided, that not more than ten cents shall be 
demanded or received for conveying any person from any 
one point to another point upon said railroad. 

14. And be it enacted, That if any person or persons shall 
willfully or maliciously impair, injure, destroy or obstruct 
said railroad, or any of its works, turnouts, switches, car- 
riages, animals, machines or machinery, such person or per- 
sons shall forfeit and pay therefor to said corporation three 
times the amount of damages sustained by means of such 
injury, to be recovered in the name of said corporation with 
costs of suit, in any court having cognizance of the same. 

15. And be it enacted, That the said corporation shall 
have power to borrow such sum or sums of money from time 
to time, as shall be necessary to build, construct, repair, 
equip said road, and to secure tae payment thereof by bond 
and mortgage, or otherwise on said railroad, lands, privi- 
leges, franchises and appurtenances of said corporation, at a 
rate of interest not exceeding seven per centum per anoum. 

16. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for said 
corporation at any time to make contracts and engagements 
with any other corporation, or with individuals, for operating 
said railroad, for transporting or conveying any kind of 
goods, merchandize, freight or passengers, and to enforce 
the fulfillment of such contracts, and to demand and receive 
for such transportation by them carried over the road of 
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any other company, the same rates of fare and tolls as said 
corporation are entitled to receive by virtue of this act, for 
transportation aud passage over their road, and also to con- 
nect with any railroad or railroads in said city or townships; 
now incorporated, or hereafter to be incorporated, upon 
such terms and condition as may be agreed upon between 
them, and not inconsistent with their respective charters. 

17. And be it enacted, That as soon as said road, or any 
part thereof, shall be in operation, the president of said cor- 
poration shall file, under oath or affirmation, a statement of 
the cost and equipments of said railroad in the office of 
the comptroller, and annually thereafter he shall, under 
oath or affirmation, make a statement to the comptroller of 
the proceeds and expenses of said road; said corporation 
shall pay to the treasurer of this state a tax of one-half of 
one per centum on the cost of the said road and its equip- 
ments, to be paid annually on the first Monday in January 
of each year. 

18. And be it enacted, That said company shall, within the 
limits of the city of Rahway, in all things be subject to the 
provisions of the charter and ordinances of said city now or 
hereafter to be in force ; whenever any street or road in said 
city occupied by said company, with their tracks or turn- 
outs, shall be paved by order of the common council of said 
city, the company shall pay the costs and expenses of pav- 
ing between the rails of their tracks and turnouts, the said 
cost and expense to be assessed upon the said company as 
directed by the city charter for assessing the costs and ex- 
penses of paving any street in said city; and the said assess- 
ment shall become a lien upon the property of said com- 
pany within the said city in the same manner that similar 
assessments are a lien upon real estate therein; and that 
whenever the said company shall occupy with their tracks 
or turnouts any street within said city which before the time 
of such occupation had been paved, they shall pay to the 
said city such amount of the costs and expenses of said pave- 
ments as may have been expended in paving between the 
rails of said tracks and turnouts as shall relay said pavement 
and place the same in as good repair as the same was at the 
time of such occupation by them; the said money shall be 
paid by said city to the persons owning property along said 
street at the time of said payment, proportionately to the 
amount of the whole original cost and expenses of said pave- 
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ment actually paid by the owners of said property; and fur- 
ther, that said company shall keep the pavement between 
their rails in repair at their own expense. | 

19. And be it enacted, That the governor, chancellor, 
judges of the supreme court and members and officers of the 
legislature be entitled to ride free on said road. 

20, And be it enacted, That it shall be competent for the 
legislature of this state to alter, amend or repeal this act or 
any portion thereof. 

91. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect im- 
mediately.

An Act for the relief of the Franklin Street Methodist 
Episcopal Church in Newark, and to enable their Trustees 
to sell lands. 


WHEREAS, In the year one thousand eight hundred and forty, 
a deed was made by Sarah Lyon, of the city of Newark, 


to William Sandford, and six other persons, as trustees of 


the Methodist Hpiscopal Church in Franklin street (and 
therein describing them as such), and to their successors 
and assigns, of a lot of land in Newark, which has been 
used and occupied by the said church as a burial ground, 
and burial lots and privileges have been sold in the same 
to various persons, but the same is now unused by the 
owners of the said lots and privileges, and is liable to be 
neglected, and at the present time is a source of annoy- 
ance to the neighborhood: and whereas, it has recently 
been discovered that the aforesaid deed should have been 
made to the Trustees of the Franklin Street Methodist 
Episcopal Church, by their corporate name, and a majority 
of the said persons named as trustees in said deed having 
conveyed all their title and interest to the said corpora- 
tion, but all of the others of the said persons named in 
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said deed having died, or removed from the state, no relief 
can be obtained through them; for a remedy therefor in 
the premises, 

Title vested == 1, BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General .issembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the title to the said lot of 
land is hereby to be vested and confirmed in the said the 
Trustees of the Franklin Street Methodist Episcopal Church 
in Newark, as a religious corporation, according to the true 
intent of the said grantor, and of the conveyance made of 
the said lot of land as hereinbefore mentioned.

power to purchase and hold in fee a tract of land, not 
exceeding eighty acres, not more than four miles from the 
city of Plainfield, in the county of Union, which said land 
may be located in either of the counties of Union, Middle- 
sex or Somerset, for the purposes of a cemetery, and to lay 
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out and divide such tract as may be purchased, into sub-lots, 
and to sell and dispose thereof for the purposes of burial 
only, subject to such conditions, regulations and restrictions 
as may be made and established by such corporation, and 
shall have power to erect on said land such buildings and 
accommodations as the managers may deem suitable and 
necessary for the uses and purposes of the cemetery, and 
make good and sufficient deed or deeds of conveyance to 
purchasers of sub-lots or plots, under their corporate seal, 
signed by the president and secretary, with the privilege of 
the several avenues, walks, passages and other accommoda- 
tions therein and thereunto belonging; and transfer of such 
sub-lots or rights thereunto may be made by the owner or 
owners thereof by simple assignment annexed to said deed, 
but shall not be valid until the assignment is recorded on 
the books of said corporation. 

3. And be it enacted, That the affairs of said corporation 
shall be managed by a board of not less than nine nor more 
than fifteen managers; the first board shall be composed of 
the persons above named as corporators, whose term of office 
shall continue until the first Monday in March, in the year 
one thousand eight hundred and seventy-four, on which day 
and annually thereafter, on such day, at such place, and sub- 
ject to such regulations as the said corporators shall pre- 
scribe; an election for managers shall be held, who shall 
hold their offices for one year, and until others are chosen in 
their stead.

An Act to Incorporate the Lambertville Building and Loan 
Savings Bank. 


1. Be IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That William V. Cooley, Richard 
McDowell, Charles A. Skillman, Augustus C. Barber, John 
Groman, Nelson V. Young, John C. Reeve, and such other 
persons as may be associated with them shall be, and they 
are hereby constituted and declared a body corporate and 
politic, in law and fact, by the name of “ The Lambertville 
Building and Loan Savings Bank,” to be located in the city 
of Lambertville, county of Hunterdon, in said state, and by 
that name, style and title shall have continued succession, 
and shall be capable of purchasing, leasing, mortgaging and 
conveying any lands, tenements, goods and chattels, and to 
let inoney at interest, and to secure the payment thereof as. 
hereinafter provided, and to do all things necessary to carry 
out the objects of said corporation hereby created. 

2. Aind be it enacted, That the capital stock of said asso- 
ciation shall be one hundred thousand dollars, with the 
privilege of increasing the same from time to time, to any 
sum not exceeding two hundred thousand dollars, divided 
into shares of fifty dollars each, each stockholder being 
entitled, in person or by proxy, to as many votes as he or 
she holds shares of said stock, which shall be deemed per- 
sonal property, and transferable on the books of the associa- 
tion only; that two dollars on each share of stock shall he 
paid into the association each and every month, until the 
full amount of stock subscribed shall be fully paid up, at 
such time and place as the directors shall appoint, and that 
notice of said time and place of meeting shall be published 
in one newspaper published in the county of Hunterdon, at 
least one week previous to the time of said meeting; pro- 
vided, that any stockholder may fully pay up his or her full 
amount of stock subscribed for at any time that the directors 
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may agree to receive the same; and each stockholder shall 
be personally liable to double the amount of their stock. 

3. And be it enacted, That the property and business of 
said association shall be managed and directed by a board 
of directors, who shall be stockholders in said association, 
and shall be chosen annually, at such time and place in the 
county of Hunterdon, in such manner and upon such notice 
as the by-laws of said association shall direct, who shall 
serve for one year, and until others are elected ; that William 
V. Cooley, Richard McDowell, Charles A. Skillman, Augustus 
4. Barber, John Groman, Nelson V. Young, and John C. 
Reeve, shall appoint three judges or tellers to receive the 
votes for the first directors of this association under this 
‘charter; that the board of directors shall not be less than 
three nor more than nine directors; that the directors of 
said association shall choose one of their number president, 
and may appoint such other officers and agents as they shall 
deem expedient, fill vacancies in their own board until the 
next annual election, make by-laws, collect installments on 
stock, let money on interest to members and other persons 
of said association offering the highest premium, and declare 
dividends to stockholders entitled to receive them. 

4. And be it enacted, That each member of said associa- 
tion shall pay the sum of one dollar initiation fee upon each 
share of stock taken in said association ; that if any member 
owning stock in said association shall neglect or refuse to 
pay his or her installments, at the time and place appointed 
by the directors for the payment thereof, said members so 
neglecting shall pay a fine to said association of twenty-five 
cents on each share owned in said association by said 
delinquent, and in case any member of said association 
shall neglect or refuse to pay any installment for the space 
of six months after the same shall have decome due, such 
delinquent shall forfeit to said association all profits on his 
or her stock during the time such member shall so neglect 
to make such payment; that any person may become a 
member of said association, for the purpose of obtaining a 
loan, by paying to said association the sum of one dollar 
initiation fee for every loan of one hundred dollars obtained 
from said association; that no person shall be entitled to 
vote in said association, or to any profits or dividends, except 
npon stock owned by him or her upon which there has been 
no loan obtained from the association.

1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That it shal) be lawful for said 
The Easton and Amboy Railroad Company, which has been 
created as aforesaid, to have and hold such real estate, at 
any points along the line of said road where the directors 
may think proper to establish depots or construct side-tracks, 
and at or near either terminus of said railroad as the said 
directors may think proper for the purposes above men- 
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tioned; provided, however, that said company shall not have 
power to acquire any lands in the city of Perth Amboy, sit- 
uate east of that portion of State street, which is south of 
the northerly line of Alfred Hall’s lands ; nor shall they 
take by condemnation, nor without the consent of the 
owners any of the lands in said city of the Amboy Iron 
Company, or any of the lands or appurtenances to the lands 
of the heirs of Jos. D. Meredith, except any portion thereof 
located west of High street, as now laid out, extended 
northerly in a continuous straight line, and east of a line 
formed by the extension northerly of the westerly line of 
lands formerly of William A. Whitehead, now belonging to 
said company; and to erect and build thereon houses, ware- 
houses, machine shops, wharves, piers, slips, and such other 
buildings and improvements as they may deem expedient 
for the transhipment, handling and storing of coal and 
other freight, the convenience of passengers, the construc- 
tion, manufacture, or maintenance of cars and other articles 
used in the operation and maintenance of their road; and 
also to have and hold such wharves, docks, piers, land or 
lots, steamboats, sailing vessels, and such other facilities in 
the city of New York, or elsewhere, as may be necessary 
for their business, and to take and receive all rents, profits and 
emoluments thereof; provided, that before the said company 
shall have, hold or use, any of the lands of the state lying 
under tidal waters, the said company shall pay or cause to 
be paid, to the state of New Jersey, for such land under 
tidal waters, such sum of money or compensation as shall be 
fixed and determined by the commissioners appointed under 
the act entitled «‘ An act to ascertain the rights of the state, 
and of the riparian owners in the lands lying under the 
waters of the Bay of New York, and elsewhere,” approved 
April eleventh, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-four, 
and the several supplements thereto. 

2. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said 
company to build connecting lines or branches, from a con- 
venient point on their road, to the village of Clinton; and 
to build a branch to Flemington, and connect the same with 
the South Branch Railroad and the Flemington Railroad, 
or either of them; and a branch to Millstone, and connect 
the same with the Millstone and New Brunswick Railroad. 

3. And be it enacted, That if the said railroad company 
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shall find it necessary to change the location of any portion 
of any turnpike or other public road, they are hereby 
authorized and empowered so to do; provided, that such 
privilege shall not apply to any street or highway now 
graded or paved, in any incorporated city or town of this 
state, or any road or highway in the township of Raritan, 
or city of Perth Amboy, except those located upon the 
property of said company, and to occupy such portions of 
the turnpike or road as they may deem necessary or expe- 
dient, and in such case they shall cause the changed portion 
of such turnpike or public road to be reconstructed at their 
own expense, in as perfect a manner as the original road or 
turnpike, and to pay all damages done to real estate by 
such removal of roads and turnpikes. 

4. And be it enacted, That all the provisions of the present 
charter of The Haston and Amboy Railroad Company, except 
so far as the same may be altered by this act, shall extend 
and be applicable to the connecting lines and branches by 
this act authorized, in every respect as if the same had been 
authorized in the existing charter of said company ; and for 
the construction of the said connecting lines and branches 
and of the extension from Bound Brook to Perth Amboy 
the said company is hereby invested with the like rights and 
powers conferred by the charter of the Bound Brook and 
Kaston Railroad Company for the construction of its road, 
subject only to the like obligations, liabilities and conditions 
of that charter. 

5. Jind be it enacted, That in case the said company, or 
its agents, cannot agree with the owner or owners of any 
land or real estate which, by its present charter, or this sup- 
plement, it is or shall be authorized to hold at its several 
stations or depots and for side tracks, and at the termini, or 
of any land necessary to be occupied to change the location 
of any turnpike or other public road, or of any turnpike, 
the location whereof is to be changed, for the purchase of 
any such land or real estate, or in case it shall become 
desirable and useful in carrying out the provisions of this 
act, or of the original charter of said company, or of any of 
the supplements thereto, to take the lands or materials 
belonging to any other corporation or corporations not 
absolutely necessary to such corporation or corporations in 
the exercise of their franchise, all such lands and real estate 
may be taken and acquired by the said company, and the 
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damages occasioned thereby ascertained in the manner pro- 
vided in the existing charter of said company for obtaining 
the land for the route of said railroad, except so far as the 
said charter is altered or modified by this act. 

6. And be wt enacted, That said company shall have the 
right to an appeal from the report of commissioners, and the 
benefit of a trial by jury, according to the provisions of the 
ninth section of the act entitled “An Act to incorporate the 
Bound Brook and Easton Railroad Company,” notwith- 
standing any payment, tender, or payment into court, of the 
sum awarded by commissioners; provided, the company, at 
the time of such payment, tender, or payment into court, 
give or file notice that they intend to appeal from said 
award, and to apply for a trial by jury; and if the jury, in 
any case, assess a less sum than the award, judgment for the 
difference, with interest from the time of payiment, or pay- 
ment into court, and costs, shall be entered in favor of the 
company,-and against the owners or persons interested, and 
the same be satisfied, either out of the fund paid into court, 
or by execution, as on other judgments.

receive, have, hold, and enjoy any lands, tenements and 
hereditaments within the counties of Morris, Hudson, Sussex 
and Passaic, and goods and chattels of whatever kind and 
quality necessary for the purpose aforesaid, and the same, or 
either, or any part thereof to sell, grant, demise, alien and 
dispose of; and by that name they and their successors shall 
have all the powers conferred by an act entitled “ An act 
concerning corporations,’ approved February fourteenth, 
one thousand eight hundred and forty-six, and the several 
supplements thereto. 

2, ind be it enacted, That the capital stock of said com- Capitalstock. 
pany shall be two hundred and fifty thousand dollars, divided 
into shares of one hundred dollars each, which shall be 
deemed personal property, and it shall be lawful for said 
company to issue certificates in whole or in part payment for 
any real or personal estate purchased or leased by said com- 
pany for the purpose of their business aforesaid. 

3. /ind be it enacted, That the property and affairs of this Affairs to be 
company shall be managed by a board of directors, of not aboardofdi- 
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less than five nor more than nine stockholders, as the by-laws 
of said company shall prescribe, and the said board shall 
organize by appointing one of their number president, also 
by appointing a secretary and such other subordinate officers 
as they may deem necessary and proper. 

4, And be it enacted, That the amount of the capital stock

1, Br iv ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of Macon 
the State of New Jersey, That the Morris Canal and Bank- canal. 
ing Company, or their lessees, the Lehigh Valley Railroad 
Company, are hereby authorized and empowered to con- 
struct, operate, and maintain a branch canal with all neces- 
sary locks and planes, from a point in the main canal at or 
near Centerville, in Passaic county, to the Passaic river at 
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Dundee Lake, above the dam of the Dundee Water Power 
and Land Company. 

2. And be it enacted, That the Morris Canal and Banking 
Company, or their lessees, the Lehigh Valley Railroad Com- 
pany, are hereby authorized and empowered to obtain the 
right of way for the construction of said canal, locks and 
planes respectively, in the same manner as provided for the 
Dundee Water Power and Land Company, to obtain the 
right of way for their branch road, as provided in an act 
entitled “ A further supplement to the act entitled ‘An act 
to incorporate the Dundee Manufacturing Company,’” ap- 
proved March twentieth, one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-two.

Hendrie, and all such as may hereafter be associated with 
them, shall be and they are hereby created a body corporate

distribution, shall be dependent on the will of the majority

3. And be it enacted, That any person of unexceptionable 
moral character, complying with the requisition of the by- 
laws, shall be eligible to membership, and shall be elected 
as provided by the by-laws.

Episcopal Church, or by the annual conferences authorized 
by the said veneral conference, to preach and expound

William Congar, John D. Huntington and Joshua Conklin, 
trustees, and if any one or more of them be dead, then the 
legal representative or representatives of such as are dead, 
be and they are hereby authorized and empowered to convey 
by deed said premises, so transferred and conveyed to them 
in trust as aforesaid, to the said The Roseville Methodist 
Kpiscopal Church of Newark, which deed, when duly exe- 
cuted, shall vest the title to the said land and premises in 
the said The Roseville Methodist Episcopal Church of New- 
ark, in fee simple.

CHAPTER CCCCXXXIV. 


An Act to incorporate the City Fire Insurance Company of 
Jersey City, in the State of New Jersey. 


1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That all such persons as shall be- 
come stockholders to the capital stock hereinafter men- 
tioned, their successors and assigns, shall be and are hereby 
constituted and made a body politic and corporate, by the 
name and style of the «City Fire Insurance Company of 
Jersey City,” and the office of the said company shall be 
located at Jersey City, in the county of Hudson, in this 
state; and by that name shall be known in law, and have 
power to sue and be sued, to defend and be defended, in all 
courts, whether in law or in equity; and by that name may 
also have, purchase, possess and enjoy, to them and their 
successors, lands, tenements and hereditaments, goods, chat- 
tels and effects, of what nature or kind soever, necessary for 
the purpose of this corporation, and grant, demise, alien and 
dispose of the same at pleasure, for the benefit of the said 
corporation; and may also have a common seal, and alter 
and renew the same at pleasure; and also create and estab- 
lish such by-laws and regulations as shall seem necessary 
and expedient for the government of said corporation, and 
put the same into execution; provided, the same be not con- 
trary to the laws of this state or of the United states. 

2. nd be it enacted, That the capital stock of said com- 
pany shall be fifty thousand dollars, which shall be divided 
into shares of ten dollars each; and there shall be paid into 
the treasury of said corporation, by each subscriber of the 
capital stock at the time of subscribing, an installment of 
twenty-five per centum on the capital stock by him sub- 
scribed for, the remainder to be paid in in such installments 
at such times, and upon such notice, as the board of directors 
of said corporation may determine; and the said company 
shall not commence the business of insurance hereby 
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authorized until twenty-five thousand dollars of the capital 
herein authorized is actually paid into the treasury thereof. 

3. And be it enacted, That the business, property and 
affairs of said company shall be managed and conducted by 
seven directors, elected for two years, a majority of whom 
shall be citizens of this state; provided, that at the first elec- 
tion the said directors shall be divided into two equal 
classes, the term of the first class to expire on the first Mon- 
day of January next ensuing, or as soon thereafter as others 
may be elected in their place; and the term of the second 
class to expire on the first Monday in January in the follow- 
ing year, or as soon thereafter as others may be elected in 
their place, so that one-half may be chosen every year. 

4. And be it enacted, That there shall be an annual elec- 
tion of directors on the first Monday in January in every 
year, to fill the vacancies of those whose term shall have ex- 
pired, to be held at the office of the company, or such other 
place as a majority of the directors may designate, of which 
said election a public notice shall be given by the secretary, 
in two newspapers published in the city of Jersey City, at 
least two weeks previous to the time of holding the same; 
that such election shall be held under the direction of three 
stockholders appointed by the directors, shall be by ballot, 
by plurality of votes of the stockholders, and each share of 
stock shall entitle its owner to one vote at each election, to 
be given either in person or by proxy; and if any of the 
directors shall die or refuse to act for the space of three 
months successively, then, in every such case the remaining 
directors shall have power to fill such vacancy or vacancies 
for the unexpired term thereof; that in case it should happen 
an election for directors should not be held on the day when 
pursuant to this act it ought to have been held, the said cor- 
poration shall not for that cause be dissolved, but it shall 
and may be lawful to hold such election on any other day 
appointed by the beard of directors, and that the office and 
records of the company shall be kept in the city of Jersey 
City, in the county of Hudson, in this state. 

5. “ind be it enacted, That Garret 8. Boice, Herbert KR. 
Clarke, A.J. Dittmar, James Keary, Henry Traphagen shall 
be commissioners to receive subscriptions to the capital 
stock of said company, and when the said stock shall be sub- 
scribed for and paid in, as mentioned in the second section 
of this act, the commissioners shall call a meeting of the 
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stockholders by an advertisement published at least two 
weeks previously in two newspapers published in the city of 
Jersey City, stating the time and place at which such meet- 
ing of the stockholders shall be held, who shall, by ballot, 
elect the first directors of said company; said commission- 
ers shall appoint three stockholders inspectors of said elec- 
tion; and should there be any deaths or resignations among 
the commissioners above appointed, then the remainder shall 
elect others to supply the vacancy or vacancies so occasioned. 

6. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the di- 
rectors, on organizing the company, and annually thereafter, 
to choose one of their number to be president, to serve for 
the ensuing year or until another shall be chosen; and in 
case of the death, resignation or inability to serve of the 
president, such vacancy may be filled by the board of direc- 
tors for the remainder of the term; and in case of the ab- 
sence of the president, the board of directors shall have 
power to appoint a president pro tempore, who shall exer- 
cise all such powers and duties as the president might ex- 
ercise. 

7. lind be it enacted, That the board of directors for the 
time being shall have power to appoint, during their pleas- 
ure, a secretary and such other officers as they shall deem 
necessary for carrying on the business of the company, and 
allow them respectively such compensation for their services 
as may in their judgment be deemed reasonable. 

8. And be zt enacted, That said company shall have 
power: first, to make insurance upon vessels, freights, goods, 
wares and merchandize, and to make all and every insur- 
ance connected with marine risks and the risks of transpor- 
tation and inland navigation; second, to make insurance 
upon dwelling-houses, stores, and all kinds of buildings, and 
upon household furniture, merchandize, and other property, 
against loss or damage by fire, upon such rates and condi- 
tions as shall be contained in the policy of insurance ; third, 
to cause themselves to be insured when deemed expedient. 

9. Jind be it enacted, That all policies or contracts founded 
thereon, which shall be made or entered into by said com- 
pany, may be made under or without the seal thereof, and 
shall be subscribed by the president, or by such other officer: 
as may be designated by the company for that purpose, and 
attested by the secretary, and being so subscribed and at- 
tested shall be obligatory upon the company according to 
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the tenor, intent and meaning of this act, and of such poli- 
cies or contracts. 

10. And be tt enacted, That it shall and may be lawful 
for said company to purchase and hold such and so much 
real estate as shall be necessary for their accommodation in 
the transaction of their business; and also to take and hold 
any real estate or securities, bona fide mortgaged or pledged 
to said company, to secure the payment of any debt which 
may be contracted with them, and also to proceed on mort- 
gage or other securities for the recovery of the moneys 
thereby secured, either at law or in equity, and to purchase 
on sales made under such proceedings, or otherwise to take 
aud receive any real estate in payment or toward satisfac- 
tion of any debt previously contracted with or due to said 
company, and the said real estate to mortgage, sell, exchange 
or otherwise dispose of ; and said company may invest their 
capital stock and accumulating premiums from time to time 
in public stocks, bonds and mortgages, as the directors may 
approve ; provided, nothing in this act contained shall au- 
thorize said company to use its funds for banking purposes. 

ll. And be it enacted, That the capital stock of said cor- 
poration shall be transferable, according to the rules and 
regulations prescribed by the directors; and in case a sub- 
scriber or stockholder of any share or shares of said stoc 
shall fail or refuse to pay any installment on his or her stock 
when called in by the directors, and required to be paid 
pursuant to the provisions of this act, it shall and may be 
lawful for the directors of said company, and they are 
hereby authorized, to forfeit the shares of each and every 
person so failing to pay such installments or any of them, 
to and for the use of the company, or at their option, to sue 
for and recover the installment or installments so remaining 
unpaid of the person or persons in whose name such stock 
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ing in such installments respectively. 

12. And be tt enacted, That it shall be lawful for the 
directors to make dividends of so much of the profits of 
the company as shall appear advisable among the stock- 
holders, which dividends shall be paid to the parties entitled 
thereto, or their legal representatives. 

13. And be it enacted, That this act shall continue in force 
during the pleasure of the corporators; but the legislature 
may at any time modify, alter or repeal the same.

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CHAPTER CCCCXXXYV. 


An Act to incorporate the Hudson County Savings Institu- 
tion. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That Henry D. Van Nostrand, 
John Kennell, William Currie, Henry R. Vreeland, Mat- 
thew Armstrong, George Schmolze, F’. M. Lockwood, Joseph 
N. Smith, Henry Lembeck, 8. B. Vreeland, Michael Schultz, 
J.J. Detwiller and Charles Hunt and their successors, shall 
be and are hereby constituted a body corporate and politic, 
by the name of “« The Hudson County Savings Institution,” 
and by that name shall be capable of purchasing, taking, 
holding and enjoying to them and their successors any real 
estate, in fee simple or otherwise, and any goods, chattels or 
personal estate which shall be necessary for the purposes 
herein mentioned, and of selling, leasing or otherwise dis- 
posing of the said real estate or any part thereof at their 
pleasure; provided always, that the clear annual value of 
such real and personal estate, exclusive of the profits that 
may arise from the interest accruing upon investments or 
upon the sale of any investments in which the deposits may 
be made, shall not exceed the sum of ten thousand dollars. 

2, And be it enacted, That the said institution shall be 
conducted by thirteen managers, ten of whom, at least, shall 
be residents of the city of Jersey City; five of the managers 
shall be a quorum to transact business, and the seat of any 
manager who shall have neglected to attend for four succes- 
sive meetings may be vacated by the board; the persons 
mentioned in the first section of this act shall be the first 
managers of the institution; the managers shall annually. 
on the first Monday in May, choose one of their number as 
president; they shall have power to appoint a secretary, 
treasurer and such other officers as to them shall appear 
necessary for conducting the business of the institution, 
which officers so chosen and appointed shall continue in 
office one year, and until others are chosen; and all officers

so chosen shall be under oath for the faithful performance 
of the duties of their offices respectively, and shall give 
security, if required, for the faithful performance of the 
duties of their office, in such sum or sums and with such 
sureties as may be directed by the board of managers. 

3. And be it enacted, That the board of managers shall, 
from time to time, have power to make, ordain and establish 
such by-laws and regulations as they shall judge proper for 
the election of their officers, for prescribing their respective 
duties, for reeulating the times and places of meeting of the 
officers and managers, and directing the affairs of the insti- 
tution; provided, that such by-laws and regulations shall 
not be repugnant to the constitution and laws of this state 
or of the United States; and such by-laws and regulations 
shall be put up in some public and conspicuous place in the 
room where the business of the said institution shall be 
transacted ; but shall not be altered so as to affect injuriously 
any one who may have been a depositor previous to such 
alteration. 

4, And be it enacted, That the said institution may receive 
as deposits all sums of money which may be offered for the 
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times and on such terms as the by-laws shall prescribe, 
which shall be invested accordingly, and shall be repaid to 
the depositor at such times and with such interest and under 
such regulations as the board of managers shall from time 
to time prescribe; and the said institution may accept and 
execute all such trusts of every description as may be com- 
mitted to them by any person or persons whatsoever by will 
or otherwise or transferred to them by order of any court. 
5. ind bert enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
board of managers to regulate the rate of interest to be 
allowed to the depositors, so that they shall receive a rata- 
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ble proportion as near as may be of the profits, after - 


deducting therefrom all necessary expenses and a reasonable 


surplus or contingent fund; provided, that said rates of Proviso. 


interest may, at the discretion of the managers, be so regu- 
Jated that the interest allowed to depositors having more 
than five hundred dollars deposited may be at least one per 
centum less than the interest allowed to other depositors, 
and that no interest or dividend on account of said surplus 
fund, shall be allowed for money which shall have been 
withdrawn from deposit. 
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6. And beit enacted, That the said institution shall not 
issue any notes or bills, nor shall any manager, officer, or 
agent of the said institution be allowed, directly or indi- 
rectly, to borrow any money from the said institutions, and 
all compensations to be allowed to managers shall be first 
determined upon by the board of managers. 

T. lnd be it enacted, That the said institution may invest 
money in the stocks created under the laws of the United 
States, and in the stocks and bonds issued by the several 
states, and also in such bonds as may be issued by the 
several counties and cities and townships in the state of 
New York, New Jersey and Pennsylvania, under the laws 
thereof; and also, may make temporary loans upon personal 
securities, with pledges of collateral securities, at least 
double the value of the amount loaned; provided, that the 
amount thus loaned, shall at no time exceed twenty per 
centum of the whole amount of assets; and said institution 
shall loan no money on bonds and mortgages except on 
unincumbered real estate worth at least double the amount 
of the sum invested, nor in the stocks or loans of any incor- 
porated company whatever. 

8. And be zt enacted, That all certificates or evidences of 
deposit made under the hand of the proper officer of the 
institution, shall be as binding as if the same were made 
under the common seal. 

9. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the insti- 
tution at their discretion to pay to any depositor being a 
minor such sum as may be due to such depositor, not exceed- 
ing five hundred dollars; in case where no guardian shall 
have been appointed for such depositor, and that the receipt 
and acquittance of such minor shall be as valid as if the 
same were executed by a guardian of such minor duly 
appointed ; provided, such deposit shall have been made 
personally by such minor and not by any other person for 
his benefit; married women may deposit money in their 
own names and receive the interest or dividend thereon, 
and receive and withdraw the same, and such deposit shall 
not be subject to the control of the husband or liable for his 
debts; nor shall moneys deposited by a single woman be 
subject, in case of marriage, to the use or control nor liable 
for the debts of the future husband. 

10. And be it enacted, That a book shall be kept at the 
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office of the institution in which any depositor shall be at 
liberty to appoint a person or persons to whom, in the event 
of his or her death, the money due shall be paid, if not other- 
wise disposed of by will; and all payments made to the 
person or persons so appointed shall be a full discharge to 
said institution.

her or their heirs and assigns, to build, maintain and keep 
in repair, docks, wharves and piers in front of his, her or 
their said land, and to extend the same into the river Dela. 
ware, and from time to time to rebuild and repair the same, 
and to take, receive and collect dockage and wharfage, for 
the use of such docks, wharves and piers; prowided, that. 
nothing in this act contained, shall be so construed as to 
authorize the extension of such docks, wharves or piers, 
into said river beyond the line of the bulkhead or solid 
filling and piers, recommended and reported to the legisla-

are hereby constituted a body politic and corporate, in fact 
and in law, by the name of ‘« Mayeta Cranberry Company,” 
for the purpose of buying, holding, cultivating and improv- 
ing lands in the county of Ocean, and for raising and selling 
. cranberries and other fruit, and other produce of said lands, 
and carrying on the business connected therewith, and 
erecting such buildings and holding such personal property 
as may be necessary therefor; and that they and their suc- 
cessors, by the same name, may sell and dispose of the said

chosen, who shall hold office for three years, or until their 
successors are elected; trustees shall be eligible for re-elec- 
tion, and vacancies shall be filled for unexpired terms by a 
vote of a majority in nuinber of the board.

Alnd be it enacted, That the capital of said company Jpxestnsnt 
shall be invested in bonds and mortgages on unencumbered 
real estate worth double the amount loaned thereon, or in 
stocks or bonds of the United States, or of the state of New 
Jersey, or in stocks or bonds of any county, city, town or 
townships of the state authorized to be issued by the legis- 
lature. 

6. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said {pterest tobe 
company to receive moneys on deposit, and allow such “P:

committed to them, and any trust or business committed or 
transferred to them by anv court of record or any officer of 
this or any other state. 

7. And be it enacted, That the principal office of said [cation of 
company shall be situated at such place in the county of °™ 
Hssex as the board of trustees may determine. 

8. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect im- 
mediately. —

CHAPTER DXIV. 
An Act to incorporate the German Society of Jersey City. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of Names of 
the State of New Jersey, That Adolph Kirsten, Johann “PTT 
Knoop, Heinrich A. Haase, and such other persons as now 
are or may hereafter be associated with them, and their 
successors, shall be and hereby are constituted a hody cor- 
porate, by the name of “The German Society of Jersey Corporate 
City,” in the county of Hudson, for the purpose of assisting Stject. 
German immigrants, and affording relief to distressed Ger- 
mans and their descendants, and by that name may sue and 
be sued, plead and be impleaded unto in all courts of law 
and equity in this state, and may have and use a common 
seal, and alter the same at pleasure. 

2. And be wt enacted, That said corporation shall have 
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power to purchase, take, hold and enjoy such real and per- 
sonal property as may be necessary for the purpose of carry- 
ing into effect the object of its incorporation ; provided, that 
no part of the funds or property of the said corporation shall 
be diverted from the purpose of its incorporation; and pro- 
vided further, that the annual income of said corporation 
from its real and personal property shall not exceed the 
sum of five thousand dollars. 

3. And be wt enacted, That the said corporation shall have 
power to make and adopt by-laws and regulations for the 
admission, suspension and expulsion of its members, the 
number and titles of its officers, the election of its officers 
and the prescribing of their respective functions, and the 
mode of discharging the same, and for the filling of vacan- 
cies, for regulating the times and place of meeting of said 
corporation, and for the general management of its affairs, 
and may from time to time alter or repeal the same at plea- 
sure; provided, that such by-laws or regulations shall con- 
tain nothing repugnant to the constitution or laws of the 
United States or of this state. 

4. And be it enacted, That in case any, election for officers 
shall not take place on the day appointed in the by-laws of 
said corporation for holding the same, the said corporation 
shall not for that reason be dissolved, but such election may 
be had at such other time as may be designated by said cor- 
poration for that purpose; and the officers chosen at any 
election shall hold their offices until their successors shall 
have been chosen, unless a vacancy shall happen through 
death, disqualification or expulsion; and thirteen members 
of said corporation assembled at the time and place ap- 
pointed for that purpose by any by-law or regulations of 
said corporation, shall constitute a quorum for the transac- 
tion of the business of said corporation. 

5. Ind be it enacted, That at least once in each year the 
officers of said corporation shall at a meeting thereof exhibit 


‘ an exact account of the receipts and disbursements of the 


preceding year. 

6. And be it enacted, That this act shall be deemed a 
public act, and shall take effect immediately.

A Further Supplement to the act entitled « An Act to incor- 
porate the Belvidere Manufacturing Company,” passed 
the twenty-sixth day of February, one thousand eight 
hundred and twenty-eight. 


WHEREAS, the business of the said company has been greatly 
depressed during the last two years, and its property 
having depreciated in value; therefore, 

1. Be rr ENACTED dy the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the said company may reduce

or her the full value of such old shares in new shares, such 
stockholder shall be entitled to have issued to him or her a 
stock scrip to represent such fractional part of new stock ; 
and at any time when the holder of such stock scrip shall 
surrender the same to the proper officers of said company in 
amounts of fifty dollars, the said officer shall issue a share 
or shares of stock for the same, and cancel the said stock 
scrip. 

3. Jind be it enacted, That the said company have power 
to borrow such sum or sums of money from time to time as 
the board of directors shall deem necessary tor the use of 
the company, and to secure the repavment thereof by bonds 
and mortgage on the property and franchises of the said 
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company, at a rate of interest not exceeding seven per 
centum per annum ; provided, that the amount of such bonds 
shall not at any one time exceed the sum of twenty-five 
thousand dollars. 

4. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect imme- 
diately.

An Act to incorporate the Car Wheel and Manufacturing 
Company. 


1. BEIT ENACTED Oy the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That Abiezer Jameson, Tyler C. 
Morford, John 8. Calkins, ‘'homas G. Chattle and W. P. 
Brooks, and their associates shall be and they are hereby 
declared to be a body corporate and politic in fact and in 
law by the name of “The Car Wheel and Manufacturing 
Company,” to be Jocated in Mercer, Ocean or Monmouth 
counties, for the purpose of carrying on the business of 
making car wheels and manufacturing, and for that purpose 
may hold such real estate, water privileges, machinery and 
effects, and personal property as may be needful to carry on 
the said business, as may accrue to them in the course 
thereof, and may sell, mortgage, lease, or otherwise dispose 
of the same. | : 

2. “ind be if enacted, That the said company shall also 
have power to charter, buy or build, steam and sailing vesse!s, 
to run in connection with said company or otherwise, as the 
interests of said company require, and to transact all such 
business as may he incident or appertaining to the erecting, 
managing, furnishing, conducting or otherwise controlling 
and disposing of the same. 

3. And be it enacted, That said company shall have power 
to build, construct and maintain, a branch railroad, and to 
connect the same with any railroad or branch thereof, with 
all the rights and privileges. usually granted to railroad 
companies, and not to exceed one and one-half miles in 
length, and to connect with said company’s works. 
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4. And be it enacted, That said corporation shall have 
power to raise by subscription a capital stock of two hun- 
dred thousand dollars, with liberty to increase the same to 
any sum not exceeding five hundred thousand dollars, which 
capital stock shall be divided into shares of one hundred 
dollars each; and each share of said capital stock shall 
entitle the bona fide owner thereof to one vote at all meet- 
ings of the said stockholders, which vote may be given 
either in person or by proxy. 

5. ind be it enacted, That the persons named in the first 
section of this act, are hereby appointed commissioners to 
receive subscriptions to said capital stock at such time and 
place as a majority of them may appoint, giving previous 
notice thereof once in each week, for at least two weeks, in 
a newspaper printed and published in Ocean or Monmouth 
county, and as soon as twenty-five thousand dollars of said 
capital stock 1s subscribed for, said commissioners or a 
majority of them, shall call a meeting of the stockholders 
for the purpose of organizing said corporation and electing 
a board of directors by giving each stockholder a written 
or printed notice of at least five days previous to said meet- 
ing, and the remainder of the stock shall be disposed of 
under the direction of the board of directors or a majority 
of them.

An Act to incorporate the Lambertville and Flemington 
Turnpike Company. | 


1. BEIT ENACTED dy the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the subscription books of the 
capital stock of the Lambertville and Flemington Turnpike 
Company shall be opened by William H. Gandy, Richard 
McDowell, Gervas Ely, John Groman, William F. Hol- 
combe, Charles A. Skillman, David Williamson, Amos Hart, 
John CU. Hopewell], William Force, or a majority of them, 
who are hereby appointed to receive subscriptions to said 
stock, at such time and place as they, or a majority of them, 
may direct, giving notice thereof at least twenty days prior 
to the opening of said books, by publishing the same in at 
least one of the newspapers published in the county of 
Hunterdon. 

2. /ind be it enacted, That the capital stock of said com- 
pany shall be forty thousand dollars, with the privilege of 
increasing it to seventy-five thousand dollars, and shall be 


divided into shares of twenty-five dollars each; and that 


when three hundred shares’ shall be subscribed and taken, 
the persons holding the same shall be and they are hereby 
Incorporated into a company, by the name and title of the 
« Lambertville and Flemington Turnpike Company,” and by 
that name and style shalt have, enjoy, and exercise all the 
rights, powers, and privileges appertaining to corporate 
bodies, and necessary to carry the objects of this law into 
effect. 

3. And be it enacted, That at the time of subscribing for 
said stock, two dollars shall be paid upon each share sub- 
scribed for to the said commissioners, or any of them, which 
money shall be paid over to the treasurer of the company as 
soon as one shall be appointed; and the residue of said sub- 
scription shall be paid in installments, at such times and 
places, and to such persons as the president and directors of 
the company shall from time to time direct, and give public 
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notice thereof in manner aforesaid; and upon failure of the 
payments thereof, as so directed, the president and directors 
shall have power to forfeit the shares of each and every 
person so failing to pay said instailments, or any of them, to 
and for the use of said company. 

4, And be it enacted, That if the number of shares here- 
inbefore made necessary for the incorporation of said com- 
pany be not subscribed for within three years from the time 
of opening the said subscription books, this act, and all the 
subscriptions under it, shall be null and void, and the said 
commissioners, after deducting thereout the expensesincurred, 
shall return the residue to the respective subscribers, or 
their representatives, in proportion to the sums paid in by 
them. 

5. And be it enacted, That when three hundred shares of 
said stock shall be subscribed for, the said commissioners 
shall call a meeting of the stockholders, giving at least 
twenty days’ notice of the time and place of said meeting, 
as hereinbefore directed with regard to the opening of said 
books, at which meeting the subscription books shall be laid 
before the stockholders, who shall thereupon proceed to elect 
by ballot five directors, a majority of whom shall be resi- 
dents of this state, to manage the affairs of said company 
for one year, of which election the said commissioners, or a 
majority of them, shall be judges, and at the expiration of 
that term, and annually thereafter, upon like notice being 
given by the directors for the time being, the said stock- 
holders shall elect by ballot the same number of directors, a 
majority of whom shall be citizens of this state as aforesaid ;

divided; he shall have charge of the seal of the company,

and to view and examine the land and materials, and make 
a just and equitable appraisement of the value of the same, 
and assessment of damages to be paid by the said company 
for such land or materials and damages aforesaid, and to 
make report thereof, under the hands and seals of the said 
commissioners, or any two of them, and file the same within 
ten days thereafter, with the aforesaid description of the 
lands or materials, and the appointments, and oaths or 
affirmations aforesaid, in the clerk’s office of the county of 
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Hunterdon, to remain on record therein, and shall be 
recorded by the said clerk, which report, or a copy of it 
certified by the clerk of said county, shall at all times be 
considered as plenary evidence of the right of said company 
to have, hold, use, occupy, possess and enjoy the said lands 
or materials, after the payment of the value and damages 
so assessed, and of the right of said owner or owners to 
recover the amount of said valuation with interest and cost, 
in an action in any court of competent jurisdiction, in a suit 
to be instituted against the company, if they shall neglect 
or refuse to pay the same for twenty days after demand 
being made of their treasurer, and shall constitute a lien 
upon the property of the company ina nature of a mortgage ; 
and the judge shall tax and allow such costs, fees and ex. 
penses to the judge, clerk, commissioners, and other persons 
performing any of the duties prescribed in this section, as he 
shall think equitable and right, which shall in all cases be 
paid by the company; anl if either party shall feel ag-! 
grieved by the decision of such commissioners, the party » 
so aggrieved may appeal to the circuit court of the 
county in which said land lies, at the first term after such 
decision of the commissioners, by proceeding in the form of 
a petition the said court wita five days’ notice, in writing 
to the opposite party of such appeal, which said proceeding 
shall vest in said court full right and power to hear and 
adjudge the same; and if required they shall award a 
venire in the common form for a jury before them, who shall 
hear and finally determine t':e same; and it shall be the 
duty of the said jury to assess the amount of all damages 
sustained, and for that purpose to review the land or mate- 
rials in question, if required by either party so to do, and 
if the said jury shall be demanded by the company, and 
they shall find a greater sum than the said commissioners, 
then judgment shall be given, with cost of suit, against said 
company, and execution issue if need be; butif the said jury 
shall be demanded by the owner or owners, and shall find 
the same or a less suin than the commissioners awarded, then 
the cost shall be paid by the owner or owners, and shall be 
deducted out of the said sum so awarded, or execution may 
issue therefor, as the court may direct; and upon payment 
of the sum so found by the commissioners or by the jury, 
with costs, if any, the said company shall be deemed to be 
seized and possessed of all such lands and materials so 
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appraised as aforesaid, to have and to hold the same during 
the existence of said corporation; and in case any owner or 
owners of such Jand or materials shall be under age, non

14. And be it enacted, That as soon as the said company 
shall have constructed the said turnpike road or any two 
continuous miles thereof, commencing at the city of Lam-

shop as may be nearest to his place of residence, or any 
person passing to or from his common business on his farm 
or lands occupied by himself as a part of his farm. 

And be tt enacted, That before the said company shall 
receive toll for traveling said road, they shall cause mile 
stones or posts to be erected and maintained, one for each 
and every mile in use on said road, and on each post or 
stone shall be fairly and legibly marked the distance the 
said post or stone is from the commencement of the said 
road in Lambertville; and shall cause to be fixed and 
always kept up at the gates or turnpikes aforesaid, in some 
conspicuous place, a list of the rates of toll which may be 
lawfully demanded, and also a board on which shall be 
printed in large letters, “keep to the right as the law 
directs.”’ 

16. and be tt enacted, That if any person shall willfully 
break, throw down or deface any of the mile stones or posts, 
as erected on the said road, or willfully tear down or deface 
any of the rates of toll or directions, or shall cut, break 
down or destroy, or otherwise injure any gates, turnpikes, 
railings, fenders or bridges that shall be erected pursuant to 
ghis act, or shall forcibly pass the gates or turnpikes without 
paying the legal toll at such gates or turnpikes, such person 
shall forfeit and pay the sum of twenty dollars, besides being 
subject to an action for damages for the same, to be recoyv- 
ered by the said company by action of debt or other proper 
action, in any court of competent jurisdiction, with costs of 
suit; and if any person with his or her carriage, team or 
horse, turn out of the said road to passa gate or gates, on 
private grounds adjacent thereto, and enter again on said 
road with intent to avoid the toll due, by virtue of this act, 
such person or persons shall forfeit and pay three times as 
much as the legal toll would be for passing through said 
gate, to be recovered by the said company for the use thereof 
in an action of debt with costs of suit. 

17. ind be it enacted, That if any toll gatherer shall 
unnecessarily delay or hinder any traveler passing at any of 
the gates or turnpikes, or shall demand and receive more toll 
than is by this act established, the said company shall, for 
every such offence, forfeit and pay the sum of twenty dollars 
with costs of suit, to be prosecuted by and recovered for 
the sole use of the person so unreasonably hindered or 
defrauded.

Sauerbier and Jacob L. Sutphen, and their associates, suc- 
cessors and assigns shall be, and they are hereby created, a 
body politic and corporate, by the name of ‘ The Widows’ 
and Orphans’ Friendly Society,” and by that name shall be 
known in law, have power to sue and be sued, defend and 
be defended, in all courts of law or equity, and by that name 
may have, hold, purchase, possess. and enjoy, to them and to 
their successors, estate real and personal whatever, neces- 
sary for the purposes of such corporation, and the same to 
grant, demise, alien and dispose-of at pleasure, for the benefit 
of said corporation; and may also have a common seal, and 
alter or renew the same at pleasure. 

2. And be it enacted, That the objects and purposes of 
said corporation shall be to assist sick, needy, or disabled 
members, to aidin defraying the funeral expenses of deceased 
members, and to provide for the wants of the widows and 
families of members after death. 7 

3. And be it enacted, That the capital stock of said cor- 
poration shall be twenty-five thousand dollars, to be divided 
into shares of fifty dollars each, with the privilege of 
increasing the same to one hundred thousand dollars; each 
of said shares shall be deemed to be personal property, and 
may be transferred according to the by-laws of said 
corporation. 

4, And be tt enacted, That the several persons named in 
the first section of this act be and they are hereby appointed 
commissioners to open the books for subscription to said 
capital stock, and whenever and so soon as said twenty-five 
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thousand dollars, capital stock, shall be subscribed, and five 
thousand dollars thereof paid in, then the said commissioners 
shall call a meeting of the stockholders, by advertising in 
some daily newspaper, published at the city of Newark, for 
ten days, a notice appointing a time and place of meeting for 
the election of directors. 

d. Jind be it enacted, That the property and affairs of such 
corporation shall be managed by a board of fifteen directors ; 
the first board shall be elected at the meeting to be called 
by the commissioners, provided for in the fourth section of 
this act, and shall, immediately after their election, by lot, 
divide themselves into three classes equal in number, the 
_ first of which shall hold office until the day fixed by said 
board for the first annual election, the second shall hold 
office from one year from the day so fixed for the first annual 
election, and the third class for two years from that time; 
and as the terms of office of each class shall hereafter expire,

1. BEIT ENACTED dy the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the said company be and 
they are hereby authorized, where it may be necessary, to 
take lands, rights and privileges for effectuating the purposes 
of the act to which this is a supplement and its several 
supplements, it shall be lawful for the said company by its 
agents, engineers, officers or other persons in their employ- 
ment, to enter upon all‘lands, whether they may be covered 
with water or not, for the purpose of surveying or locating 
such improvements, doing no unnecessary damage to private 
property, and when the survey and location of said improve- 
ments or necessary works shall be determined, and the same 
deposited in the office of the clerk of the county of Hudson, 
it shall be lawful for the said company by any of its officers, 
agents, superintendents, engineers, contractors, workmen 
and other persons in their employ, to enter upon, take pos- 
session of, have, hold, use and occupy any such lands, and 
to make excavations and embankments, piers, wharves, and

description of the lands or materials so required for the use 
of said company as the case will admit, shall be given in 
writing, under the oath or affirmation of some engineer or 
proper agent of said company, and also the name or names 
of the occupant or occupants, if any their be, and of the 
owner or owners, if known, and their residence, if the same 
can be ascertained, to one of the justices of the supreme 
court of this state, who shall cause said corporation to give 
notice thereof to the persons interested, if known, and in 
this state, or if unknown or out of the state, to make publi- 
cation thereof as he shall direct, for any term not less than 
ten days, and to assign a particular time and place for the 
appointment of the commissioners hereinafter named; at 
which time, upon satisfactory evidence to him of the service 
or publication of the notice aforesaid, he shall appoint, under 
his hand and seal, three judicious freeholders, residents in 
the county of Hudson, commissioners to examine and appraise 
the said lands or materials, and to assess the damages upon 
notice not less than ten days, to be given to the persons 
interested, as shall be directed by the justice making said 
appointment; and it shall be the duty of said commissioners 
(having first taken and subscribed an oath or affirmation 
before some person duly authorized to administer the same, 
faithfully and impartially to examine the matter in question 
and to make a true report according to the best of their 
skill and understanding) to meet at the time and place 
appointed, and to proceed to view the said land or materials, 
and to make a just and equitable estimate or appraisement 
of the value of the same, and assessment of damages, as 
shall be paid by the said company for such lands and 
materials and damages aforesaid, which report shall be made 
in writing, under the hands and seals of the said commis- 
sioners, or any two of them, and filed within ten days after 
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making the same, together with the aforesaid description of 
the land and the appointment and the oaths and affirmations 
aforesaid, in the clerk’s office of the county of Hudson, to 
remain of record therein, which report, or a copy thereof, 
certified by the said clerk, shall at all times be considered 
as plenary evidence of the right of said company to have,

Audenried, Henry Carpenter, Charles Duffy, John 8 ae 
is, H. K. Hartzell, Richard T. Miller, R. R. Robb, Isaac 
Wood, John Lowrie, P. C. Brinck, g. P. Wolverton, and 
such other persons as may be hereafter associated with them, 
shall be, and they are hereby ordained constituted and de- 
clared to be a body corporate and politic in fact and in 
name, by the name of « The Cape May Passenger Railway Corporate 
Company,” and shall be capable of purchasing, holding and 
conveying any lands, tenements, goods and chattels, whatso- 
ever, necessary or expedient for the object of this corpora- 
tion. 

2. And be it enacted, That the capital stock of said com- Capital stock 
pany shall be one hundred thousand dollars, with liberty to 
increase the same, aS a majority of the stockholders may 
deem advisable, to any amount not exceeding five hundred 
thousand dollars, and shall be divided into shares of fifty 
dollars each, which shall be deemed personal property, and 
transferable in such manner as the said corporation shall by 
their by-laws direct.

10. And be it enacted, That the said company may pur- 
chase, have and hold real estate at the commencement and 
termini of their railroads, and at any intermediate connec- 
tion or depot, upon the line of the same, not exceeding six 
acres at each place, and may erect and build thereon houses, 
warehouses, stables, machine shops, and such other buildings 
and improvements as they may deem expedient for the safety 
of property, and the construction of cars, carriages and other 
necessary uses, and take and receive the rents, profits and 
emoluments thereof, and shall have the privilege and author- 
ity to erect, build and maintain over such rivers, creeks and 
streams as the road may cross, such piers, bridges and other 
facilities as they may think expedient and necessary for the 
full enjoyment of all the benefits conferred by this act; pro- 
vided, said company whenever it may became necessary to 
cross any navigable river or creek with their road, shall 
construct a bridge or bridges, with suitable and sufficient 
draws, so ag not to obstruct the navigation thereof. 

11. And be it enacted, That the president and directors 
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of the said company shall declare and make such dividends 
as they may deem prudent and proper, from time to time, 
out of the net profits of the said railroad. 

12. And be zt enacted, That the president and directors of 
said company shall have power to have constructed, or to 
purchase with the funds of the company; all machines, 
engines, wagons, cars, carriages or other vehicles for the 
transportation of persons or any species of property on the 
railroad or roads as they may think fit, reasonable, expe- 
dient or right. 

13. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said 
company, at any time during the continuance of its charter, 
to make contracts and engagements with any other corpora- 
tion, or with individuals, for transporting or conveying, any 
kind of goods, produce, merchandise, freight or passengers, 
and to enforce the fulfillment of such contract. 

14. And be tt enacted, That if any person shall willfully 
impair, injure, destroy or obstruct the use of any railroads 
enjoyed under the provisions of this act, or of any of their 
necessary works, wharves, bridges, carriages, cars or 
machines, such person or persons so offending shall forfeit 
and pay to said company the sum of fifty dollars, to be by 
them recovered in any court having competent jurisdiction, 
in an action of debt, and further, shall be liable for all 
damages. 

15. And be it enacted, That the said railroad company is 
hereby authorized to lease its railroad to (or consolidate 
with) any other railroad, steamship, steamboat or other 
transportation company, which is hereby authorized to take 
such lease and operate the same for such term or times and 
on such terms as the said parties may agree upon. 

16. And be it enacted, That any railroad, steamship, steam- 
boat or other transportation company is hereby authorized 
to endorse or guarantee the bonds of the said Cape May 
Passenger Railway Company, and, in any other way which 
the parties may agree upon, aid the said company in con. 
struction and operation of its said railroad. 

17. And be it enacted, That as soon as the said railroad, 
or any part of it, is in operation, the president of the said 
company shall make, under oath or affirmation, a statement 
of the amount of the cost of the said railroad, including 
equipments, appendages and all expenses, and file the same 
in the office of the secretary of state, and annually there- 
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after, on the first Monday of January of each year, he shall 
under oath or affirmation, make a statement to the secretary 
of state of the cost, equipments, appendages and expenses 
of said road: and after the said railroad, or any part thereof, 
shall be in operation, the said corporation shall pay to the 
treasurer of this state a tax of one-half of one per centum 
on the cost, equipments and appendages of said road, to be 
paid annually thereafter on the first Monday in January, 
of each year, and such other taxes as may be assessed from 
time to time by a general law applicable to all railroads 
over which the legislature shall have power for that pur- 
pose, at the time of the passage of such law or laws, and 
until the said railroad, or any part thereof, shall be in 
operation, the said corporation shall be regularly assessed 
and pay tax for the value of its real estate, including improve- 
ments thereon, and personal property as now taxed in the 
city or cities, township or townships wherein it lies, at the 
same time and rate, and in the same manner, for the same 
purposes, and by the same person or persons, as other taxes 
are assessed in said city or cities, towns or townships; pro- 
vided, that no other tax or impost shall be levied or assessed 
upon said company. 

18. And be tt enacted, That the said corporation shall 
have power to borrow such sum or sums of money from 
time to time, as shall be necessary to build, construct or 
repair said road, and furnish the said corporation with all 
the necessary engines, machinery and means of transporta- 
tion for the uses and objects of said company, and to secure 
the payment thereof by bond and mortgage or otherwise, 
on the said road, lands, privileges, franchises, properties, 
earnings and appurtenances of or belonging to said corpo- 
ration at a rate of interest not exceeding seven per centum 
per annum ; provided, that it shall not be lawful for the said 
company to plead any statute or statutes of this state 
against usury, in any suit in law or equity, instituted to 
enforce the payment of any bond or mortgage executed 
under this section. 

19. And be it enacted, That if the said railroad shall not 
be commenced within five years and be completed at the 
expiration of ten years from the first of July next, that 
then and in that case this act shall be void. 

20, And be it enacted, That the governor, the chancellor, 
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the justices of the supreme court, and the judges of the 
court of errors of this state, whilst traveling for the purpose 
of discharging the duties of their offices, and the members 
and officers of both houses of the legislature of this state, 
shall pass and repass on the railroad of said company, in 
their cars free of charge.: 

21. And be it enacted, That the said railway company is 
empowered to connect with and to cross its tracks over, 
under or with any other railroad as provided in section six 
of this act. 

22. And be wt enacted, That when any part of the said 
railroad shall be completed, the said company may commence 
operating the same for the transportation of passengers and 
property, enjoying all the privileges and subject to the reso- 
lutions created by this act. 

23. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect 
immediately.

An Act to incorporate the Oxy-Hydrogen Company of the 
United States. 


1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That Theodore Westen, Lemuel H. 
Davis, Benjamin G. Clark, John S. Irick, Samuel H. Grey, 
William J. Sewell, Daniel Dodd, and John C. Bullitt, and 
all and every person and persons who may become stock- 
holders in the capital stock hereinafter mentioned, their suc- 
eessors and assigns, are hereby constituted and made a body 
politic and corporate, in fact and in law, by the name of the 
Oxy-Hydrogen Company of the United States; and by that 
name shall have power to sue and to be sued, to plead and 
to be impleaded, to contract and to be contracted with, and 
to purchase, hold, lease, receive licenses, sell and dispose of 
any patent or patents for the manufacture of oxygen and 
hydrogen gas, or either of them. and their combinations with 
other gases, for illuminating, heating, and all other pur- 
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poses, and to issue its stock at par in payment for such pur- 
chase, lease or license, and to grant licenses under and dis- 
pose of said patents or rights under said patents within this 
state or elsewhere, and to make, manufacture, use and sell 
such gas, for the purpose of illuminating and heating, or for 
any other purpose or purposes, within the state of New 
Jersey or elsewhere, and, for the purposes aforesaid, to pur- 
chase, hold, sell, convey, mortgage, lease and otherwise dis- 
pose of personal or real estate; and that the said corporation 
is hereby empowered to lay pipes and conductors, with all 
appurtenances thereto, and crect the necessary posts and 
lights in any and all the roads, streets, highways and public 
grounds in the state of New Jersey, and do alt things neces- 
sary for the purpose of lighting the same, and all dweliings, 
stores, mines, tunnels, and other places; provided, that public 
travel shall not be unreasonably and unnecessarily obstructed 
thereby, and that the said corporation shal! put such streets, 
roads, highways and public grounds in as good condition as 
the same were before laying said pipes and erecting said 
osts. 

: 2. And be it enacted, That the capital stock of said com- 
pany shall be fifty thousand dollars, with power to increase 
the same as a majority of stockholders may from time to 
time determine, divided into shares of one hundred dollars 
each, which shares shall be deemed personal property, and 
to be transferable in such manner as shall be prescribed 
from time to time by the by-laws of the company. 

3. Jind be tt enacted, That the property and affairs of said 
company shall be managed by a board of directors, not less 
than three nor more than seven in number, to be chosen 
annually, at the time and place appointed by the stockholder, 
or such stockholders as shall attend for that purpose, in 
person or by proxy, each share of the capital stock entitling 
the holder thereof to one vote; that said board shall organize

4, 4nd be it enacted, That the directors from time to time 
may make such by-laws, rules and regulations as they may 
deem expedient for the government, management and dispo- 
sition of the stock, effects, property, lands, profits and con- 
cerns of said company, not contrary to the constitution of 
this state, or of the United States.

1, BEIT ENACTED dy the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That Elijah L. Cook, James C.

DD. VanBrunt, James H. Marriott, Aaron G. Baldwin, 
Thomas Pearson and Isaac Wildrick, and such other persons 
as may hereafter be associated with them, and their suc- 
cessors and assigns, shall be and they are hereby constituted 
a body corporate, in fact and in law, by the name of the 
Hudson Towage Company, and may have, acquire, hold and 
convey all real and personal property, and do all other acts 
and things that may be proper for the objects of this incor- 
poration. 

2, And be it enacted, ‘That the capital stock of said com- 
pany shall be twenty-five thousand dollars, with power to 
increase the same from time to time as a majority of the

“ Union Insurance Company,” to be located in the city of 
Newark, in the county of Essex, and state of New Jersey.

2. Jind be tt enacted, That for the better security of deposi- 
tors, there shall be a capital stock of one hundred thousand 
dollars, divided into one thousand shares of one hundred 
dollars each; and the persons herein first named, or a 
majority of them, are hereby appointed commissioners to 
receive subscriptions to said capital stock, at such place in 
Hackensack as they may appoint, giving at least ten days’ 
notice in a newspaper published in the county of Bergen ; 
and when the whole of said stock shall have been sub- 
scribed, and at least ten per centum of the same paid to 
said corporation in cash, the said commissioners, or a 
majority of them, shall call a meeting of said stockholders, 
by like publication, to elect a board of not less than seven 
directors, and annually, after said first election, there shall 
be an election for not less than seven directors, and the 
directors so chosen shall manage and conduct the affairs of 
said corporation; a majority of them shall be a quorum; 
every stockholder shall be entitled to one vote for each 
share of stock held, and the directors so elected shall hold 
their offices for one year and until their successors are 
elected, and any vacancies causea by death, resignation or 
otherwise may be filled by the directors at any regular meet- 
ing; every director shall own, in his own right, at least ten 
shares of said stock; the capital stock of said corporation 
shall be deemed personal property, and transferable in such 
manner as the by-laws of said corporation may prescribe, 
and each stockholder shall be individually responsible, 
equally and ratably, and not one for another, for all debts 
and engagements of the corporation, to the full amount of 
his stock therein.

6. And be it enacted, That said corporation may invest the 
money le{t with them on deposit in such of the public stocks 
or bonds as are created and issued by the United States, or 
by the several states of the Union, or by the several counties

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bond and mortgage on unincumbered real estate worth at 
least double tne amount invested; provided, however, said 
corporation may make temporary loans upon securities or 
obligations, with pledges of collateral securities, worth at 
least twenty per centum more than the amount loaned. 

7. “ind be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
board of directors to regulate the rate of interest allowed to 
depositors, so that they shall receive a just proportion of the 
profits upon the business of said corporation, after deducting

CHAPTER DLXXI. 


A Further Supplement to the act entitled “An Act to 
incorporate the Jersey City and Bergen Railroad Com. 
pany,” which said act was approved March fifteenth, one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty-nine. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That it shall be lawful for the said 
company to survey and lay out a railroad to connect with 
the tracks of the railroad known as The New Jersey Rail- 
road and Transportation Company, at or near the place 
known as the Bergen Cut, in Jersey City, and to be ope- 
rated in connection therewith, and to extend the railroad 
hereby authorized, through the county of Hudson to some 
point on the Kill Von Kull at Bergen Point, to establish a 
ferry across the Kill Von Kull to Staten Island; and there 
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to connect with any other railroad now built or hereafter 
to be built; the said company shall also have the power to 
survey and lay out a railroad from the tracks of the railroad 
known as the New Jersey Railroad and Transportation 
Company, and to be operated in connection therewith, and 
to connect therewith, or from the railroad hereby author- 
ized, and to extend the same in said county of Hudson, to 
such cattle depot in the said county of Hudson as is now 
established or shall hereafter be established, thereby to 
facilitate the transportation and discharge of cattle; and at 
or near such cattle depot to connect with any other rail- 
road ; and said company can enter on lands for the purpose 
of making such surveys; after said company shall have sur- 
veyed the route or routes for said road or roads, and shall 
have established the same, a survey thereof, or of one of 
them as the case may be, shall be made and filed in the 
office of the secretary of state of this state; after such 
survey shall have been filed as aforesaid, it shall be lawful 
for the said company to construct said railroad, or either of 
them, on the line or lines so surveyed, and to occupy ground 
not to exceed one hundred feet in width for one or more 
railroad tracks, whereon the said company can operate a 
railroad or railroads with locomotive engines by steam, and 
transport thereon goods, wares, merchandize, property and 
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shall have power to condemn lands in the manner set forth 
in the original charter and in this supplement; and after 
compensation shall be made or tendered to the land owners, 
an estate in fee shall be rested in the said company in the 
land condemned, to enable this company without hindrance 
to accomplish and carry into effect the powers herein con- 
tained, the provisos in the sixth section of the charter of the 
said company shall not in anywise be applicable to this sup. 
plement and the powers herein contained ; the said company 
can use the tracks now laid down by it in the construction 
of the said railroad or railroads, where the same shali be 
expedient so to do, on the routes aforesaid ; provided further, 
that in case said road or the branches thereof shall cross 
apy street or avenue in Jersey City or the city of Bayonne, 
wherever feasible 1t shall be either above or below the 
grade thereof at such distance as shall not interfere with the 
free and uninterrupted use of such street or avenue; and 
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provided, nothing in this act contained shall be construed to 
authorize the said company to construct any road on which 
steam power may be used at any point in said city of Jersey 
City east of West Side avenue north of Communipaw ave- 
nue; provided, also, that at the present intersection of said 
road with Oakland avenue, in the city of Bayonne, the road 
shall take a northerly course, and west of avenue D to Mor. 
ris canal, and from the Morris canal west of Old Bergen road 
to Communipaw avenue. 

2. And be it enacted, That the said company shall 
make and file a statement of the cost of the road or roads 
authorized by the act, in the manner prescribed by the four- 
teenth section of the original charter of this company, and 
shall pay to the treasurer of this state a tax of one-half of 
one per centum on the amount expended by said company 
therefor, and the said corporation shall be regularly assessed 
and pay tax for the value of its real estate, improvements 
thereon, and personal property, as now taxed in the city or 
cities, township or townships wherein it lies, at the same 
time and rate, and in the same manner, for the same pur- 
pose, and by the same person or persons as the other taxes 
assessed in said city or cities, township or townships. 

3. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect im- 
mediately.

An Act to incorporate the Camden Insurance Safe Deposit 
and Trust Company. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That John F. Starr, Lemuel Davis, 
Rudolphus Bingham, Patrick Byrne, William J. Sewell, 
Charles P. Stratton, John Hood, Thomas McKeen, Samuel 
H. Grey, William Scull, and their successors be and they 
are hereby constituted a body corporate and politic, by the 
name of «The Camden Insurance Safe Deposit and Trust 
Company,” and by that name shall be capable of purchasing, 
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holding, leasing, selling, transferring or conveving real and 
personal property of every description, necessary or proper 
for the objects of the corporation hereby created, to make 
and use a common seal, to alter and change the same at 
pleasure, to sue and be sued, defend and be defended in all 
courts of law and eguity. 

2. And be it enacted, ‘That the capital stock of said corpo- 
ration shall be one hundred thousand dollars, to be divided 
into shares of twenty-five dollars each, which shall be 


deemed personal property, transferable upon the books of 


said corporation only; provided, that said corporation shall 
not crganize or commence business uatil twenty thousand 
dollars shall have been subscribed and paid in, in cash.

CHAPTER DLXXITIL 


An Act to incorporate the Locust Hill Cemetery Company 
of ‘Trenton. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of Names of 
the State of New Jersey, That Philip Light, Peter Perrine, 
Spencer Emmons, William Conover, Maxwell Frost, and 
Samuel Anderson, and such others as shall become associated 
with them, shal! be and are hereby created, declared and 
constituted a body politic and corporate, by the name of 
“The Locust Hill Cemetery Company of Trenton,” with the Corporate 
aa powers and privileges of a corporation. aia 

2. And be it enacted, That the said association shall be 
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composed only of such persons as are and shall be owners of 
lots in said cemetery ; and that the said corporation shall 
have the power to purchase, to take, and hold in fee, a tract 
or tracts of land situate in the county of Mercer, and state 
of New Jersey, not to exceed ten acres, for the use and 
purpose of a cemetery; and to lay out and divide the same 
into sub-lots, and to sell and dispose thereof for the purposes 
of burial, subject to such conditions, regulations and restric- 
tions as may be established by said corporation. 

3. /ind be it enacted, That the business and concerns of 
the said corporation shall be conducted and managed by a 
board of directors, consisting of six persons, who shall be 
elected annually, at such time and place as the by-laws may 
direct, at which election every person of full age, who shall 
be proprietor of a lot, may give one vote for each lot owned 
by him; and the said directors shall elect one of their num- 
ber president, and shall appoint such other officers and agents 
as they may deem expedient, and fix the compensation to 
be paid them; they shall have power to fill all vacancies in 
their own number until the annual meeting next ensuing ; 
and the said board of directors shall have power to make 
and establish all needful rules, regulations and by-laws, and 
alfix from time to time to the several lots such prices as they 
shall deem reasonable and proper; and shall have the sole 
charge, control, and superintendence of said cemetery. 

4. And be it enacted, That until the first election of 
directors, the persons named in the first section of this act 
shall be the directors, and shall act as such until others are 
chosen in their stead ; and in case it should happen that an 
election of directors should not be made during the day 
fixed bv the by-laws, the said corporation shall not for that 
cause be deemed to be dissolved, but such election may be 
held at any other time upon due notice being given by the 
directors ; and the directors for the time being shall continue 
to hold their office until others are chosen. 

d. And be it enacted, That the sub-lots shall be conveyed 
to the respective purchasers thereof in fee, by and under the 
corporate seal of said corporation, signed by the president 
and secretary thereof, and the proceeds of such sales shall 
be applied by the board of directors for the purpose of 
improving and keeping in repair the fences, avenues, walks, 
and other fixtures of said cemetery, and for meeting such 
other expenses as may accrue. 
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6. And be it enacted, That the provisions of the eighth, 
ninth, and tenth sections of “ An act authorizing the incor- 
poration of rural cemetery associations,’ approved March 
fourteenth, one thousand eight hundred and fifty-one, be and 
the same are hereby made a part of this act.

not exceeding seven per centum per annum the prin- 
cipal and interest payable at such times and places in or out 
of this state, and in such a manner as they shall direct, the 
total amount of the bonds not to exceed eighty per cent. of 
the capital, and they may secure the same by mortgage or 
mortgages of the company, which shall be and remain a lien 
for the amount secured thereby on any property real or per- 
sonal, and upon the chartered or other rights of the com- 
pany therein and thereby mortgaged until the same be paid;

rights and rea! estate, or any part thereof, or any estate or 
interest therein, and to take, retain or reserve rents, roy-

or any part thereof which shall be subscribed for shall be 
paid in at such times, upon such notice and in such manner Payment of 
and installments as the directors of the company by by-laws 
or otherwise may direct; that said stock or any of it may be 
subscribed for or disposed of, may be in money, in quarries 
or mining property, or may be in land or real estate in the

commerce, and to collect wharfage for the use thereof; and 
to hold, use and enjoy the same, to them, their heirs and 
assigns; provided, however, that no such pier or bulkhead Proviso.

in front of the lands of any other persons; provided, further, Proviso.

Cummings, 
Manning Daniels, and such other persons as may he associa- 
ted with them, shall be and they are hereby constituted and 
declared a body corporate and politic in law and fact by the 
name of the Franklin Building and Loan Savings Bank of 
Metuchen, to be located in said village, and by that name, 
style and title, shall have continued succession, and shall be 
capable of purchasing, leasing, mortgaging and conveying 
any lands, tenements, goods and chattels, and to let money 
at interest, and to secure the payment thereof as hereinafter 
provided, and to do all things necessary to carry out the ob- 
jects of said corporation hereby created. 

2. Jind be it enacted, That the capital stock of said asso- 
ciation shall be one hundred thousand dollars, with the privi- 
lege of increasing the same from time to time to any sum not 
exceeding five hundred thousand dollars, divided into shares 
of two hundred dollars each, each stockholder being entitled 
in person or by proxy to as many votes as he or she holds 
shares of said stock, which shall be deemed personal prop- 
erty, and transferable on the books of the association only ;

Porter, Joseph Wilde, Samuel Wilde, Charles A. Hopkins, 
John J. H. Love, Jacob C. Brantigam, Hiram B. Littell, 
Joseph B. Beadle and Peter H. VanRiper, and all others 
who may become associated with them as stoc’xsholders as 
hereinafter provided, their successors and assigns forever, 
be, and they hereby are created and made a body corporate 
and politic by the name of the “ Montclair Loan and Trust 
Company,” and by that name shall be and hereby are 
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empowered to purchase, have, hold, possess and enjoy to 
themselves and their successors, such lands, tenements, here- 
ditaments, goods, chattels and effects of every kind as may 
be necessary to the transaction of the business of said com-

1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of Xamesot 

the State of New Jersey, That Jedediah B. Bassenger, John 

R. Burnett, Nathaniel Bonnell, John W. Buchanan, Thomas 
McKirgan, Augustavus 'Thebaud, George Manly, Francis W. 

Munn, Amos Clark, junior, and Jacob Davis and such other 
persons as may hereafter be associated with them, shall be 

and are hereby made, constituted and declared a body poli- 

tic and corporate in fact and in law, by the name of “ The Corporate 
Summit and New Providence Horse Railroad Company,” revers. 
and by that name shall be capable of purchasing, holding 
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and conveying lands, tenements, real estate, goods and chat- 
tles necessary or proper for the object of said corporation. 

2. /lnd be it enacted, That the amount of the capital stock 
of said corporation shall be one hundred thousand dollars, 
with the privilege of increasing the same to two hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars, and shall be divided into shares of

CHAPTER DCLXI. 


A Supplement to an act entitled «An Act to incorporate the 
Franklin Iron Company,” approved March fourteenth, 
eighteen hundred and seventy-one. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the said company shall have 
power and authority, in constructing the railroad or roads 
authorized by the original act, to run into the county of 
Passaic, and to transport minerals and other freight by con- 
tract or otherwise for other parties; and if, for any reason, 
it shall be necessary to lay out said railroad or roads across 
the land of any individual, or of any corporation, public or 
private, as to the price of which the said company shall he 
unable to agree with the owner or owners, it shall be lawful 
for the said company to appoint a commissioner, who shall 
confer with another commissioner, to be appointed by the 
owner (and in case of disagreement between them, they two 
shall appoint a third), whose decision shall he binding upon 
all parties interested ; it shall be the duty of the said com- 
missioners to examine the land taken, or desired to be taken 
as aforesaid by the said company, and to determine the 
value thereof, and the amount of damage justly to be paid 
therefor, and immediately upon the finding of an award by 
said commissioners, and upon the compliance therewith on 
the part of said company, so far as the said award shall have 
appointed any act to be done or complied with by said com- 
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pany, the said company shall immediately thereupon to be held 
to have acquired free, continuous and uninterrupted posses- 
sion of the lands so examined as aforesaid, not to exceed in 
any point one hundred feet in width, with due allowance in 
addition thereto for the necessary slope of cuts and fills; 
and in case any land owner, corporate or private, as afore- 
said, shall refuse or neglect to appoint a commissioner as 
aforesaid, for the space of fifteen days after having been 
notified so to do, then and in such case the commissioner who 
may have been appointed by the said company shall proceed 
to determine the damage, if any, which would be done to 
the property of such owner by the building of said railroad, 
and the determination or award of said commissioner, set- 
ting forth the facts as herein specified, and duly attested hy 
his signature and oath or affirmation, shall be filed in the 
clerk’s office for the county in which the land shall lie, and 
shall forever operate as a bar to any action for damage, tres- 
pass or ejectment which may at any time thereafter be 
brought against said company by said owner, whether cor- 
porate or private; but if either party shall feel aggrieved by Proceedings 
the decision and award of said commissioners, the party so areagurieved 
aggrieved may appeal te the circuit court, at the next term and award. 
after said decision and award, by proceeding in the form of 
petition to said court, with five days’ notice, in writing, to 
the opposite party of such appeal; which proceeding shall 
vest in the said circuit court full right and power to hear 
and adjudge the same, and, if required, they shall award a 
venire, in proper form, for a jury before them, who shall 
hear and finally determine the same; and it shall be the 
duty of the said jury to assess the value of the said land and 
all damages sustained ; and if the said jury shall be demanded 
by the said company, and they shall find a greater sum than 
the said commissioners, then judgment shall be given, with 
costs, against the said company, and execution issue if need 
be; but if the said jury shall be demanded by the owner or 
owners of the land, and shall find the same ora less sum 
than the commissioners awarded, then costs shall be paid by 
the owner or owners, and shall be deducted out of the said 
sum found by the said jury, on execution issued therefor, as 
may be directed by the said court; and upon payment or 
tender of the sum so found by the said commissioners or by 
the jury, with costs, if any, the said company shall be 
deemed to be seized and possessed, in fee simple, of all such 
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Jands and real estate appraised as aforesaid; it being always 
provided that the owner of the land shall not be entitled to 
appeal, if he has neglected or refused to appoint a commis- 
sioner within the fifteen days provided in this act. 

2. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect im- 
mediately.

poration any ‘member for willful infraction of its by-laws, 
rules and regulations. 

4, And be it enacted, That the said corporation shall have 
the right to select among its game-keepers any number, not 
exceeding ten, who shall be provided with an appropriate 
badge, and who shall have all the right and authority of a 
deputy sheriff, or a constable, within the limits of the prop- 
erty owned or leased by the corporation, and shall have the 
same power and authority within the limits of the county 
wherein its property is situated, in all matters touching the 
rights of the corporation, trespasses upon its real property, 
or interference with its game laws, or other rules and regu- 
lations ; and it shall be the duty of the sheriff of the county 
to deputize such game-keepers, not exceeding the number 
aforesaid, as deputy sheriffs ; their appointments to continue 
so long as they shall be employed by said corporation and 
no longer; such deputy sheriffs shall be entitled to no fees 
or reward, except such as shall be paid them by the corpo- 
ration, and the corporation shall pay the sheriff of the 
county five dollars for each deputy sheriff so appointed. 

d. Alnd be it enacted, That all persons are forbidden to 
enter in or upon, or to hunt, shoot, or fish in or upon the 
lands or waters owned or leased by said corporation, unless 
authorized to do so by said corporation, and any person who 
shall be found guilty of violating the provisions of this sec- 
tion, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be 
fined not less than ten dollars or more than fifty dollars, in 
the discretion of the judge, court or magistrate before whom 
he or she shall be tried, for the first offence, and shall be 
fined not less than twenty dollars, and not more than one 
hundred dollars for each additional offence. 

6. And be it enacted, That in addition to the penalties 
provided in the last section, the following penalties are 
imposed for the following offences: 

I. Any person who shall, without permission of the cor- 
poration, enter into or upon any portion of the lands or 
waters which it owns or leases; provzded, such lands or 
waters are inclosed in a substantial fence; and provided, 
there are signs or placards near such fence, and not more 
than one-half mile apart, warning trespassers against enter- 
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ing, shall upon conviction forfeit the sum of twenty dollars 
for each additional offence ; 

II. Any person who shall without permission as aforesaid 
shoot, fish, hunt or attempt to shoot, fish or hunt upon the 
lands owned or leased by said corporation inclosed as afore- 
said, or who shall be found therein with any line, rod, reel, 
net, gun or any implement, weapon, tool or engine intended 
or used for the killing or taking of fish or game, shall upon 
first conviction thereof forfeit the sum of thirty dollars, and 
upon any subsequent conviction the sum of sixty dollars ; 

III. Any person who shall without permission as afore- 
said, kill any deer or four-footed other animals (except hares 
and rabbits, and other smaller animals) upon the property 
owned or leased by said corporation, shall-forfeit the sum of 
forty dollars for each offence ; 

IV. Any person who shall without permission of said 
corporation, kill any wild turkey or other game bird of a 
species of which the average weight, at full growth is two 
pounds or upwards, upon the property owned as aforesaid 
shall forfeit the sum of ten dollars for each offence ; 

VY. Any person who shall without permission as aforesaid, 
kill any game bird of a species of which the average weight, 
at full growth is less than two pounds, or any hare or rabbit 
or other smaller animal, upon the property owned or leased 
by the corporation, shall forfeit the sum of five dollars for 
each offence ; 

VI. Any person who shall without permission as aforesaid, 
catch, kill or take fish upon the property owned or leased 
by said corporation, and upon which there shall be signs or 
placards notifying the trespassers as aforesaid, shall forfeit 
the sum of two dollars for each fish, and an additional fine 
of five dollars for each and every pound of fish so caught, 
killed or taken. 

T. And be it enacted, That any person who shall willfully 
injure or destroy any fence, building or other property of 
the corporation (other than game birds, animals and fish as 
aforesaid) or shall set fire to any woods owned or leased by 
it, shall, upon conviction, forfeit a sum not less than one 
hundred dollars, and not more than one thousand dollars, at 
the discretion of the tribunal before whom he or she may be 
tried; any person who shall permit any dog belonging to 
him, or over which he has control, to be in or upon the 
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property owned or leased by said corporation, unless by 
permission of said corporation, shall, upon conviction, forfeit 
the sum of twenty dollars; and the officer, agent or employe 
of the corporation may seize any dog found upon the 
premises, and detain it until the fine aforesaid is paid, or 
may destroy any dog found therein. 

8. And be it enacted, That the laws of the state relating 
to fish or wild animals shall not be applicable to any of the 
territory owned or leased by said corporation, except that 
any person not authorized by said corporation to take game 
or fish within its boundaries, who shall do so contrary to the 
laws of this state, shall be liable to the penalties provided 
by the laws of this state. 

9, And be tt enacted, That all the rules, regulations and 
by-laws adopted by the said corporation for the management, 
disposal or government of its property in the said county of 
Rockland, in the state of New York, shall be and remain in 
full force and effect in respect to the lands purchased or 
held by said corporation in this state; provzded, that the 
said rules, regulations and by-laws do not in anywise conflict 
with the constitution and laws of this state or of the United 
States. 

10. And be it enacted, That any person charged with any 
offence aforesaid, or any violation of the by-laws, rules or 
regulations of the corporation, may be tried before any 
justice, magistrate, or other court having jurisdiction of 
criminal offences within the county, and, upon conviction, 
shall be fined to the extra prescribed by this act, with the 
costs, and shall be committed to the county jail until the 
fine be paid, the time of such imprisonment, however, not 
to exceed one day for each dollar of fine unpaid; in case he 
or she pays the fine, one-half thereof shall be paid to the 
informer, and the balance to the treasurer of the county to 
the use of said county; and in all cases of prosecution under 
this act, the party making complaint, or the informer, shall 
be a competent witness of the trial. 

ll. And be tt enacted, That nothing herein contained shall 
limit or abridge the richts of said corporation to bring civil 
action for damage done to any fence, building or animal, or 
any property of the corporation, the damage shall not be 
confined to the actual damage of the property injured or 
destroyed, but if such damage is willful or malicious, triple 
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damage shall be awarded, and the jury may also award 
such damages they may deem proper. 

12. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect imme.

1, BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the Stale of New Jersey, That if the said company or its 
agents cannot agree with the owner or owners of any lands 
which may be required by said company for depots, or for 
any other purposes, for the use or purchase thereof, or if by 
reason of the legal incapacity or absence of such owner or 
owners, no such agreement can be made, a particular des- 
cription of the land so required for the use of the said com- 
pany, shall be given in writing under the oath or affirmation 
of some engineer or proper agent of the company, and also 
the name or names of the occupant or occupants, if any there 
be, and of the owner or owners, if known, and their residence, 
if the same can be ascertained, to one of the justices of the 
supreme court of this state, who shall cause the said company 
to give notice thereof to the persons interested, if known 
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and in this state, or, if unknown and ont of this state, to 
make publication thereof as he shall direct, for any term not 
less than twenty days, and to assign a particular time and 
place for the appointment of the commissioners hereinafter 
named; at which time, upon satisfactory evidence to him of

ing at or near the mouth of the stream known as Line Ditch, 
on the Delaware river, between Lemon and Jefferson streets 
as aforesaid, and running thence in a northeastwardly 
direction along said stream as practicable, to the most 
convenient point on Cooper’s creek, as the company may 
deem most advantageous; and said canal or artificial navi- 
gation shall be of such width and depth as the said company 
shall determine upon, and may construct said canal or 
artificial navigation with sueh tow-paths, locks, bridges, 
basins, wharves, pilings, and all other works, devices, toll 
houses and offices, aud all appurtenances which may be 
necessary and expedient for the carrying out the purposes of 
this act; and it shall and may be lawful for the said com- 
pany, their agents and employees, to enter at all times on 
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all Jands and all waters for the purposes of exploring. sur- 
veying, and laying out the route of said canal or artificial 
navigation, and of locating the same. 

T. And be at enacted, That the said company may further 
improve all lands and lands under water, which shall he 
purchased or held by them on the said Delaware river, 
between Lemon and Jefferson streets as aforesaid, and 
between Jines of that width in a northeastwardly direction 
to Cooper’s creek, by erecting buildings thereon and laying 
out said lands into blocks, lots, squares and streets, or other 
divisions; and shall have liberty to fill up, raise, occupy, 
possess and enjoy as their own property, all lands covered 
with water which they may hold or purchase, or which may 
be in front of lands along anv shore which they may hold 
or purchase; and they may build, enlarge, and improve on 
such lands any docks, wharves, piers or other structures 
which they may deem necessarv for commercial or other pur- 


poses; provided, that in carrying out the provisions of this: 


section they shall not injure the navigation of the Delaware 
river, and shall not interfere with legal rights or privileges 
of others, or fill in or reclaim any lands under water, except 
in front of the lands which they mav purchase or hold along 
the shore; and provided further, that nothing in this act 
contained, shall be so construed as to authorize the exten- 
sion of such docks, wharves or piers, into said river beyond 
the line of the bulkhead or solid filling and piers, recom- 
mended and reported to the legislature by the commissioners 
appointed under the act entitled “ An act to ascertain the 
rights of the state, and of the riparian owners in the lands 
lying under the waters of the bay of New York and else- 
where in the state,” approved April eleventh, one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-four, by report bearing date Feb- 
ruary first, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five. 

8. And be it enacted, That when the said canal shall cross 
any public road or the railroad track or tracks of any incor- 
porated company, it shall be the duty of the said company 
hereby incorporated, at their proper expense to make good 
and sufficient bridges across said canal and railroads, to 
keep the same in repair so as to prevent any unnecessary 
inconvenience in the usage of such road or railroad by rea- 
son of the said canal crossing the same. 

J. And be it enacted, That the directors of said company 
may declare and make such dividends as they may deem 
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expedient and proper from time to time, out of the profits 
of said company. 

10. And be it enacted, That the president ard directors of 
said company shall have power to purchase all tow boats, 
barges or other vessels, for the transportation of any spe- 
cies of property on said canal, and for towing vessels 
through the same as they may deem expedient and proper, 
and to make contracts and engagements with any other cor- 
poration or with individuals for transporting or conveying 
any kind of goods, produce, merchandize or freight, and for 
towing boats through and on said canal, and to enforce the 
fulfillment of such contracts. 

11. And be it enacted, That such corporators shall have 
power to charge and collect tolls and rates for the passage 
of all boats and vessels upon the said canal and for towing 
all boats and vessels upon the same, and to make, enact, and 
at pleasure to change and re-enact such tolls and rates, and 
also all necessary rules and regulations for the collection 
and levying the sane as to them may seem proper, and for 
the good conduct and operation of said canal. 

12. And be it enacted, That for the purpose of improving 
their property and to enable them to raise money to carry 
into effect the object of this act, the said «* Delaware River 
Land and Improvement Company” are authorized to issue 
their bonds to the amount of two-thirds of their capital paid 
in, bearing an interest not exceeding seven per centum per 
annum, and to sell and dispose of the same at any rate not 
less than ninety per centum of their value, without the same 
being invalidated thereby or any person being liable to any 
penalty therefor; and to secure the payments of such bonds 
the said company shall have power to convey or pledge by 
way of mortgage, trust or otherwise, the whole or any part 
of the property, franchises and chartered rights of said 
company, and such conveyances, pledges or any foreclosure 
sale, or lawful sale by virtue thereof, shall fully and com- 
pletely transfer to and vest in the grantee or purchaser 
all the property, franchises and chartered rights of said 
“The Delaware River Land and Improvement Company,” 
free from all encumbrances and debts that were not liens on 
such property prior to the recording or registry of said 
mortgage, 

13. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect imme- 
diately.

ized and empowered to sell and convey a certain building 
lot of land situate in or near the village of Mannahawken, 
Ocean county, and which property is now occupied by, and 
vested in said church or society by any deed or deeds what- 
soever, and the said trustees or their successors are hereby 
authorized to make a deed to the purchaser of said property, 
which, when made and duly executed by said trustees, shall 
be valid and effectual in law, and shall convey to and vest 
in the said purchaser thereof, his, her or their heirs and 
assigns, all the estate, right, title and interest of the said 
church or society in and to the said property hereby author- 
ized to be sold. | 

2. Alnd be tt enacted, That this act shall take effect imme- 
diately. )

CHAPTER DCXCIX. 


An Act to incorporate the Hudson Land and Manufacturing 
Company. 


1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of Namesof 
the State of New Jersey, That HKugene Vanderpool, Frede- 
rick A. Demott, Joseph W. Ballentine, Edward 8S. Moffat, 
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Francis A. Page, and all such persons as may hereafter be 
associated with them, their successors and assigns, shall be 
and they are hereby constituted a body corporate and politic 
in fact and in name, by the name of * The Hudson Land and 
Manufacturing Company,” and by that name shall be capable 
in law of purchasing, using, holding, letting, improving, 
manufacturing, selling and disposing of such real and per- 
sonal estate in the county of Hudson, as may be necessary 
or expedient for the objects of this corporation, and may 
receive and make all deeds, transfers, covenants, convey- 
ances, grants, contracts, agreements and bargains whatso- 
ever necessary or useful for the purposes aforesaid. 

2. /ind be it enacted, That the capital stock of said com- 
pany shall be one hundred thousand dollars, with power to 
increase the same to a million dollars, and shall be divided 
into shares of one hundred dollars each, which shall be 
deemed personal property, and transferable in such manner 
as the by-laws of the said corporation shall direct. 

3. /lnd be it enacted, That the above named persons or a 
majority of them, shall be commissioners to open books of 
subseription to the capital stock of said corporation, at such 
times and places as they or a majority of them may think 
proper, giving notice thereof one week prior to the opening 
of said books, by publishing the same in one newspaper 
published in said county. 

4. “nd be it enacted, That at the time of subscribing for 
said stock, five dollars shall be paid upon each share sub- 
scribed for to the said commissioners, and when one thou- 
sand shares of the capital stock shall have been subscribed 
for, it shall be the duty of the persons named in the first 
section of this act or a majority of them, to call a meeting 
of the stockholders to choose five directors; the election 
shall be held in this state by such of the stockholders as 
shall attend for that purpose, either in person or by lawful 
proxy, each share of the capital stock entitling the holder 
thereof, to one vote; and the persons having the highest 
number of votes shall be directors, and the said above 
named persons, or any two of them, shall be inspectors of 
said election, and shall certify under their hands the names 
of the directors duly elected, and deliver over to them the 
subscription books and money paid in, and that annually 
thereafter, upon like notice being given by the directors for 
the time being, the stockholders shall in the same manner, 
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elect the same number of directors, and the time and place 
of holding the first meeting of directors shall be fixed by 
the persons named in the first section of this act, or a 
majority of them; and the directors chosen at any of the 
elections of said corporation shall as soon as may be after 
every election, choose out of their own number a president 
and in case of the death, resignation, removal, or inability 
to attend, of the president or any director such vacancy or 
vacancies may be filled for the remainder of the year, 
wherein they may occur, or for the time being, by the said 
board of directors or a majority of them. 

5. “ind be at enacted, That in case it should happen that 
an election of directors should not be made during the day 
when pursuant to this act, it ought to be made, the said cor- 
poration shall not for cause be deemed dissolved, but such 
election shall be held at any other time on notice as afore- 
said, and the directors for the time being, shall continue in 
office until others be elected in their places.

7. And be it enacted, That the said company be and they 
are hereby empowered to improve all such lands as they are 
hereby authorized to own or purchase, by laying out the 
same into lots, streets, squares, lanes, alleys and other divis- 
ions; of leveling, raising and grading the same or making 
thereon all such wo:kshops, factories, warehouses, stores, 
dwellings, and such other buildings and improvements as 
may be found or deemed necessary, ornamental or conve- 
nient; and to construct on the lands of said company aqae- 
ducts or reservoirs for carrying, collecting and providing 
water, and to let, rent, lease, mortgage, sell or change the 
same, or use any lot or other portion of any of the said lands 
for depots, and for agricultural, mining or manufacturing 
purposes. 

8. And be it enacted, That the directors shall at all times 
keep, or cause to be kept, proper books of account, in which 
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said company; which books shall at all times be open to the 
inspection of the stockholders of the said company.

corporations turnpike or other highway that now is or hereafter may be 
incorporated or established by the legislature of this state, 
which shall lead to or pass through any lands that may be 
owned by the said company; and also that said company 
may subscribe for or take stock in any manufacturing, mining 
or other company that now is or hereafter may be incorpo- 
rated or established by the laws of this state.

Pree the power, and they are hereby authorized to make their 
bonds, and for the purpose of securing their payment to 
mortgage their real and personal estate, and all the appurte-

their church edifice, land and premises, situate in Jersey 
City, in the county of Hudson, now held by them in trust as 
the property, or for the use and benefit of the ministry and 
membership of the Methodist Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America, by virtue of a deed made to the 
said trustees by William Clarke and Horatio N. Ege, and 
Margaret his wife, bearing date the twelfth day of June, 
anno domini one thousand eight hundred and seventy-one, 
and for that purpose to make, execute and deliver a good 
and sufficient indenture of mortgage or mortgages therefor 
to the person or persons making such loan or loans aforesaid 
as the mortgagee or mortgagees therein, and that such 
indenture of mortgage or mortgages shall be good and 
effectual in law. 

2. And be it enacted, That this act shall be deemed a 
public act, and shall take effect immediately. |

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CHAPTER DCCI. 


An Act to incorporate the West Hoboken Roadway 
Company. 


1. BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That Willard T. Eddy, Jonah 
Fulcher, Jonas H. Platt, Thomas W. Moore, Frederick J. 
Bantz, Nathan ‘Tl’. Madden, Andrew Anderson, Andrew J. 
Barret, William ‘I. Hoffman, Willard ‘IT. Eddy, junior, 
Watson Sanford, D. McLean Shaw, Samuel Overton, and 
William West, and such other persons as may he hereafter 
associated with them, shall be and they are hereby ordained, 
constituted and declared to be a hody corporate and politic, 
in fact and in name, by the name of West Hoboken Road- 
way Company, and shall be capable of purchasing, holding 
and conveying any lands, tenements, goods and chattels 
whatsoever necessary and expedient for the object of this 
company. 

2. And be it enacted, That the capital stock of the said 
company shall be one hundred thousand dollars, with liberty 
to increase it to five hundred thousand dollars, which shall 
be divided into shares of one hundred dollars each, which 
shall be deemed personal property, and transferable in such 
a manner as the corporation shall by their by-laws direct. 

3. And be it enacted, That the above named persons. or a 
majority of them. shall be commissioners to open books to 
receive subscriptions to the capital stock of the said corpo- 
ration, at such time and place as they or a majority of them 
may think proper, giving at least ten days’ notice in a news- 
paper published in West Hoboken, or in any paper pub- 
lished in the county of Hudson; and, at the time of sub- 
scribing, five per centum shall be paid in on each share sub- 
scribed to the commissioners, or to a person whom a majority 
of the said commissioners may appoint to receive it; and 
when twenty thousand dollars are subscribed to the capital 
stock of the said corporation by at least seven different indi- 
viduals, the persons holding the same shall be and they are 
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hereby incorporated into a company, and the commissioners 
can subscribe individually for any amount of stock they may 
wish, but before they transfer the powers given them in this 
act, they shall give like notice for a meeting of the stock- 
holders, to choose not less than seven persons directors, a 
majority of whom shall be residents and citizens of this state, 
and such election shall be made at the time and place 
appointed by such of the stockholders as shall attend for that 


purpose, either in person or by lawful proxy, each share of 


the capital stock entitling the holder thereof to one vote, 
and the above named commissioners, or a majority of them, 
shall be inspectors of the first election of directors of the 
said corporation, and shall certify under their own hands 
the names of tlose persons duly elected. 

4, And te it enacted, Vhat the directors chosen at such a 
meeting shall, as soon as may be after their election, choose 
out of their number a president. who shall hold office until 
after the next succeeding election, and until another shall 
be appointed, and they shall have power to fill any vacancy 
which at any time may exist in the board, by death or 
otherwise, until the next succeeding annual election. 

5. And be wt enacted, That the annual election for 
directors shall be held at such times and places as the 
board of directors shall hereafter direct, of which election 
public notice shall be given in a newspaper published in 
Hudson county ten days at least before the election; and in 
case it shall happen that an election of the board of directors 
shall not be made when it ought to have been made, the 
said corporation shall not, for that cause, be deemed to be 
dissolved, but said election shall be held as soon thereafter 
as possible, and the directors hold over until said election, 
but all elections of directors, or meetings of stockholders, 
inust have a public notice as before directed; five directors 
shall be a quorum to transact all business of said corporation, 
to make and prescribe such by-laws and regulations as to 
them shall appear needful and proper touching the manage- 
ment and regulation of the stock, property, estate and effects 
of the said corporation, and also to appoint such officers, 
clerks and servants as to them shall be meet, and to estab- 
lish and affix such salaries to them, and also for the president, 
as to the said directors shall appear proper; the directors 
are also authorized to call in the remaining capital stock of 
the said company at such time and places as they may direct, 
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also to receive new subscriptions for capital stock; after the 
first payments are made, not over five dollars on a share can 
be called in per month, and in case of non-payment of the 
said installments or any one of them, they shall have power 
to forfeit such share or shares upon which said default shall 
arise to and for use of the said corporation. 

6. 4nd be it enacted, That the president and directors of 
the said corporation be and the same are hereby authorized 
and invested with all the rights and powers necessary and 
expedient to survey, lay out and construct a roadway from 
some point in the town of Weehawken to be connected with 
one or more of the streets in the said town, said roadway, 
to be not less than thirty feet wide, or over two hundred 
feet in width, and the said roadway is to be parallel or as 
near as may be to the streets that take a westerly course 
from the Hudson river, within the said town of Weehawken, 
and it shall be lawful for the said president and directors, 
their agents, surveyors, and employees, to cause said road- 
way to be constructed through the town of West Hoboken, 
in a westerly direction, but as near as may be parallel with 
the streets of the said town that go across the ridge of 
rocks known as the Palisades, and the said roadway can be 
continued in the town of North Bergen, until it reaches the 
Hackensack river or Paterson avenue extension, if needful, 
with a branch connecting with some of the streets of the 
township of West Hoboken, on the easterly side of the Pal- 
isades, 

1. And be it enacted, That the president and directors, 
agents, superintendents, engineers, contractors and laborers 
of the said company, are authorized to construct the said 
roadway with an easy grade through the said Palisades and 
under the streets of the town of West Hoboken; that the 
said roadway may pass under the rock on which such streets 
are made, can be tunnelled under the said streets, but if the 
rock is all taken out, and the deep cut is formed for the said 
roadway, then the company must build a substantial bridge 
for the said streets over the cut made for the roadway of 
the said company; and in no case can the travel for teams 
on the said street be stopped for over ten days, unless by 
the consent of the township committees of said townships ; 
and it ts also provided, always, that the payment or the ten- 
der of payment of all damages for the occupation of land 
through which said roadway may be laid out, be made 
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before the said company, or any person under their direction 
or employ, shall enter upon or break ground in the premises, 
except for the purposes of surveying and laying out the said 
roadway, or unless the consent of the owners of such land 
be first had or obtained where private property shall be 
taken. 7 

8. ind be it enacted, That it shali be the duty of the said 
company to keep in repair all bridges necessary for the 
streets over the said roadway, and if the said roadway 
should cross over any railroad or common road or roads 
built by a corporate company, it can and shall have the 
right of way to cross the said railroads or common roads 
and roads built by a corporate company by a bridge or an 
even grade with said roads. 

9. And be zt enacted, That the president and directors of 
the said company or their agents, can purchase other lands 
in the towns of Weehawken, West Hoboken or North Ber- 
oven, called swamp lands, than is required for the roadway 
of the said company, the said land can be purchased with 
the consent of the owner or owners, and the purchase money 
to be paid as agreed by the said owner or owners and the 
said company; these lands are to be purchased for the pur- 
pose of being filled up with the debris from the roadway of 
the said company, and the said company can sell the land 
or lots after they have been filled up to the desirable grade, 
and they also can contract for grading or filling up lots of 
land and docks owned by other parties, also can by pur- 
chase own any lands that they may think necessary to be 
used in filling up swamp lands owned by the said company. 

10. And be it enacted, That when the said company or 
its agents cannot agree with the owner or owners of such 
required lands, for the use of the said roadway or the pur- 
chase thereof, or when by reason of the legal incapacity or 
absence of such owner or owners no such agreement can be 
made, a particular description of the lands so required for 
the use of the said company in the construction of the road- 
way shall be given in writing, under the oath or affirma- 
tion of some engineer or proper agent of the company, and 
also the name or names of the occupant or occupants if any 
there be, and of the owner or owners if known, and their 
residence, if the same can be ascertained, to one of the 
justices of the supreme court of this state, who shall cause 
the said company to give notice thereof to the persons 
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interested if known, and in this state, or if unknown, or out 
of the state, to make publication thereof as he shall direct 
for any time not less than six days. and to assign a parti- 
cular time and place for the appointment of the commis- 
sioners hereafter named, at which time upon satisfactory 
evidence to him of the service or publication of such notice 
aforesaid, he shall appoint under his hand and seal, three 
disinterested, impartial and judicious freeholders, not resi- 
dents in the town in which the land in controversy lies, or 
the owners reside, commissioners to examine and appraise 
said lands, and to assess the damages upon such notice to be 
given to the persons interested as shall be directed by the 


justice making such appointment, to be expressed therein 


not less than six days; and it shall be the duty of said com- 
missioners (having first taken and subscribed an oath or 
affirmation before some person duly authorized to administer 
an oath, faithfully and impartially to examine the matter in 
question, and to make a true report according to the best of 
their skill and understanding), to eet at a place and time 
appointed, and to proceed to view and examine the said 
land, and to make a just and equitable estimate or appraise- 
ment of the value of the same, as shall be paid by the said 
company for such lands; which report shall be made in 
writing under the hands and seals of the said commissioners, 
or any two of them, and filed within ten days thereafter, 
together with the aforesaid description of the land, and the 
appointment and oaths or affirmations aforesaid, in the 
clerk’s office of the county of Hudson, to remain of record 
therein, which report or a copy thereof certified by the clerk 
of the said county, shall at all times be considered as plenary 
evidence of the right of the said company to have, hold, 
use, occupy, possess, and enjoy the said land of the said 
owner or owners, to recover the amount of the said valua- 
tion with interest and costs in an action of debt in any court 
of competent jurisdiction, in a suit to be instituted against 
the said company if they shall neglect or fail, or refuse to 
pay the same for twenty days after demand made of their 
treasurer, and shall from time to time constitute a lien upon 
the property of the company in the nature of a mortgage, 
and the said justice of the supreme court shall on applica- 
tion of either party, and on reasonable notice to the others. 
tax-and allow such costs, fees, and expenses to the justice of 
the supreme court, commissioners, clerks, and other persons 
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performing any of the duties prescribed in this section, as 
they or he shall think equitable and right, which shall be 
paid by said company. 

11. And be it enacted, That in case the said company or 
the owner or owners of the said lands shall be dissatisfied 
with the report of the said commissioners named in the 
preceding section, and shall apply to the justices of the 
supreme court at the next term after the filing of the said 
report, the court shall have the power, upon good cause 
shown, to set the same aside, and thereupon to direct a 
proper issue for a trial of the said controversy to be formed 
between the said parties, and to order a jury to be struck 
and a view of the premises to be had and the said issue to 
be tried at the next circuit court to be holden in the said 
county, upon the like notice and in the same manner as other 
issues in the said court are tried ; and it shall be the duty of 
the said jury to assess the value of the said land and damages 
sustained, and if they shall find a greater sum than the said 
commissioners shall have awarded in favor of the said owner 
or owners, then judgment thereon with costs shall be entered 
against said company and execution awarded therefor; but 
if the jury shall be applied for by the said owner or owners, 
and shall find the same or a less sum than the company shall 
have offered or the said commissioners awarded, then the 
said costs shall be paid by said applicant or applicants, and 
either deducted out of the sum found by the said jury or 
execution awarded therefor, as the court shall direct; but 
such application shall not prevent the company from taking 
the said land upon filing the aforesaid report, the value and 
damages being first paid, or upon the refusal to receive the 
same upon a tender thereof, or the owner or owners thereof 
being under any legal disability, the same being first paid 
into the court wherein the said justice presides, who appointed 
the said commissioners. 

12. And be zt enacted, That the president and directors 
of the said company can collect tolls of teams passing over 
the roadway of the said company, which tolls are not to 
exceed five cents per animal in a team, they can also lease 
or sell a part of the roadway to any railroad company to be 
used as a passage through the Palisades. 

13. And be it enacted, That the president and directors 
shall declare and make such dividends of the net profits 
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thereof, as they may deem proper and prudent from time to 
time. . 
14. And be it enacted, That if the said roadway shall not 
be commenced within five years and completed within ten 
years from the date of this charter, then and in that case this 
act shall be void. 
15, And be it enacted, That this act shall be a public act, 
and take effect immediately.

An Act to incorporate the Raritan, Somerville and Bound 
Brook Horse Railroad Company. 


1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That ‘Theodore W. Frech, John 
Frech, Peter V. Staats, James H. Smith, Job C. Kinyon, 
Andrew J. Farrand, Culver Barcalow, and such other per- 
sons as may hereafter be associated with them, shall be and 
are hereby made, constituted and declared a body politic 
and corporate, in fact and in law, by the name of « The 
Raritan, Somerville and Bound Brook Horse Railroad Com- 
pany,” and by that name shall be capable of purchasing, 
holding and conveying any lands, tenements, and real estate, 
goods and chattels, necessary or proper for the purposes of 
said corporation. 

2. And be it enacted, That the amount of the capital stock 
of said corporation shall be fifteen thousand dollars, with 
the privilege of increasing the same to fifty thousand dollars, 
and shall be divided into shares of fifty dollars each, which ~ 
shall be deemed personal property and transferable in such 
manner as the said corporation shall by their by-laws direct. 

3. And be tt enacted That the above named persons or a 
majority of them, shall be commissioners to open books to 
receive subscriptions to the capital stock of said corpora- 
tion, at such time or times and place or places, in Somer- 
ville or Raritan, or elsewhere, at their discretion, as they or a 
majority of them think proper, giving at least thirty days’ 
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notice of the same in the newspapers published in the village 
of Somerville, and at subscribing, twenty-five per centum 
shall be paid for each share subscribed for, to the commis- 
sioners, or some one of them, and as soon as five thousand 
dollars of the capital stock shall be subscribed, said com- 
missioners shall give like notice for a meeting of the stock- 
holders to choose not less than six nor more than seven 
directors, a majority of whom shall be residents of Somerset 
county and citizens thereof, and such election shall be made 
at the time and place appointed, by such of the stockholders 
as shall attend for that purpose, either in person or by proxy. 
each share of the capital stock entitling the holder thereof 
to one vote, and the above named persons, or any of them, 
shall be inspectors of the first election of directors of the 
said corporation, and shall certify under their hands the 
names of the persons duly elected, and deliver over the sub- 
scription books and all moneys paid in (after deducting all 
expenses previously incurred) to such directors so elected ; 
and the time and place of holding the first meeting of said 
directors shall be fixed by the said persons named in the 
tirst section of this act, or a majority of them, and the direc- 
tors chosen at such meeting, or at the annual election of said 
corporation shall, as soon as may be after every election, 
choose out of their own number a president, who shall be a 
resident of Somerset county ; and in case of the death, resig- 
nation or removal of the president or any director, such 
vacancy or vacancies may be filled for the remainder of the 
year in which they may happen, by the said board of direc- 
tors, or a majority of them, and in case of the absence of the 
president the said board of directors, or a majority of them, 
may appoint a president pro tempore, who shall have such 
power and functions as the by-laws of the said corporation 
shall provide. 

4. And be at enacted, That in case it shall happen than an 
election of directors shall not be made during the day when 
pursuant to this act it ought to be made, the said corpora- 
tion shall not for that cause be deemed to be dissolved, but 
such election may be held at any other time in the manner 
provided by law in such cases, and the directors for the time 
heing shall continue to hold their offices until others shall 
have been chosen in their places. | 

5. And be it enacted, That a majority of the directors of 
said corporation shall be competent to transact all business 
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of the said corporation, and shall have power to call in the 
capital stock of said company by such installments and at 
such times as they may direct, and to make and prescribe 
such by-laws, rules and regulations as to them shall appear 
needful and proper, touching the management and regulation 
of the stock, property, effects and estate of the said corpo- 
ration, and shall also have power to appoint such officers, 
clerks and servants, as to them shall seem meet. and to 
establish and fix such salaries to them and also to the presi- 
dent, as to the said board shall appear proper. 

6. vind be tt enacted, That the said corporation shall have 
power and authority to lay down and construct a railroad, 
with the necessary turnouts and switches, beginning at the 
upper or western end of Main street in the village of Rari- 
ian; thence along said Main street, through Somerset street 
and Main street, in the village of Somerville, with the 
privilege of continuing the same along the road, formerly 
the New Jersey turnpike road, to the village of Bound 
Brook, terminating at or near the depot of the Central Rail- 
road of New Jersey, returning by the said formerly New 
Jersey turnpike road and Main streets to the place of 
heginning, with the privilege of constructing a branch from 
such point and along such street or streets as may be deemed 
advisable, to the depot of thé Central Railroad of New 
Jersey, in the villages of Somerville and Raritan. 

7. And. be it enacted, That the track laid by the said cor- 
poration shall be of the same width as the wagon track now 
established by law, and the same shall in all cases be laid 
level with the surface of the streets through which the same 
may pass, and in conformity with the orades of such streets 
as now or hereafter may be established i in either of the said 
villages of Raritan, Somerville or Bound Brook, and so as 
to present no unnecessary obstructions to or in any way 
interfere with the wagons or other vehicles, turning in or 
crossing said streets or roads through which said road or 1ts 
turnouts or switches may be laid. 

8. And be it enacted, That the said corporation may pur- 
chase, have and hold real! estate at each terminus of said 
road, and at such places not exceeding one acre, along the 
line of said road as they may desire, not, however, exceeding 
five thousand dollars or twenty thousand dollars in the 
ageregate, and may erect and build thereon houses, stables, 
depots, warehouses, machine shops and such other buildings 
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and improvements as may be necessary for carrying out the 
objects of the said corporation. 

9. And be it enacted, That the president and directors of 
said corporation shall declare and make such dividends as 
they may deem prudent and proper, from time to time, out 
of the net profits of the said railroad. 

10 And be it enacted, That the president and directors 
of said corporation shall have power to purchase or to have 
constructed, with the funds of said corporation, all such 
mmachinery, cars, wagons, carriages or other vehicles for the 
transportation of persons or property on the railroad as they 
may think fit, expedient or right; and also to purchase such 
horses or mules as they shall deem fit for the purpose of said 
corporation ; provided, however, that no steam power shall be 
used as a motive power upon said railroad, except that 
known as the dummy engine; and that they are hereby 
authorized to demand and receive such sum or sums of money 
for the transportation of persons or property upon said rail- 
road as they shall think reasonable and fit. . 

Ll. And be tt enacted, That if any person or persons shall 
willfully or maliciously impair, injure, destroy, or obstruct 
said railroad, or any of its works, turnouts, switches, 
carriages, animals, or machines, such person or persons shall 
forfeit and pay therefor to said corporation three times the 
amount of damage sustained by means of such injury, to be 
recovered in the name of said corporation, with costs of suit, 
in any court having cognizance of the same. 

12. And be it enacted, That the said corporation shall 
have power to borrow such sum or sums of money from time 
to time as shall be necessary to build, construct. repair, or 
equip said road, and to secure the payment thereof by bond 
and mortgage or otherwise, on the said railroad, lands, 
privileges, franchises, and appurtenances of the said corpo- 
ration, at a rate of interest not exceeding seven per centum 
per annum. | 

13. And be it enacted, That if the said railroad shall not 
be completed within ten years of tie date of the approval 
of this bill, then and in that case so much of the railroad as 
remains unbuilt, shall not come under the provisions of this 
act; or if so much of the said railroad as is hereby author- 
ized to be laid, as shall extend from the place of beginning 
to the court house in Somerville, remains unbuilt at the 
expiration of five years from the date of the approval of 
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this act, then and in that case the provisions of this act 
shall not extend to such portion thereof as shall remain 
unbuilt. | 


14. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect 


immediately.

CHAPTER DCCX., 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An Act to enable the 


owners of meadow and low l!ands along the Assiscunk 
creek, in the County of Burlington, to effectually drain, 
and to secure the same from the overflow of tides from 
the River Delaware,” approved March twenty-fifth, one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-one. 


WHEREAS, the owners of the meadow and low lands along 


the Assiscunk creek, in the county of Burlington, over 
which the tide-water of the Delaware river flows, were 
incorporated by the legislature of this state at the session 
of one thousand eight hundred and seventy-one, to enable 
sald owners to drain the said lands, and to secure the 
same from the overflow of tides of said river; and whereas, 
there are other lands lying adjacent to said meadow and 
low lands, not included in said act of incorporation, 
which would be made more productive by the improve- 
ment contemplated by said act; and whereas, the said act 
empowered said company to borrow money to carry out 
the object of said act ard to secure the payment thereot 
by bond and mortgage, or otherwise, upon the meadow 
and low lands included within said company: and 
whereas, the said meadow and low lands in their present 
condition are not considered a sufficient security; and 
whereas, the construction of the works authorized, and the 
improvement contemplated by said company, will greatly 
enhance in value all other lands lying contiguous to said 
meadow and low lands, and will improve the general 
health of the community ; 
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1. BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the lands to be included in 
the Assiscunk Creek Meadow Company, upon which assess- 
ments are to be made for the purpose of the improvements 
contemplated by the act to which this is a supplement, shall 
be all such lands along said creek as will be made more pro- 
ductive by the erection of a dam and the carrying out of the 
system of drainage provided for by said act; and such lands 
shall be divided into two divisions; the first division shall 
include all such lands as shall be subject to the overflow of 
tides and unproductive, and may be reclaimed, and the 
assessments upon such lands in the first division shall be 
ratably; the second division shall include al] other such 
lands lying along said creek or contiguous to such lands in 
the first division, as will be made more productive by the 
erection of the dam and the carrying out of the system of 
drainage provided for by said act, to which this is a supple- 
ment, and the assessments upon such lands in the second 
division shall be in accordance with the benefit received in 
proportion to the land of the first division. 

2. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the com- 
missioners hereinafter provided for, immediately after the 
passage of this act, to make or cause to be made a survey of 
the lands to be included in said company, and a map or 
chart of the same in the manner and form as is provided for 
in the second section of the act to which this is a supple- 
ment, so far as said second section dces not conflict with this 
supplement. 

3. Jind be it enacted, That the survey made by Alfred 
Carty, esquire, under the supervision of the commissioners 
appointed by the act, to which this is a supplement, and 
upon file in the clerks office of the county of Burlington, 
shall be used as far as practical by the commissioners as 
herein provided for, in making said map or chart of the 
lands to be included in the “ Assiscunk Creek Meadow Com- 
pany,” by this supplement to said act; and it shall be law- 
tul for said commissioners to include such lands surveyed by 
said Carty as aforesaid, in the * first” or “second divisions” 
as In their judgment is just and right, with power to add 
other lands to the “first division” if in their judgment such 
Jan Js should be placed in the “ first division ” and the lands 
in the second division shall be designated upon the said map 
or chart by distinct lines from the lands in the first division ; 
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and the several acres of land held by each person respec- 
tively, in the “second division” shall be designated hv such 
fractional parts as the commissioners shall agree. will be 
benefited in proportion to the lands in the « first division :”’ 
and such fractional parts of each owner’s share shall be com- 
puted into whole numbers if sufficient, and for all necessary 
purposes of this supplement; and the act to which this is a 
supplement, such fractional parts of the second division so 


_computed shall be considered as so many acres or parts of 
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4. Jind be wz enacted, That immediately upon filing the 
said map or chart with the certificate as aforesaid, the said 
several owners of ineadow and low lands named in the same 
with their successors, shall constitute the Assiscunk Creek 
Meadow Company and it shall he lawful for any three of the 
members of said company to proceed as is provided for in 
the fourth section cf the act to which this is a supplement ; 
provided, however, it shall require but a majority of the num- 
ber of acres of said company to be represented to organize 
and to transact any business of the said company. 

5. And be tt enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for 
the managers of said company and they are hereby empow- 
ered to borrow any sum or sums of inoney necessary for the 
erection and construction of said dam or other water works, 
the same not to exceed the sum of twenty thousand dollars, 
and may issue bonds of said company therefor, and for the 
security of the pgyment thereof, the several messuages, 
farms, tracts or pieces of land and the improvements 
thereon, of which the said lands included in either division 
shall be a nart or parce! thereof, as well as the lands in said 
divisions, shall be a pledge for the payment of its respec- 
tive share, into whose hands the same may come; and all 
moneys expended or to be expended in and about the con- 
struction of necessary works to prevent the tide water of 
the Delaware from flowing in upon said lands, as well as all 
other moneys raised by authority of this supplement and the 
act to which this is a supplement, shall be and remain a lien 
upon said messuages, farms, tracts or pieces of land and the 
improvements thereon, of which the said lands included in 
either division shall be a part or parcel thereof at the time 
or times when the work is done, as well as the lands in said 
divisions, until the same shall be fully paid and satisfied, 
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notwithstanding any subsequent descent, devise, alienation, 
mortgage or other incumbrance thereon. 

6. And be it enacted, That so much of the sixth section 
of the act to which this is a supplement, as provides for 
making an estimation and assessment, be and the same is 
hereby repealed ; and it shall be the duty of the president 
and managers of said company. after they have constructed 
the said works so determined upon, to call a meeting of the 
said company, and to report to said meeting the costs and 
all moneys expended by them in and about the construction 
of the said works; and it shall be their duty to make a just 
assessment upon the several owners of the meadow and 
low lands in the Assiscunk Creek Meadow Company, of the 
sums of money which each shall pay of the aforesaid expen- 
ditures, such assessments to be set forth and specified in a 
duplicate made and signed by said president and managers 
or a majority of them, containing the names of the owners, 
the number of acres and parts of acres assessable held by 
each, the sums assessed on them severally ; the said duplicate 
to be filed with the map or chart as aforesaid in the clerk’s 
office of the county of Burlington, and the same shall be a 
sufficient notice of the lien upon the said lands, tenements 
and real estate. 

T. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the 
managers of the said company after they have filed the 
original assessment, as provided for in the seventh section 
of this supplement, yearly and every year, to make an assess- 
ment or assessinents of such sum or sums of money as they 
may deem necessary to be raised to redeem and cancel the 
bonds of the said company, and in such assessment or assess- 
ments it shall be lawful to include such sum or sums of 
money as will be necessary to pay off and discharge the 
interest due upon the bonds of said company, and such sum 
or sums of money as will be necessary to meet and defray 
the expense or expenses incurred for repairs of the works 
of said company; and such other sum or sums of money 
necessary to be raised to meet and defray the expense 
incurred within the organization of said company, a full 
statement of which shall be entered upon the books of said 
company; the managers shall determine the time or times 
of payments of such assessment or assessments, and shall 
make out and deliver a duplicate to the treasurer of said 
company forty days before the time or times of payment 
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thereon; and upon the payment of any and every assessment 
or assessments; it shall be the duty of the treasurer to 
certify the same, and file it with the original assassment in 
the clerk’s office aforesaid. 

8. And be it enacted, That the eighth section of the act to 
which this is a supplement be and the same is hereby 
repealed, and it shall be the duty of the treasurer, on the 
receipt of the aforesaid duplicate of assessment mentioned in 
the eighth section of this supplement, and upon the receipt 
of any duplicate of assessment made thereafter, as is pro- 
vided for in said section, in person or by notice in writing 
left at the usual place of abode of each owner, or in case 
such owner is a non-resident, then to his agent, or tenant in 
possession, to demand of and from each owner, twenty days 
before the time of payment of the same, the sum assessed by 
said managers as aforesaid; and if any of the said owners 
shall neglect or refuse to pay the sum so assessed as afore- 
said against him, her or them, for the space of twenty days 
after the time fixed for the payment thereof; it shall be the 
duty of the treasurer to report the same to the managers of 
the said company, and it shall be lawful for the said man- 
agers or a majority of them, at their option, to authorize the 
said treasurer, in the name of the + Assiscunk Creek Meadow 
Company,’’ to sue for and recover the amount so assessed as 
aforesaid, from the owner or owners as aforesaid, or from 
his, her or their legal representatives, with interest and cost 
of suit, in any court of this state having cognizance thereof, 
in an action on the case for so much money by them paid, 
laid out and expended to and for the use of such owner or 
owners, or his or their legal representatives; and in every 
such action the treasurer shall give the assessment and this 
act in as evidence, which shall be conclusive evidence for 
the plaintiff, and the said court is hereby empowered to give 
judgment and grant execution for the same, with costs of 
suit, 

9. And be it enacted, That if, in any case where the 
treasurer of said company shall fail to collect the amount of 
any assessment or assessments aforesaid from any party or 
parties from whom the same may be due, and shall so return 
the same to the managers of said company, it shall and may 
be lawful for said managers to authorize the treasurer of 
said company to proceed as is provided for in the ninth sec- 
tion of this supplement to said act, or to cause the said lands 
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and tenements and real estate, or such parts thereof as the 
said managers shall think proper, upon which the said assess- 
ment or assessments shall be a lien hy this supplement to 
said act, to be sold at public auction for the shortest period 
of time, not to exceed one hundred years, for which any per- 
son or persons will agree to take the same and pay such 
assessments, or the balance thereof remaining unpaid, with 
the interest thereon, and all costs, charges ‘and expenses, 
including costs of advertising, sel lling and executing the 
deeds, and to make and execute, under the seal of said com- 
pany, a declaration of sale, and deliver the same to the pur- 
chaser or purchasers, and such purchaser or purchasers, his, 
her or their executors or administrators or assigns, shall, by 
virtue thereof, lawfully hold and enjoy the said lands, tene- 
ments. or real estate, for his, her or their own use against 
the owner or owners thereof, and all persons claiming under 
him, her or them until his, her or their said term shall be 
completed and ended, and shall be at liberty at or before 
the end of his. her or their term, to remove the buildings 
and materials e’ected and placed by him, her or them 
thereon, taking care to leave the same in as good order and 
condition as the said premises were when they came into his, 
her or their possession. 

10. And be it enacted, That the managers of said com- 
pany, before they shall proceed to sell any lands, tenements 
or real estate, for the payment of any assessment or assess- 
ments aforesaid, shall cause such sale to be advertised at 
least once a week for eight weeks successively, in a news- 
paper printed and published in the city of Burlington, and 
also by advertisement set upin at least ten of the most 
public places in the township or city wherein the lands may 
lie, which advertisement shall mention a short description, 
with metes and bounds of said property, the amount of the 
assessment due, and the owner or reputed owner’s name, and 
the said lands, tenements or real estate so sold. may be 
redeemed by the owner or owners thereof, or by the mort- 
gagee or mortgagees thereof, within two years from the day 
of sale, on the payment of the purchase money with interest 
at the rate of twelve per centum per annum, to be computed 
from the day of sale, and all the expenses and charges neces- 
sarily incurred thereon by the purchaser or purchasers 
aforesaid, and in case the same shall be redeemed as herein 
before provided for by the mortgagee or mortgagees, or if 
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the said mortgagee or mortgagees shall have paid the tax or 
assessments with interest and costs thereon, to prevent the 
said premises from being sold to pay the same, then and in 
that case the whole amount of the payment shall be recov- 
ered under and by virtue of the mortgage, which the said 
mortgagee or mortgagees may hold upon the said real 
estate, in the same manner in all respects asif the same 
were included in and intended to be secured by the said 
mortgagee, and any mistake in the name or names of the 
owner or Owners, or omission to naine the real owner of any 
Jands, tenements or real estate, in assessing the taxes thereon, 
shall not invalidate the said assessments or the sale of said 
real estate as aforesaid; and it shall also be Jawful for the 
tenant in possession of any such lands, tenements and real 
estate, upon which the assessment or assessments may he a 
lien, to pay any such assess‘nent or assessments, if the same 


is not paid within the time limited, and the receipt of the 
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treasurer of said company therefor, shall be a receipt of the 
tenant for so much rent paid. 

ll. And be zt enacted, That the bonds of the said com- 
pany shall not be taxable, but in all cases of taxation for 
state, county, township or city, the same shall be assessed 
upon the lands of said company to each individual owner as 


‘if said company was not in existence; and in no case ghall 


the owner or owners of such land claim a remittance of tax- 
ation on account of said bonds being a lien upon said lands, 

12. And be it enacted, That the twelfth and thirteenth 
sections of the act to which this is a supplement, be and the 
same are hereby repealed: and the said company shall meet 
and assemble as provided for in the fourteenth section of 
the act to which this is a supplement; but in no case shall 
this charter be forfeited in failing to meet and assemble at 
said stated time or times. 

13. And be wt enacted, That John Mitchell, Stacy H. 
Scott, Thomas Burnett, Nathan W. U, Hays, Isaac Grubb, 
Samuel Lippincott, James Lloyd, William Hutchinson, J. 8. 
Adams, be and they are hereby appointed commissioners as 
herein provided for. 

14. And be it enacted, That said dam or water works 
shall not be located or erected on said creek north of the 
north line of Green street, and if by the construction of the 
same, the lands and improvements upon either side of said 
creek, between the constructed works and Columbus road, 
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and that part of the lands on the west side, not exceeding 
one hundred feet back from high water mark, shall be bene- 
fited and made more valuable, it shall and may be lawful 
for the managers of said company to assess upon such lands 
and the improvements thereon, at such time and times when 
assessments are made upon lands in the two divisions afore- 
said, such suin or sums of money as may be equitable and 
just, and the same shall be a lien upon such lands and the 
improvements thereon until the same shall be fully paid and 
satisfied, and collect the same as is provided in this act for 
the collection of other assessments; the basis upon which the 
assessments upon such lands and the improvements thereon 
shall be made shall be according to the benefit received in 
proportion to the benefit received by the lands in the two 
divisions aforesaid. 

15, And be it enacted, That, after the completion of the 
works determined upon, it shall and may be lawful for the 
managers of said company to appoint one fit and suitable 
person to act in conjunction with one other fit and suitable 
person in each respective case, to be appointed by each 
respective owner or representative of such land upon either 
side of said creek, between the constructed works and the 
Columbus road as aforesaid, with power to said two persons 
to call in a third person in each respective case, to assess 
upon such lands, and the improvements thereon, of such 
owner, between the constructed works and the said Columbus 
road the amount of benefit received, and shall reduce the 
assessment to writing, with a description, with metes and 
bounds of such land and improvements thereon, and certify 
to the same; such assessment shall be filed with the map or 
chart of the lands of the two divisions in the clerk’s office 
aforesaid, and they shall be tle bases upon which to make 
assessments upon such lands, and the improvements thereon 
hetween the constructed works and the Columbus road, as 
is provided in the fifteenth section of this act, and the owners 
of such land and their successors shall be and are hereby 
constituted members of the Assiscunk Creek Meadow Com- 
pany; and for every five hundred dollars benefit received, 
or fractional part thereof, assessed as aforesaid upon such 
land and the improvements thereon, upou either side of said 
creek, between the constructed works and the Columbus 
road, the owners thereof shall be entitled to one vote within 
sald company. 
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16. dnd be it enacted, Vhat after the assessment of benefits 
received, as is provided for in the sixteenth section of this 
act, it shall and may be lawful for the managers of said 
company to appoint one fit and suitable person to act in 
conjunction with one other fit and snitable person, to be 
appointed by the owner or owners of land included in the 
assessments as provided for in the said sixteenth section of 
this act, with power to such two persons to call in a third 
person to make an estimation or the benefits received bv the 
land included in the “two divisions,” and shall certify to 
the same, and file it with the assessments made upon lands 
between the constructed works and the said Columbue road. 
in the clerk’s office aforesaid. 

17. And be it enacted, That if any of the owner or owners 
of said land and improvements thereon. upon either side of 
said creek between the constructed works and the Columbus 
road aforesaid, shall neglect or refuse after ten days’ notice 
from the managers of said company, to appoint a fit and 
suitable person or persons as aforesaid to make an assess- 
ment as aforesaid, it shall and may be lawful for the mana- 
gers of said company to notify the mayor of the city of Bur- 
lington, of such neglect and refusal, and they shall lay this 
act before the said mayor, and it shall and may be lawful 
for the said mayor to appoint a fit and snitable person in 
any and every case of such neglect and refusal, and the per- 
son or persons so appointed by said mayor shall act in con- 


junction with the person or persons appointed by the mana- 


gers of said company with the same power to said person or 
persons appointed by said mavor as if he or they were 
appointed by the owner or owners of said land, and all 
expenses incurred in and about the making of the assess- 
ments, as provided for in the fifteenth, sixteenth, and this 
section shall be assessed upon the lands, and collected from 
the owners thereof included within the said assessments. 

18. And be it enacted, That after the organization of the 
said company and the election of managers aforesaid, it 
shall and may be lawful for said managers to make an 
assessment upon the lands in the two divisions aforesaid, of 
such sum or sums of money necessary to meet and discharge 
the expenses already incurred in and about the organization 
of said company, and shall collect the same as is provided 
in this act for the collection of the original assessment, and 
shall pay off and discharge the same.

An Act to incorporate the Beverly and Eddington Ferry

1, BEIT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of Names of 
the State of New Jersey, That Franklin 8. Hovey, William ern 
Wilson, John Jameson, John Street, Walter Freeman, C. J. 
Kenworthy, Samuel Loag, Clement E. Lloyd, and Henry 
Crawford, or any six of them, are hereby appointed commis- 
sioners to receive subscriptions to the capital stock of the 
company hereby incorporated, to be known by the name of 
the Beverly and Eddington Ferry Company; and by that Corporate 
name shall have, hold, enjoy and exercise all the rights,” 
powers and privileges appertaining to corporate bodies, and 
necessary to carry the objects of this act into effect. 

2. And be it enacted, ‘hat the charter of the said Beverly capitatstock 
and Eddington Ferry Company shall extend to the period of 
twenty years from the passage of this act; that the stock of 
the said company shall consist of ten thousand dollars, with 
the privilege to increase the same to two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars, in shares of fifty dollars each. : 
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3. Jind be at enacted, That at the time of subscribing for 
said stock ten dollars shall be paid upon each share sub- 
scribed for to the commissioners, or any of them, which 
money shall be paid over to the treasurer of said company 
as soon as one shall be appointed, and the residue of the sub- 
scriptions shall be paid in installments and at such times and 
places, and to such persons as the managers of the company 
shall from time to time direct and give public notice thereof 
as directed; the said managers shall have power to forfeit 
the shares of each and every person so failing to pay the said 
installments or any of them, to and for the use of the said 
company after two weeks’ notice shall have been given to 
such delinquent subscribers. 

4, And be it enacted, That if the said commissioners for 
five years from the passage of this act, shall have failed to 
establish said ferry in accordance with the full intent and 
meaning thereof, then this act and all the subscriptions 
under it shall be null and void; and the said commissioners, 
after deducting thereout the expenses incurred, shall return 
the residue of the money paid in to the respective sub- 
scribers or their representatives in proportion to the sum 
paid in by them. 

0. ind be it enacted, That the said company shall have 
power to raise on bonds, to be secured by mortgage on alk 
its stock and franchises, and upon any realty of which it may 
have become seized, any sum, not exceeding one-half of the 
paid up capital stock as authorized by this charter, for the 
purpose of carrying out the true intent of this act; provided, 
that no bond shall be issued for a lesssum than one hundred 
dollars, with interest at a rate not exceeding seven per 
centum per annum. 

6. Jind be it enacted, That the purpose and object of said 
company shall be to establish and conduct a ferry or ferries 
on the Delaware river between Beverly in the county of 
Burlington, in the state of New Jersey, and such point or 
points in the county of Bucks, near Eddington, in the state 
of Pennsylvania, as they may deem best for the public accom. 
modation and for the interests of the said company; aud for 
that purpose may purchase or lease such real estate, and may 
lease or erect and construct all such wharves, piers, slips, 
buildings, and other appendages, as may be necessary to 
carry into eflect the purposes of this act, and hire, purchase 
or build steamboats, vessels or other ferry boats, of such 
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description and dimensions as they may think best for the 
interests of the company. 

7. And be tt enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said 
company, at any time during its existence, to make contracts 
and engagements with any corporation, or with any indi- 
vidual or individuals, for transporting or conveying any kinds 
of goods, produce, merchandise, freight or passengers, and 
to enforce the fulfillment of such contract. 

8, And be it enacted, That the before-named commissioners 
shall constitute a board of managers, consisting of a presi- 
dent, vice president, secretary, treasurer and six directors, 
who shall hold office for one year, and until their successors 
shall be legally elected and qualified ; at the expiration of 
which time the said officers shall be elected by the stock. 
holders, each share of stock being entitled to one vote 
(which may be voted by proxy) ; said election shall be at the 
time of the annual meeting (of which two weeks’ public 
notice shall be given), to be held at the office of the com- 
pany on the second Monday of July in each year. 

9, And be wt enacted, That the said managers, or a 
majority of them, may supply any vacancy occurring in the 
interval between the annual elections, by death, resignation, 
or refusal to act of any manager, and may appoint such and 
so many officers, agents, superintendents and servants, as 
may be required to transact the business of the company, 
with such compensation as they may determine upon, and 
may exact from them such security for the due performance 
of their respective duties as they may think expedient; they 
shall regulate the rates of toll or ferriage, and have the 
superintendence and direction of all receipts and disburse. 
ments, and all other affairs of the company, and may make 
and enforce such ordinances and by-laws as they may think 
expedient, for regulating the transfer of stock and the 
general government of the company, and management of its 
affairs; provided, that the same are not repngnant to the 
constitution or laws of this state, or of the United States. 

10. And be it enacted, That at the annual meeting of the 
stockholders it shall be the duty of the managers of the 
preceding year to exhibit to the stockholders a full and com- 
plete statement of the affairs of the company during said 
term ; that dividends, or so much of the profits of said com- 
pany as shall appear advisable to the managers, shall be 
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declared in the months of January and July of each year, 
and be paid at the office of the company at any time after 
ten days’ notice from the time of declaring the same, but 
said dividends shall in no case exceed the amount of the 
profits of the company, so that the capital stock shall never 
be thereby impaired. 

1]. nd be it enacted, That special meetings of the stock- 
holders may be called by order of a majority of the managers, 
or by the stockholders owning one-fourth of the whole stock 
of the company, by giving notice of the time and place of 
holding the same, as hereinbefore directed with regard to
